SPEECH OF HIS HONOUR SIR ANTHONY 
MacDONNEL O. 0. S. 1., LIEUTENANT-. 
GOVERNOB, N.-W. P. AtiD OUDH. 



Mr, SvBD Mahuood and GiJNTx.BarEN, Trustees oj this 
College, 

I have to Hbank you for the address which yon have 
presentodjto mo and for the manner in which you have received 
mo ou tbb my second visit; to your College. 

It is now three years since I last visited this College. 
On that occasion I was received by Sir Syed Adimed Kbnn 
whose death we nil unilo in deploring. In everything which 
this address sots forth with, I may say, filial piety and 
great eloquence regarding that distinguished m.an, I entirely 
agree. My personal acquaintance with him was not indeed, of 
many years duration, although, of course he was long knwn to 
me by reputation, but our interoourse was marked hy franknera 
and confidence. His death came in the fulness of honours and 
of years, but it was a great loss to India generally and to this 
College in particular, and I can honestly say that among the 
many wlro throughout India regretted hii Joss there was none 
outside his own family whose regret was more sincere than 
my own. 

Gentlemen, in an early portion of your address, you say 
that special significance and unusual importance attaches to 
ray presmce among yon to-day. In this I agree with you. At 
the address declares, this College is now passing through a time 

of extreme aad embarrajsmeot and upoa the conclu* 
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for BpeakiuK to you in a fraok and oan.iid manue*. A. i'at 
of the College and. in my capacity as Lieutenant , 

of the Province. 1 am authorised by Rule 39 of tlie Laws 
nnd Regulations to give you “ advice upon the improve- 
ment, management and vrelfare of the OoHege” ; and 1 agree 
with you in thinking that on no occasion which has .yet 
arisen in the history of the Institution was the necessity 
for advice more urgent than it is to-day. 

Gentlemen, it is known to yon all that the latter years 
of Sir Byed Ahmed’s life were darkened and tronbled by the 
financial losses whioh befell tho Oollge through the dis- 
honesty of subordinates. With tho energy and singlo-rainded- 
iiess, which distinguished him through life, Sir Syod Ahmed, 
although then I believe of an age beyond the ordinary span 
of human life, endeavoured to repair those losses. But he 
died before much progress in that direction had been made, 
and when Mr. Syed Mahmood, now Life Honorary President, 
succeeded to his father’s place, he found the College immesh- 
ed in serious financial difficulties, out of which no salvation 
is possible without outside assistance. It was in view of those 
facts that some of tb^ admirers of Sir Syed Ahmed bethought 
themselves of the expedient of appealing to public gratitude, 
nud raising a fund whioh should at once retrieve the fortunes 
of the College and establish a suitable memorial to its great 



founder. 

Gentlemen, when that intention was communicated to 
me, I thought Uial the greatest assistanoe that I could at that 
juncture render to the College would be to ascertain, for the 
Trustees, what the exact financial position of the College was, 
what were the causes which led to its embarrassments, and 
what was the best way to avoid similar difficulties in the 
future. Accordingly I placed at the disposal of the College 
authorities the gratuitous services of the Government Audit 
Staff, who carried out a full audit and inspection of the Col- 
lege accounts. The result of this inspection has been not only 
to place the College antborUies ia possesaion of au exhaustiva 



iUteminl of th® aclaal finanoial posHion, bnt of lonnJ advics 
«8 to how that position is to be retrieved, and, when retrlevid, 
bow it oan bo maintained intaot for the future. 

It is not necessary that on this occasion I should 
into financial details, but this much I can say that although 
the liabilities are eonsiderable, they are not beyond the reach 
of easy redemption if there be only union and reasonable mo- 
deration and determination to do the right thing on the pait 
of the Trustees. But Jit would be worse than useless on this 
oooassion to conceal the fact that at the present moment 
there is a want of union, and 1 am bound to say an absenoe of 
moderation in certain quarters, whiob threaten the very 
existence of the College on the linos prescribed by its founder. 
And this slate of things has naturally engendered in the public 
mind a want of oonfidenee in the stability of the Institution. 
My tour through Rohilkhaud and the Meerut Division whereiii 
lie the homes of so many old and distinguished Muhammadan 
families, was partly undertaken with the special object of 
Rsoertaining the state of Muhammadan feeling on this point, 
and as the result of my enquiries I dm satisfied that there is 
a waut of confidenoa in the adequacy of the present system of 
control and administration, which prevents the community 
from coming eflfectively to the assistance of the College in this 
time of need. This feeling arose when the defalcations of 1895 
came to light, and grow with the advancing years which 
brought no mitigation of that system of centralised control 
which made the defalcations possible. It is I believe, the 
tmanionomus opinion of Educated Muhammadans that some 
important changes of system are necessary before public con^ 
fidence inlhe College can be fully restored. 

Gentlemen, I believe I am not wrong In saying that 
the embarrassments into whioh the College was thrown by the 
defaloations were regarded by Sir Syed Ahmed as indicating a 
defective system of management. In what respoota is the 
prf'sent system of control and management of the College 
defective ? It is defective in being too centralised in placing 
all the power of control and management in the hands of an 
individual. It v^as for obvious reasons necessary that 
Ihere should be a oautralisation of powers and duties in the

th*t conoenlfAtion become less necessary and less wholesome, 
as the College grew and expanded. Had there been less con-, 
oenlratioa of control before 1893, the dsfaloatioas which hare 
impaired public conadence would I beliere. not have been 
possible. Thera is reason to think that before Sit Syed Ahmed’s 
death he contemplated sosh a modiacatiou of the College Rules 
and Rognlations as would substitute a kind of corporate oonlroi 
for the personal control which he himself had vigorously ex- 



eroised, before advancing years had impaired his great powen. 
From the convesations which I have had with Mr. Mahmood 
and from the important passage in the address on this subject 
I am conGrmed in the idea that he too is’convinced that some 
organic change of this nature is absolutely essential to the 
welfare and stability of the College. Mr. Syed Mahmood 
expressed himself last July to this effect in a letter to Mr, 
LaTonche. I believe he recognises that the stability of an Ins- 
titution like this should not depend upon the health or the li/a 
of an individual, and that such laws and regulations should 
be provided as will maintain the Institution in activity and 
strength when the individual Manager of the day may have 
passed away. 

It was in view of these considerations that Mr. LaTonche,’ 
in exercise of the powers conferred on him by article 32 of 
the College Laws and Regulations, gave certain advice to the 
Trustees as to the nature of the changes in the Regulaliona 
which the cironmstances of the present time require. That 
service was given in the exercise of the Patron’s legitiraata 
and constitutional rights j and it was well within the visitor’s 



jurisdiction. In a letter which I received this morning from a 
respected Trustee, and attempt is made to weaken the authority 
of Mr. LaTouche’s communication ; but 1 am bound to say 
that I, as patron of the College and as Lieutenant-Governoe 
of the Province, adhere to the advice given by Mr' 
LaTouohe ooncerning the organic changes in the regulations 
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vhiohit commends. Wbat are ihets changes f The changes 
in the Laws and Regnlations necessary to gire effect to th* 
Ideal I hare expressed aboYe are not of a reTolntionary oharao- 
ter. They may be summed up under two Lead..~/wijy, 
the substitution of corporate control for tbs personal control 
srhich now centres in the Life President ; and teconily , the 
sstablisbment of a Finance Committee, which shall be respon- 
sible for the financial adminstration of the College. There are 
minor matters, questions of detail, such as how the Finance 
Committee shall be selected, and personal questions, such aa 
who shall bo the Secretary for the time being. These qnes- 
tions are not without their own importance : but they are of 
ephemeral interest compared with the organic changes which 
I have specifioed ; and they admil of easy dsoision if only tha 
Trustees will approach them with the determination of doing 
what 13 best for the College : and not for an individual. And 
after all the individnal is only appointed for a term • if he is 
not satisfactory, you can change him. The patron can come 
down here and advise you to change him. But the organio 
changes which 1 have specified are essential in order to re 
establish and revive confidence in the control of the Institution' 

I. therefore, repeat that on these points I adhere to 
the general advioa which was given to the Trustess 
by Mr. LaTouche. And I have the less hesitation in takinir 
this step because I find that the two prineiplss I have specified 
had been recognised as necessary by Mr, Syed Mabmood 
before Mr. LaTouche’s advice had reaohsd him and that with 
a self-denial and disinterestedness, which all who know 
him well expected he is witling to sink his own personality in 
favour of the principle. 

A draft schema for giving effect to the organio changes 
which are required has been prepared by the College authori- 
ties. While 1 am not concerned to say that this draft may 
not be improved upon, or that it is exhauslire of all the 
changes which are necessary, I yet do consider that the lines 
upon which it is drawn are correct and sound, and that it forms 
a proper basis for the further oonsultatiou of the Trustees 
I advise the Trustees to accept it as such a basis and to follow

regarding the prospects and condition of the College was H 
afghness the Nawab of Rampur, to whom a deputation was 
sent some time last summer, Into the particulars of hat 
deputation I will not enter on this occasion, although I 
Lave been placed in possession of the facts. I desire to avoid 
on this occasion all petty controversies irrelevant to the 
great issues. I may however, say that I have the Nawab a 
authority for stating that should the organic changes which 
I have referred to be carried out, and should reasonable power 
for enquiry and advice in the College affairs be conferred on 
the visitors and should His Highness be made a visitor (as 
I advise ba should be), and finally should the security for 
the finances be assured by some provision requiring the 
deposit of funds with the Government, he himself would be 
prepared to consider an application for some substantial money 
assistance to the College, And I may also add that shonld 
these changes commend themselves to the Trustees, I speaking 
for the Government of these Provinces, say that I shall be 
prepared to oome to the assistance of the College, and make a 
a substantial addition to the grant which this Goyeramenl 
now gives for the support of tho Institution. 

Gentlemen I have myself no doult that if the policy, 
which I believe was the policy of Sit Syed Ahmed in his latter 
years, and which as 1 have said, was initiated by Syed 
Mahmood before any official advice was tenderd to him, is 
carried out, the public confidence in the stability and useful- 
ness of the College will revive, and that ample funds will 
be quickly forthcoming not only to free the College from 
its present liabilities but to enable the College authorities to 
extentd its usefuloess.

The speaker deolareit that the question was one emi- 
nently suitable for discussion in such a meeting, because 
it was most important that when sufficient funds were 
collected to enable them to take action in the matter de- 
h'lteahle points should have been thresbed out, and some , 
clear and deffuite lines of action thid before tbe promoters of 
the scheme. In the existing;; Uaiversities there were two serious 
aefects ot which Mtihomedans complnined — ('I) that there was 
^^o religious education ; (2) that there was no niovul training. 
The exifiling Universities in India were niertdj examining 
bodies, and not only that, but their students wrre nsiially a 
heterogeneous body, and these two causes made such defects 
ineyetable ; but in University primarily for students of onO 
creed some sciieme of religious education could easily he put 
into force, and if, in addition, the University were made a 
residential one, after the manner of the Universities of Oxford 
and Oainbridgf», moral training too would also be possible. 
A c^ain such a University might be a most important instru- 
ment in reviving the study of Arabic letter, a learning wliicb 
bad fallen into such sad decay. Arabic learning was not onty 
decaying day by day but also narrowing in its scope ; such a 
University might do the highest service by reviving the study 
of Arabic — placing it on a footing with modern scientific 
linguistic learning, and also re-establishing it as the lingua 



Farther the establishment of such a University would be 
useful m strengtliemng and reviving national feeling, a thing 
d 2 irable on general and public grounds, and there was no 
means of fostering national life and spirit, so effective as nnion 
in a common purpose. It might be said the Aligarh College, 
and even the Mahomedan University, were too limited in 
their scope to effect this, but had anyone else any worthy 
alternative to offer ? Sir Syed’s snocess was due to the fact that 
while the learned and orthodox lamented the bygone glories 
of Islam, and" olnng with a passionate, but no less pathetic 
fidelity to the traditions of olden times,;he and he alone came 
forward with a scheme for the uplifting of his nation. lie 
appealed to bis bearers by their love for the great dead, by 
their admiration for his single purpose, and by their gratitude 
for his service and splendid patriotism, to do honour to their 
lost leader in carrying out his most cherished wishes in estab- 
lishing a Mahomedan University, than which there cannot be 
more fitting testimony of their admiration for his great and 
uobJa cLaracter. 



Badr-ul-Hassan seconded the motion, which was support- 
ed by Shah Din { Lahore;, who urged bis bearers to set earn- 
estly to work and collect funds for the proposed scheme. He 
heard on all sides words of approval, but if those were not 
followed by energetic action they would seem to come merely 
from tlioir lips and not from their hearts’ They were a 
relgious not a territorial community, tliey were brothers not 
because they lived in one country or under one Government,, 
blit because they worshipped one God and followed oua 
Prophet ; let it be the glory and the privilege of the Malio- 
medans in India to be the leaders of a great intellectual revival 
among the Mabomedans of the whole world. 



Mr. Beck supported the motion on the ground that a 
University was desirable (1) as a means of national prosperity- 
(2) as a seat of learning. The Mahomedan Conference was not 
merely a technical body, but also a political and a patriotic 
one. It aimed at the fostering of a spirit of loyalty towards 
their beloved Queen, and at upholding the principle of bro- 
therhood between Englishmen and Mabomedans, and it was in 
this spirit that the projected University would be carried out,. 
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Suc!» R University Would be the most powerful instrument 
they could have for uplifting their nation. Why was it thiti 
Englishmen were to be found in positions of responsibility and 
hononr in all parts of the world ? Because in the English 
nation there were to be found men in large numbers fitted by 
their character and abilities for such posts. Already in differ- 
ent parts of the ever-extending British Empire, particularly in 
Africa, there were openings for the Mahomedans of character, 
and posts to serve the Crown. But the supply was not equal 
to the demand, and it was only such a University as the cue 
they proposed that could create a body of men fitted by 
character and learning to serve their Queen in various parts 
of the Empire in posts of honour and responsibility. 

Mr. T. W. Arnold (lately of Aligarh) said that no more 
fitting proposal could come before the first Conference held 
after the death Sir Syed than one which embodied Lis most 
cherished vi^ishes. Their leider was gone from them, but 
they, like the Mahomedans after the death of the Prophet, 



should set themselves to the task of fufilling his last commands. 
It was said that the genius of the Mahomedans was warlike 
rather than learned, but let them remember the Haddrs whicli 
said that in the day of judgment the ink which trickled from 
the pens of the learned should be more precious than the blood 
shed in pad. Many bad in the past held aloof from the 
educational movement set on foot by Sir Syed on the ground 
that it was opposed .io the traditions of their faith, but he 
would tell them that a German scholar in describing the old 
Mahoinedan Universities continually referred to the methods 
of the Euglish Universities iu order to illustrate and m»ke 
'dear the system that prevailed among the Mahomedans ; so 
that what they considered to be peculiarly English was found 
bj historians and scholars to be also peculiarly Mahomedan, and 
further one of the most characteristic features of the Maho- 
medan Universities was their true scholarly eagerness to wel-

Our great misfortune 
hitherto has been that the most learnad of our maulvi-s ani 
hsologians are e^ctremely ignorant of every other branch of 
knowledge except their own ; the result is that wo have a 
narrow-minded, bigoted and fanatical set of religious teachers, 
w 0 are looked upon with contempt by people of any enlight- 
enment. We must put a stop to this, so that in the future 
our learned theologians may also be enlightened and educated 

men in the true sense of tbe word. On the oth«r, hand I think 
.t equal y important that Musalman yopng m«n. who have 
acquired a knowledge of Western literature, arts and sciences 
should not be altogether ignorant of their own language liter’- 
ature, history and religion.

At the second da/s Confereace at Lahore; it wa, proposed on the 
motion by Barkat Ali Khan (Lahore) seconded by Sirdar M ohammad 
HayatKhan,C.S,I, that in tbe opinion of this Conference the most 
desirable object to which Ahmed Syed Khan of Bikanpur (Aligarh) can 
devote his proposed endowment of three and a hah lakhs (Us.

The proposer advocated compulsory 
religious education, accompanied by a test examination, on the ground 
that such an ediio ition would have aii excellent moral e fleet, and alea 
that a sound knowledge of the elements of Mahomedan theology wouId_ 
ttml to remove much bigotry aod faQaticism wLich was the fruit of, 
ignorance. >

Mr. Beck who followed while heartily supporting the proposer’s plea 

for religious education, objected to such education being made a subject 
of examination, on the ground that the best method of carrying on reli- 
g-idus teaching is not by cramming ic for examinations. He was as' 
strongly in favour of religious education in the proposed University 
ns anyone could be but he considered that religion was a matter of' 
practice and of the heart rather than a matter of^ text-book and memory*

The B. A. Examination of the University of Allahabad. 

To the Editor of the M.A -0. College Magazine, 

Sir, 

Before saying anything about the examination, it vrill . 
not be out of piace to make one or two remarks about the 
University itselft In the first place, the system of vti^a voce 
is not a fair test of a students’ talent’s and abilities. It is 
impossible to have one paper for some five hundred students, 
and ils result is that some batches of students dash theraselvOB 
against the hard rocks in the ocean of literature, while the 
others, more fortunate, steer their course safely through familiar 
and stormless seas. Everything depends upon luck and 
chance. 

The second anomaly which I wish to refer to is that 
marks are not assigned to each question on the margin 

of the paper. If the University really desires to encourage 
education and has the interests of the students at heart, 
it is a defect which deserves its immediate removal. If 
the marks be allotted to each question on the margin of the 
paper, a student can realise its relative importance and can 
pretty fairly judge how much time it is worth his while to 
give to it. 

Now I will make a few remarks about the exami- 
nation. I cannot do better than allude to an irregularity, 

in the system of the University which came under my 
notice in the last examination and from which I among others 
suffered. No student was certain whether he was to get 

the paper on Political Economy first or that on Political 

Science. The Prosessors of the M. A.-O, College who were 
the proper authorities to know, either really did not know 
it or professed ignorance in accordance with the rules of the 
University. Though I have every hope that this error is not 

to be repeated again, yet it did some harm to those who ap- 

pearod in the last exaininaliou. 

The first English Paper was easy, but its easiness vraa 
neutralised by its lengtbiness. The examiner is right in 
presuming lUoiough knowledge of the texts on the Part "of tho

On the whole there is a great hope this year of a good result. It 
would have been indeed fur better if Conics and Logic paper had be^p 

good ones, ^\e hope the University will keep to this system of Alternate 
queBtions.

From the 4th January 18^9, Mr. Mosa, who is a gradu'- 
Ate of Cambridge University, has been appointed officiating 
Head Master of the sohoo]. He has twelve years' experience 
xn the educational department in India and knows the wants 
of an Indian student preparing for the Entrance examination 
We have every hope that the school will flourish under hia, 
able and experienced guidance. 

The Zahur Uusain ward, where small boys under fifteen 
years of age reading in the school are kept on the model of 
Rn English hoarding hous<>, is almost full. The institutioa 
was started hy the Principal less than three years ago and wo 
are glad to say that it has proved a complete success. The 
boys who live here work on a routine and have their whole 
time divided for work and recreation and are under the 
constant supervision of House Masters who live with them 
in the Ward. It is hoped that the boys so brouglit up will 
become punctual and methodical and will make the best use 
of their time in future life. The great proof of our success aro 
the opinions of the parents whoso sons are living in the WnrJ^ 
They are well satisfied and sorae'of them have spoken 5n hi:»U 
terms of the improvement their sous have made by living 
in the Ward. In most cases when a boy goes home in the 
Vacation his relations finding him improved send one or two 
more boys with him to this place. Hence it is that the 
Ward is full and is in fact the most populous part of the 
boarding house. Being convinced of the success of the 
l!oheme Principal is thinking of building some more wards 
for the wealthier and older students as soon as funds permit. 

It is a well known fact that the higher education which 
is our chief aim is very cheap in this College, but the school 
education was generally complained of as being comparatively 
dear. As there are schools teaching up to the Middle or 
Entrance standard in almost very town where a student can 
receive primary education at little or no expense this school 
was chiefly inten(Ied for those who could afford to pay the 
expenses of a better education such as is given in our school ; 
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but to bring tbis tind of education within reacli of the boyi 
wLose parents are of moderate means the College authorities 
have under consideration a scheme for reducing the expense 
for school students as far as possible.

I think tills Staff may be regarded as fairly compIeU 
en the Arts side, and provided that its efficiency had been fully 
tested one that would justify the College in.askiug to bo allowed 
to coaler the 13. A. degree. 

As regards its numerical strength it would contain 
more than twice as many English Professors on the Arts 
side ns the largest College in these Provinces. It may be 
noted that the Punjab University was established when there 
was only one College, and that not exceptionally large, in the 
Province. Moreover even if the st.aff .as thus enlarged were 
not thought strong enough to warrant a request from the 
College to be made independent of existing Indian Uni-> 
versilies, it is certain tlmt the kind of eduoation it would give 
■would belong rather to tbe University than the Indian 
Collegiate style. Forfl) the College would contain the ueucleua 
of a learned Society, (2) its Professors would have leisure to 
give advanced lectures to students who had taken their degrees, 
and, (3) the elementary teaching of tlie lower classes being 
distributed over n number of Professors, they would have 
leisure for independent research. 

It will be observed that the nnderlying principle is to 
concentrate our efforts on the Arts side, instead of devotino- 
our resources to Arts and Science. If the latter course wera 
adopted, it would be impossible to attain to a high standard 
of excellence in either, and the University goal would appeac 
almost as distant [as ever. Of course a Science department 
should afterwards be added, followed as the institution grew 
by schools of medicine, engineering, agriculture &o.. It is 
necessary however to dream of the distant future. We am 
planting a tree that will Lake centuries to arrive at its fnU 
growth. I wish to confine myself to what is within the rantre 
of our own eflorls, and will therefore make a few commenls 
on the proposed scheme.

The necessity of l^o Professors of Englisb is obvious 
if we consider that there are 6 classes from the Entrance 
to the M, A., and that the Intermediate classes require 
teaching in translation as well as on the literary course# 
For the higher work one Professor might specialise on litera* 
tare and the other on the linguistic study of the English 
language. This bifurcation is recognised in the present Allah* 
abad University M. A, Course. As regards the Professor of 
of Philosophy it may be presumed that be would devote himself 
to Ethics and psychology rather than to metaphysics. With re* 
ference to the teaching of Arabic and Persian, it is an admitted 
fact that the scholarly study of these languages in India stands 
in a much lower level than the study of Sanscrit. And one 
of the reasons for this is that there are in India several 
distinguished European Sanscritists. Whatever the know* 
ledge of the Indian scholar the European methods of scholar-* 
ship are certainly far in advance of anything that exists in the 
East, And unless this College possesses a competent European 
Orientalist on its Staff, its teaching of Arabic and Persian 
%vill never command the confidence of the learned world, 
I have suggested a Mahomedan Professor of -Mahomedan 
History, History is a subject of such immense range that 
one Professor certainly cannot cover the whole field. There 
exists for the history of Mahomedan countries a vast amount 
of original matter that has not yet been worked np and treated 
philosophically. The man who should hold this chair must 
know Persian and Arabic ; and he niust have received a sound 
training in the European methods of historical research. The 
College might itself possibly train up a student to bold this 
chair, who should study history in Aligarh and perhaps go to 
Oxford or Cambridge for a year to complete his odiicatiou. 
Finally as regards Urdu there is obviously great scope for study 
in the origin and ^^rowth of the language, as well as ia tha 
poetry of Urdu authors. 

Xhe readers of the Magazine are doubtless aware of the 
recent gift of thirty lakhs fora Research Institute by Mr. 
Oamseljoe N. Tala. A ^provisional scheme has been drawn 
np for that lustilute. It appears from a study of that scheme 
that Its aims and objscls differ so widely from ours that 
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Her# 19 no Ukelihooi of the t«ro iastitatlons being i, «»• 
#0Qse rivals, although if they were it would not be of muoh 
coaeequenoe as India is a country large enough to support 
aeveral teaching Universities. The Tata scheme is intended 
for student, wlm have taken their degrees in the existing 
Colleges ; its object is to train up a small body of advanced 
scholars ; the contemplated Professorships are chiefly of Natural 
Science and more particularly of Chemistry, the aim of the 
founder being apparently to train up a body of technical 
experts who should assist the industrial development of manu- 

edlT‘“t “tr to give a liberal 

education to the upper and middle classes of Mahomedans as 

well as to train scholars. And our scholars would to begin 

with devote themselves to history, economics and pbiloloiry 

subjects for which India and Islam offer a vast rerion of 

research rather than to Natural Science. It is possible of 

course that the Tata Institute might assist us materially when 

we came to developing the scientific side of our Universitv 

M ij would offer an opportunity to Mahomedau students to 
qualify themselves for lectureships. 

I come now to the question of ways and means. If wa 
assume the average salaries of four additional English Pm 
fessors to be Rs. 750 per mensem each, wo should renuira" 
^3,000 a month. For three Native Professors and mis- 
cellaneous expenses we may add another Rs. 1,000 makim. 
a total of Rs. 4 000 a month. Ido not mean U 
the higher Professorships should necessarily be held by Enf 
lishmen. In the present state of learning in India this Would 
probably bo the case, but I look forward to the time when 
h re may be Mahomedan scholars as fully qualified as Enl“ 
lishmeu to do the highest work, though a strong Englisi, 
element should always be maintained for political and social 
reasons.

Conseqaeally 
we can raige the ten lakhs endowment in honour of Sir Syei 
Ahmed Kban we shall have gone a long way towards the rfi 
filiation of the University ideal* 

Along with the increase in our number of Professors we 
ought to provide for fellowships to enable scholars to pursue 
original resparch. A lakh of rupees would suffice to found 
four fellow^jhips of Rs. I,000 per annum each. Each of these 
fellows might be required to give a course of lectures in some 
advanced branch of learning. This brings the total sum 
required to 13 iaklis. Another 5 lakhs might add a school o£ 
science, but this may bo postponed for ton or fifteen years. ; 

Is it a chimerical illusion that we can raise 13 lakhs ? I 
think not. Sir Syed must have raised not less than 15 lakliS. 
He began bis work wlion the Mahomedan community was 
blind to the necessity of English education. We have a lager . 
body of enliglitened and public spirited men to work for us. 
All that is needed is the same perseverence, unselfishness aud, 
indomitable will that characterised our noble Founder. 

There are four classes to whom we may look for support. 

(1) Mahomedan Princes. 

(2) Wealthy iVI ahomedans. 

^3) The Middle classes. 

(4) Persons of small means.

Mohammedans of Madras and the N.»W. P. 

In the Pioneer of March 31st an extract is given of a speech 
of the Rev. E. Sells, the Manager of the Harris School for 
Mohammedans, on the occasion of the prize distribntion of that 
School. Mr. Sells, is stated to be the best local authority 
on matters relating to tbe Mohammedan Community” and the 
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account he gives of the position or the Mohammedans of 
Madras is most diseouraging. He states that out of 4,597 J3. As. 
of the University only 18 are Muslins; of 9^ M. As. only 2; of 
667 Tj. L Bs. only 6; of 135 medical graduates only 4. And he says 
^^a fatal mertness seems to have laid a persistent hold on the com- 
munity. The figures quoled above speak for themselves. They 
show that in Madras long-continued indifference to education has 
now practically paralysed the community. 4’he figures for 
Bombay and Bengal, would show a very similar tale. Onlv 
in Upper India, and there only through the influence of Sir Syed 
Alimad is the condition of the Mohammedans more hopeful. 

We have recently had the most gratifying proof of the 
awakening of theMohammedans of theNoriij-West Provinces in the 
unexpected success of the Memorial Fund meetings in Ghazinur 
and Gorakhpur. Apart from the fact tiiat in these towns sub- 
scriptions were promtsed amounting to fte 5,000 and fe 10,000 
respectively the Mussalmans of these places sliowed an amount of 
emimsiasm whicli proves that national life is not extinct. The 
time is however critical. If enough energy be now shown the 
great aim of t’ne Memorial Fund may undoubtedly be realized. 
But tiie diffieuliy is that no single deputation can visit everv 
(iistrict, and tiiere are not enougii leaders to come forward and 
umieitake the task which has been so energetically taken in hand 
by Nawab Mohsin-ul-Mulk. If the present time be allowed to 
pass witiumt continued and serious efforts, the sick man, who is 
sliowing signs of life, may fall back into Ills old lethargv, and the 
creeping paralysis wliicii i»as gained possession of his extremities 
may spread till it attacks i»is ’heart. On the other hand if tlie 
Moliammedans of other districts will show the same public spirit 
as t’nose of (Fnazipur and Gorakhi)ur tiie now life that has awaken- 
ed in Upper India may in time spread to other provinces, and 
uilimately restore even the decayed Mussalmans of Madias.

And from this point of view we regard it as one 
of the most valuable and powerful instruments at present in 
the hands of the University for exercising that broad huiuani- 
influence which we conceive to be among the highest fun - 
tions of a University. We say this with no desire to exaggerate 
or unduly exalt the value of Athletics, but as our deliberate opiii- 
ion when we consibler the Indian Universities of the present day 
and have regard to the limited means at their command for promo- 
tin.Y education in its broadest and most liberal aspects. It is there- 
fore with regret and dissatisfaction that we regard the retrograde 
step that the Allahabad Univesity has taken in abolishing or, at 
least, in suspending the Tournament. 'I he step has been taken oi 
the ground of econo my and with a view of saving the Es. 1,000 
annirally granted for the Tournament. But we think that such 
a serious change should not have been made on so trivial a gioun , 
for it is not a question merely of spending or saving a thousand 
rupees, it is the question of the reversal of a policy whidi^ we 
believe to be an altogether wise and enlightened one. We hesitate 
to believe that this is the deliberate and final decision of the Uni- 
versity and we hope and trust that it will take the earliest oppoi 
tunity to reverse an unwi.se decision, arrived at by the catch-vofce 
of a sparsely attended meeting.

We have put a great aim before ns, but Itave so far got but 
a sliort way towards reaebing it. , We ask for 10 lakhs, and have 
in one year realized only Rs.60,000, or 6 per cent. At this rate 
we should require 17 years to get tlie money we want. More- 
over most of the sincerest supporters of the College have paid 
their contriltntions, and -we have now the lukewarm and indifferent 
to work on. Shall we therefore abandon our aim as impracticable ? 
No, we take courage by the example of our Founder, who preser- 
ved in the face of much less encouragement, and effected what 
all his friends thought to be inpossible. 

There are two ways in which funds might be forthcoming 
to found a Mohammadan University. The one is by the muni- 
ficence of wealthy men, the other by general subscriptions. The 
former is tlie easiest aiul quickest, but it depends on the existence 
of a class of public spirited wealthy men among the Mohamma- 
dans, but this class does not appear to exist. It would be easy 
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to name ten men in tlie Nortli West Provinces and Ondli, eacli 
of wl.om conld put down Its.l 0,000 witl.ont feeling the loss, but 
„o one among tl.em has yet done so, and it is very doubtful 
whether any of them will. It is tantalising to read of the 
enormous sums subscribed in England and America for public 
institutions. lit “ The Pioneer " of April 1 7th casual mention is 
made of an Englishman who gave 18 labbs in liis will recently 
for public libraries. And I was fold by nit .\ntevi.an that ariclt 
business man there has given altogether about 200 laltbs for the 
Cbicago University. There is every reason to hope tliut after one 
or two generations the rich Indian Alobammadans will come 
forward and liberally endow the University, so that it may be as 
easy to raise 100 lakhs as it is to raise 10 now. Hut this we 
shall not live to witness although we may see it by the eye of 
faith, and niust continue to work for it, tlioiigh it may take a 

century to be realized. 

Tlieotliur method o£ raisinjLi^ iimuey is by general subserijitions 
and this requires organization. Our means, on any large scale, 
will depend entirely an our org’anisation. As an example ol 
the great results attainable by organisation, 1 may allude to the 
Franco-German war of 1870. The rapid victory achieved by the 
Germans was entirely due to the perfection of the organization of 
their army effected in the precctling years of peace. As Uie result 
of this although the peace establishment of the German armies 
contained 15,000 fewer men than that of France, the Germans 
were able at once to pour into France enormous armies which far 
outnumbered the Frencb, so that the French were crushed before 
they liad time properly to mobilise their troops. The organisa- 
tion of tlie German Military establishments, was perfect in every 
department. Take for example the supply of horses. Tlie North 
German armies had during peacetime 73,000 horses. On the 
declaration of war this number was increased to 193,000 in 8 or 
10 days. The system by wliich this was effected is thus described. 

the North of Germany their exists, so to say, a general 
obligation to Military service for horses as well as for men, as 
^Hbe law directs that, when the armv is moliilised all horses 
throughout the whole country iu the hands of private individuals 
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must be sold t.o the Military Authorities on demand. Special 
''commissions, consistincr of Military and (Mvilian members, 
" select such horses as may appear suitable for ^niitary service, 
"at certain fixed times and places, to cavalry officers and veterin- 
"aries who are present bcino’ the best judges of the fitness or 
" otherwise of the animal. For these selected, prices are deter- 
" mined by the commission according' to certain fixed rules, and 
" tiie horses forthwith despatched, in eharg'C of travelling' grooms 
" to their new destination. In this way the number of horses 
" required for the army is got together witli great rapiditv and 
" without hardship to the previous owners. Regular lists are kept 
"of the horses in the several districts in peace time, and revised 
"from year to year, so that instructions for getting whatever 
"numl)er may be required form a part of tiie general rules for 
" mobilising the army.'^ 

1 remember when T was in Gi'rmany, a year or two ago, 
seeing a large number of hens collected in a street of the little 
town where I was living, and on asking the object, being in- 
formed that they were being insnected for possible military 
services. 



For ns then it i.s necessary, if we are to achieve any tiling- 
great to create a good working organisation. The Church 
Missionary Socity has 2,40,000 native converts in various countries 
and these pay no less tiiau Ils. 91,000 a year in subscriptions to 
tlie Society. We know iiow poor Native ('bristians are. Surely 
then the 6 crores of Indian Moliammdans onglit to be able to pay 
more than Rs, 60,000 in a vear. 

As an essential part of onr organisation we require one ac- 
tive agent in cacii district. So far we iiave no agents in most 
districts. Tlie men fit to be agents can only be discovered by expe- 
rience ; for we want men who will work not only promise to 
Work just as we want subscriptions in cash and not on paper. 
More than Rs. 60,000 promised subscriptions from private men 
have not been paid yet, and we should now make energetic 
efforts to gel in this money. 'I'he contract between tlie amount 
promised and the amount paid is leaving a standing joke against 
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1 T Imnp that the Moliammodans 

the Mohammedan eommuiut}. i impe rmu 
by paying up will turn tl.e laugh the other way. 

Then we ehould decide in main outline where we propose to 
send deputations next cold weather. One thing is certain, we 
are hound in honour, quite apart from any hopes of success 
(which however are great) to send a deputation to Calcutta. 
And T feel also certain that we ought to send one to Lucknow. 
It is for the Cotincil now to meet and decide on these matter.s. 

In conclusion, I add, let us try to create an effective organha- 
tion, for as vet nothing worthy of the name exists.

Sir Syed Ahmed Memorial Fund. 

yiEETING AT CAWNPOHE. 



An important meeting in connexion with the Afemorial 
Eund was held atCawnpore on Monday, April 10th. I he C(dlectoi 
of the district A. IV. Trethewy, Esq., presided, the leading 
Mohammadans of the neighbourhood w'ere present and the meet- 
may be considered a most successful one. 

Mr. Trethewy opened the meeting by introducing the Ah- 
era ill deputation and spoke as follows : — 

Gentlemen — -we have assembled to represent Cawnpoie in a 
movement wbicb has been started to found a memorial foi Sii 
Syed Abmed. I need not recapitulate the life and work of that 
eminent man. You all know wbat be did for the moral ami 
mental education of the .Mohammadan people. He oave a splen- 
did example to members of other nationalities and religions in 
showing' what a great result can be obtained by preseverance and 
energy. The best way or perpetuating Ids memory is to support 
the College which he founded, and it is for this purpose that 
your aid is solicited. The College has done good work in the 
past, and lia.s a groat future before it, if it can obtain the cordial 
support of Mohammadans. I luipe that the measure of your 
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assistance will be wortliy of C'awnpore; 1 now have the pleasure 
of introducing to you Mr. Beck and Nawab Mubsiu ul Mulk 
who will explain in greater detail the purposes of this appeal and 
the objects of tins meeting. You know how much they have 
done for the College. 1 hope that tiiey will succeed in atracting 
your sympathy and assistance. 

Mr. Beck then spoke as follows : — Mr. Ciiairman and Gentle- 
men. A meeting like this has two objects, 1st to collect money, 
‘2nd to advance our ultimate aims; we have, to look not mainly at 
the immediate but also at the ultimate efforts of education. The 
immediate efforts are to provide a number of young men with res- 
pectable means of livelihood ; the ultimate efforts are to create and 
mould the public opinion of the people of India. 

The unpopularity in wiiich education in India, has involved 
is due largely to the fact that the teacher thinks generally of 
the first object only and leaves the second (and more important one) 
to take care of itself. The result is that the students, left with- 
out guidance, have misapplied these great and noble ideas of in- 
dependence and }>atriotism, confusing the former with want of 
courtesy and the latter with on])osition to Government; and a 
kind of agitation has grown up which thougli not disloyal in 
intention is not loyal in its methods and may unless checked 
weaken the foundatimis of security. We ought therefore to keen 
our eyes fixed on tiie ultimate results of education ; I look on it 
as one of the great marks of the originality of Sir Syed Ahmed 
that he made this the guiding principle of his work, and thus 
although he never taught a class and was practically ignorant of 
English iie proved himself a great educational reformer. 

The origin of Sir Syed^s passionate devotion to education 
was the making of its object twofold ; to make another meet- 
ing impossible and to raise her people; the means, education 
ha.sed on self help and the sympathetic co-operation Englishmen 
and resulting in unity of sentiment between the [)eople and the 
Government. 

This meeting would have rejoiced ids heart for while it is a 
proof of the self-help of the Mohammadans it is equally a proof 
of the friendly co-operation of Englislimcii, I should like to be a 



l.ttle move explicit with reganl to the sentiments whicl. it 
is our .iesive to inculcate. Sir Syed Ahmed held wuh great 
strength to two sentiments, ihst a patriotic desire for the 
welfare of his nation, second a wider sentiment for the British 
Empire which we should now call Imperialism. He firmly believ- 
ed that the British Empire was the means taken by a beneficent 
providence to spread civilization and progress, therefore, although 
no man could be more independent and fearless in his criticism, 
vet his criticism was always directed towards strengthening the 
Empire for which his sentiments was in a certain broad sense 
relis’ious in character. 

Imperialist sentiment has throughout history possessed one 
great characteristic. It can liarrnonize and combine national 
sentiments, uniting them in one common political wiiole. 
National sentiments are slowly spreading in India and they 
should, I think, command our sympathy so long as they are kept 
in political abeyance to ibe Imperialist sentiment; for they are 
invaluable agents of s«)cial progress. AVhat we find among the 
!Mohammadans in general is a painful deficiency of that senti- 
ment which will induce a man to make personal sacrifice, for the 
t^ood of his cominnnitv ; and the result is that wealthy men will 
not liberally support measures or institutions for the public good. 
This is why we make such slow progress. 

The middle classes, however, have begun to take to heart. 
Sir Syed^s teaching ; and we have had gratifying ju’oois during 
the past month that Sir Syed's teaching lias borne fruit in these 
Provinces and tiiat public spirit has made a substantial advance 
in what it was 15 or 20 years ago. To-day's meeting is another 
of these jiroofs, for it has been achieved by tlie united efforts of 
manv persons of comparatively small means. I trust that the 
rich landed classes too will ibe ijispired with the new spirit before 
they have lost their position and have become incompetent to 
help us. For the absence of education among Mobammadans 
lias undoubtedly tended to make the wealthy classes thoughtless 
and extravagant and to bring them to ruin. 

Before concluding I should like to thank Mr. ( hairraan in 
particular and the other English friends who are present to-day 
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for youv eo-ot)eration and synipaihy. The sympathy which our 
Englisli friends and tlie Government have shewn, from tlie 
Viceroy downwards have shewn with the Mohammadans on the 
occasion by the death of their leader and in the crisis throuj^h 
which the institniion he founded has passed, has — and I speak 
from knowledge — made a great impression in the minds of the 
Mohammadans throughout Itidia. It has confirmed them in the 
belief of the friendly feelings substained for them by their rulers, 
and it has made easy the task of them who wish to impress on 
the minds of the rising i^eneralion sentiments of devotion to our 
Queen and of pride in being citizens of tbe British Empire. 

And I should also like to thank you tbe Mohammadans of 
Cawnpore for the your hearty aud ready iielp; the way in wiiich 
you have come forwar<l ou this occasion is an example that I 
trust will be followed in many places. 

Nawab Mobsin ui Mulk followed, aud in a long and eloquent 
speech set forth the aims of the Memorial Fund. 

At the close of the meeting subscriptions amounting to 
Rs.5,000 were subscribed. 



Lord Curzon’s tribute to Sir Syed Ahmed. 

It was witli great pleasure that we read in the account of 
the Viceroy address to the Lahore Mohammadans his eloquent 
tribute to the memory of the late Sir Syed Ahmed ; we publish 
it below for tbe benefit of those of our readers whose notice it 
may have escaped. 

‘^I notice with respectful sympathy the allusion made to the 
career and labours of your late leader. Sir Syed Ahmed Khan. The 
service of such men, pioneers of their geiifiation, is however, by 
no means confined to their lifetime. A great and noble work has 
in itself a vitality independent of and greater than that of its 
creator, and while the visible spark of the ethereal flame that 
flickers in the moral body is soon quenched and dies, its trans- 
mitted essence continues to burn briglitly in tbe living products 
of human genius aud imagination. It beiioves tbe Mohammedans 
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of the P.injab to cany on the work which was inaugurated l.y 
their departed leader, and to give to it a permanence and dura- 
bility whicli will be the most fitting monument to his mem-ry. 
Your aim should be to recognise the realities of the modern 
world in which you live, which is a world of competition and 
flux and change, and instead of expecting your environment to 
accommodate itself either to the traditions of the past or to 
the disabilities from which you may still suffer, to adapt your- 
selves by strenuous self cultivation to the conditions which you 
have the capacity, if you will develop the resolution, to conquer. 
Here in the Punjab you are less than in other parts of India 
confronted with what you describe as the better equipped 
sections of the Indian people. You have an open field, upon 
which many of you have already won high and honourable 
distinction in the service of Government. If you will persever- 
ingly set yourselves to the acquisition of the learning whicli 
renders a ma.n not a ghb scholar but a useful citizen, if ins- 
tead of musing over the past you will strain all your energies 
towards the future, and if in your own society and homes you 
will practice the elementary but too often neglected viitue of 
thrift, there is no reason why the .Mohammedans of the Punjab 
should not recover a larg'e measure of the influence which le* 
suits not from territorial dominion but from the legitimate 
ascendancy of character and intelligence.^’

THE BOARDING HOUSE. 

W e are glad to say tliat the Muhammedan public are appre- 
ciating the advantage of tiie Boarding House system and the 
good this ('ollege is doing to the Mohammedans of this country. 
Their altention,of late, is more drawn to this institution by the good 
results of the last University examinations, and the Sir Syed 
Memorial Finul movement, and we find tliat while on March 31st 
1898, the number of Boarders on rolls was 2*29, on the 17th of 
April 1899, it is 286, thus showing are increase of 67 boarders 
during llie past year. \^ e hope ihat when the Punjab University 
results are out early in May more boys will come in and by 
the end of the present term our numbers will rise to 300. .. . ^ 
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The arrangements for the supervision of small boys living in 
the Ward are very complete and Ziihoor, as a consequence, the place 
is full. The nroetor of the boarding bouse is thinking of start- 
ing the same sort of arrangements in the Denton Court where 
School boys above fourteen years of age live, but the routine 
can only be fully carried out when rooms for the morning and 
evening preparation and for meals and prayers are built within 
(he court and when the unfinished part of it is completed. The 
arrangement, of the kachcha and the packka quadrangles, where 
the college class students chiefly live, are well suited for them. 

The noteworthy point about the present term is that we are 
receiving boys trom Oudh which was never faiily^ lepiesented 
in our Boarding House during past years. The boy's who have 
come ill this term are generally sons of well-to-do people and the 
pnckka boarding bouse has very few rooms left vacant. We 
hope that the taluqdars of Oudh who have sent their sons to this 
boarding house will find them improving by living in this place. 
But we wish to impress upon the public that they should not 
delay sending their sons to a well managed Boarding House, for 
when a boy is spoiled at home it is more difficult to correct him 
than when he comes young. They should not w'ait till the boys 
get into bad habits and they become tired of them at home. 
The discipline and training of boarding house life does immense 
good to small boys and even those who were doing well at home 
improve in many respects by living in a boarding house. They 
should know that in all the civilized countries parents, if they 
can afford it, like lo send their sons to a boarding school and that 
it is product of such schools w’ho are so well administering this 
country.

Bub the lovers 
mustered strong; the leader of the band was Hyder Hasan, 
who was followed by Mohamed Abbas, Raza Ali, Nasiruddin 
Hasan, Sheikh xYbdullah, B.A. LL. B. Mohamed Faiq, Noorullah 
Shah, lainul Abidin and Tofail Ahmed, all of whom sung 
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and talked of love; and there was a fine display of sen- 
timental eloquence, which was not witliout its effect on the audi- 
ence, the opposite side winning by 28 votes to 5, and thus after 
all love triumphed. The second debate held on the 15th April, 
was a sort of a preliminary meeting to t.iie forthcoming Peace 
Conference at the Hague. Tiie question took the form of a 
parliamentary motion, as all questions must take before being 
allowed to be introduced into our august assembly, tlierefore, 
Mohammed Hayat moved that Thu Home disapproves of the 
disarmament scheme of the Czarf^ All kinds of motives, good and 
bad were attributed to the imperial proposer of this sclieme which 
is agitating the public mind all over the world. Some patriotic 

members went so far as to say that this proposal from 
the Auiocrat of all the llussias was notldng but a diplomatic 
move, whereby he hoped to see his family dream realised, viz the 
})Ossession of India. The premises of this conclusion are sup- 
pressed lest they should disturb the peace of mind of His Imper- 
ial Majesty. 



In spite of all this however, the Czar had many supporters of 
his scheme, wiio said that they welcomed the proposal from 
whatever quarter it migiit come for the reduction of the dispro- 
portionately big armaments that blocked the way of all progress. 
In fact tiie opposers of the motion which disapproved of the 
Czar^s scheme outnumbered the supporters.

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Co-operative Education, 



One of tlie most, notable plienomena of the InclustiTil world 
is the growtii of Co-operation, tliat is to say the association of a 
nnmber of individuals or societies for mutual profit, in the pur- 
chase and distribution or in tiic i)ioduction of commodities. 
Occui)\ine-, as it docs, a middle position between socialism on 
the one hand and the maintenance by the rights and freedom 
of individual labour and enterprise on the other, it has been gaining 
ground, rapidly in commercial systems and, whatever iaults may 
he. fomui with its tendei;.:y to crush the small trader, it has 
- certainly conferred Kfeat and indisputable benefits upon the 
community at large. 

It is therefore not surprising to find co-opeiation spieading 
Wyond commercial circles and making its appearance in. the Edu- 
kional world ; and, at first sight, the appearance of such a new 
. .forc<5, based as it is upon the principal of “ the division of labour" 
' would seem to he aii entirely welcome one. Every eiiligliteiied friend 
of education will naturally rejoice at the introduction of any new 
power which mav tend to lighten the labour of those engaged in 
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the work of education and af^sist to make it more fruitful and 
effective. But before we offer an unreserved welcome to a system 
that brings such gifts in its hands, we must ask wliat price 
we shall have to pay in return for these gifts; we must consider 
how far a system that has done so much for Commerce is appli- 
cable to Education. 

The Indian University and Collegiate system certainly does 
suffer from the want of a proper ‘^division of labour'’^; and, as a 
result, we find numbers of men, qualihed, perhaps, for one parti- 
cular kind of work, doing a variety of other work, for wldcii they 
are certainly not so well fitted either by training or natural apti- 
tude; and at the same losing, under their encyclopsedic bur- 
den, all that zest and keenness wbicb their University training 
may have given them for their onr special branch of study. Tliat 
this is the case few will be found to deny, and still fewer to dispute 
its evil effects. How then is Co-operation to come to the rescue? 
According to a suggestion that has been put forward briefly thus. 
Let all the higher teaching of the University be concentrated in 
one place and let the various colleges draft their more advanced 
students, (namely those reading for the 13. A., ^1. A. and other 
degrees) on to that centre. By this means a. far stronger teacliing 
staff will be brought together and a higher degree of specialization 
in different subjects, than anything yet attained, will be possible. 
Professors will thus be relieved from the drudgery of teaching the 
elements of uncongenial subjects; students will jirofit by the more 
accurate and inspiring instruction of Professors, who are teaciting 
subjects wliicli they have made their own ; and thus a higher in- 
tellectual standard may be exj)eeted on all sides. 

These are, briefly, the advantages of co-operation; aiid doubt- 
less they present great attractions. But hef<»rt 5 delivering any 
judgement in the matter, it is only fair to look at what there is 
to be said on the other side. 

Suppose, for example, that this Co-operative system were 
applied to ourselves, and that we were asked to draft off all 
oin senior students to some selected centre ; and, what is more, 
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send along with them the Professors who teach them j or suppose 
that Aligarli, itself (which seems scarcely probahle^ were chosen 
as the centre and other Holleoes sent over their students and with 
them their Professors. Would it be entirely a matter of o-ain, or 
would our ijains need to weii^hed a.o'ainst our losses. We think 
they would ; and what is more we think the gain would be more 
than out-weighed by the loss. 

On any College this system would entail certain sacrifices, 
not merely of amour propre but also of other more tangible 
matters, for example the witlulrawal of tiie direction and super- 
vision of all the senior Professors; but to a College, wbicb is 
almost entirely a residential one, such an innovation would be a 
paralysing blow. Toe essence of t he residential system is the 
recognition of tiie fact that ibe teaching wliicb a student receives 
ill the Lecture Hal! and the learning he derives from nooks is only 
hpart of his education; that this part has ( if his education is to 
be worthy of the name) to ])c supplemented by the stimulus of 
personal contact with his teaclicr, by the enlargement of view 
gained in the social intercourse of the Hoarding House and by 
the discipline and self-restraint tatight by the combined effort of 
the playing field. 

All these it may be contended are not necessarily done awav 
with under the new svstem. ibit our ai swer is that if thev are 
not done away with they are, at least, so far weakened and modified 
that they become practically inoperative. Tlie transfer of a 
student to entirely new surrotimiings at the close of bis first 
period of College study means the breaking of all the ties and 
associations he has formed. He may, of course, in his new home 
come uikIcI: the influence of teachers, wlio are quite as capable in 
all lespects of influencing him l()r good, and lie may find liimself 
among class fellows quite as wortliy of iii.s friendship, but it is to 
he rememberf'd, tliat confidence and friendsiiip are not built up 
in a day ; and tbe result would probably be that by tlie time 
these relations were re-established (supposing tliat if under 
such cii cumstances they ever could he) lii.s ( ollege career would 
he drawing to a close. 
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I'lie oomparison tliat, may bp made hptw.'Pti siutli a Co-opprativ-o 
system and tlie process by wliicb studeuls in England aie diattecl on 
from a Public School to the U ni versity is not a just one ; for a resi- 
dentiivl College iu ludia has afarbeavier task l.o perform then any 
Oxford or Cambridge College. Apart from any question of mere 
learning, the Collegiate system of England lias undoubtedly im- 
mense influence in bumanizing and moulding the eliaracter of its 
alnmini. But it is to be remembered that there is beliind it all the 
force of habit, association and tradition of the ordinary borne train- 
ing of an English gentleman. And this in India is lacking. The 
English educational system is a coraplete innovation m iliis coun- 
try, and the Indian student is brought into it from sni roimdings 
and influences as alien to those from which an English youth 
comes to bis College career, as it is possible to imagine. There- 
fore if be is to gain in any real measure the benefits of such 
an education, be should, at least have as long'and as continuous a 
period of college life as possible. Any change lliat is made 
should be in the direction of extending the period of Ins re.sidem'e 
under the inllnenees of college life ; and under no ciieninstaiias 
should it be curtailed. Again, tlie sense of loyalty to school or 
college is in India sadly to seek. It is .‘■careely necessary In 
point out what a force this loyalty and esprit, ih corps is m ihe 
world and wliatefforts are eontinnally made to foster aad inaiutain 
in tlieState,llie Army, tlieUniversity and in all organized associa- 
tions. It is a force that has over and over again determined the 

result of a political campaign and decided the issue of a doubtful 

battle ; a force the iiiiportauce of wbieli can with difneulty be ovri 
rated. Surely tlien it is worth attempting’ to cultivate it, in om 
Schools and Colleges : At present, except in rare instances, it 

scarcely exists ; it is a plant of such rare and tender growth that 
it needs the utmost cure and the effoits of years. The a\eiagfe 
Indian student is only loo ready to run from one College to 
another, on the slightest inducement; and such a change as 
we have heim discussing would t^*nd to maue ins allegiance 
to any particular C'ollege sit still more lightly upon him, 
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Tlie oi’ all individuality on tbe part ot* a Cullege i^s 
MUpther important matter, vviiicli we have not space to deal with. 
It is only necessary to point out how difficult or even impossible it 
would be for a Principal to maintain touch with his College at a 
distance of 200 or 800 miles. 



Put we have already said enougii to show that (’o-operative 
Education ]>romises to take away far more than it gives.

Through the 
efforts of Syeii Mohamed Ahmed a local Committee of the 
Memorial Fund was formed at Sitapore. The ('ommittee was 
fortunate as, in the very beginning*, it was successful in enlisting 
in its cause the .sympathy of Mr, Pike, the Deputy Oommissione*’ 
of Sitapore. It was principally, perhaps entirely througli Ids 
efforts that the deputation of the Memorial Fund which went to 
Sitapore was accorded so warm a reception. After working for 
about a month, the local Committee decided te invite a deputation 
to Sitapore. Accordingly Nawab Mohsinal Mulk and party 
reached Sitapore on tlie 5th inst. and were put up at the house 
of Syed Mohamed Ahmed Sahii), retired Sub-Judge of Sitapore 
and trustee of the College. 

In tlie evening of tbe same dav, Air. Pike gave an 
At Home to receive the deputation ami invitecl all the talii'p 
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dars and raises of tlie district as well as the En^^lish ladies and 
gentlemen of the Station to this At Home/' Refreshments 
were lavisidy provided for tlie Europeans, Hindus and Mohammed- 
dans respectively and the entertainment was greatly appreciated 
and enjoyed hy the large gathering that had assembled. A band 
of the famous 42nd Black Watch was in attendance and played 
some excellent music at intervals. Mr Pike introduced Nawab 
^lohsinul Mulk and party to the nobility and gentry present 
til ere. 

Next day, a general meeting was held in the Town Hall, 
Mr Pike presiding. He in a short speech explained in very 
sympathetic terms the object of the visit of the deputation and 
exhorted the people of Sitapore to support the movement which 
the deputation represented. He said that although the actions 
of Sir Syed were criticised during his life, it was time now 
that these criticisms should cease and the memory of that great 
man be iionoured. 

Sycd Mohamed Ahmed spoke next. He tried to show that 
the College was catholic in its views, and imparted education to 
Hindus without any reluctance. He was followed by Sajjad 
Hyder who thanked the Chairman and the people of the place 
for inviting the deputation to Sitapore, and showed by reading 
a few extracts, that the attitude of the Government has always 
been very friendly towards the College. ^Hn fact, he said, 
“ I can give you an illustration of this assertion on the spot. 
Just look at the presidential chair and you will see the highest 
ollicer of the distriet, Mr. Pike oecupying it." 

The Nawab Mohsinul Mulk addressed the meeting. His 
speech was very effective and greatly impressed the audience, 
who, when at the close of the speech, the list of subscriptions was 
sent round, responded generously. Rs.1,000 were promised on the 
spot. The list is not yet closed and it is expected the total sum 
from Sitapore will rise to 10,000 rupees. 
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One pleasing feature of the meeting- was the very liberal way in 
whi(!h the Hiiuln Taluqdars subscribed ; in fact the anmunt given us 
i.v the Hindus at Silapore exceeds that given by Mohammedans.

The Tutorial System. 



i Xt is a fact not universally recognized that learning and 

education are not identical, or that learning, the less, is only a 
' part of education, the greater. But this fact is very fully recog- 

^ ' nized in the older English Universities and it is due to this 

reeoijnition that their influence is national instead of being merely 

* academic. We look to the Universities it is true to foster learn- 

* * ino-, to disseminate it and to enlarge it ; but we also look to them 

to mould character and to influence it; and it is with this 

wider view of the function of a University that to the ordtnary 

* system of classes and lectures there is added the supervision and 

^ guidance of the Tutor. 

In general acceptance the word Tutor sig’nifies one who teaches, 
111?"' it lias, in the English University gained a wider 
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significance. A Tutor at ('aml>ridg*e is not so mucli a teacher a» 
a^uide, })iiiloso|>lier a!ul friend in the best sense. In the Cambridge 
Collegiate system there are, under the blaster and Dean, a num- 
ber of men of uistinguished abilities and learning* to whom the 
care of the undergraduate is committed. To each of tiiese 
Tutors a certain number of undergraduates are assigned and 
in his hands lie to a great extent the direction of their studies 
and the general supervision, of their College life. A new student 
entering a College is at once. placed under a Tutor and to him 
he goes for advice at the beginning of ids University 
career; and it is especially at this period that the Tutor stands 
in loco parenlis ; he instructs the student as to what lectures he 
should attend, he advises him of the books he should read, he 
recommends the clubs be should join and the places where he 
can get the tinngs lie requires to equip him for his (college caieei. 
And not only <loes be tims launch him into College life but he 
continually watches iiis career, helps him in time of difFiculty, and 
so directs him that he may gain the fullest possible advantage 
from his University course. One of the most notable figures ami 
certainly one of the most influential in Oxford was the late 

Professor Jowett and there is no doubt that his influence was 

largely due to the importance whicli he attached to the cultivation 
of close personal relations between the undergraduate and ids 
academic superior. So fully did be i*( cognize the important part 
that a Tutor has to play in University life that during the 

whole of the period in which he was Master of Balliol he carefully 
and assiduously cultivated this close relationship. The master 
or head of a College has naturally to occupy idmself largely with 
the general management and administration of his (’ollege; but 
Dr. Jowett always considered that it was quite as important for 
him to cultivate close personal acquaintance with every member 
of his College as it is was for him to guide and direct its general 
policy. Tiiat is to say he considered the functions of a 

Tutor in every way as important as those of a master. And 
every one knows liow fully he was justifled by the ra}>id rise of 
Balliol to the highest place among Colleges of Qxford. 
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And here in India the Tutor has no less important functions 
to fulfil, and the establishment of the Tutorial system is an ideal 
to which every resident College should steadfastly look. There * 
are of course, great difficulties in the way; the chief of tiiem 
being tlie utterly disproportionate number of those qualified to 
initiate such a system when compared with that of the students 
under tlieir care. As things are at present the influence of tl»e 
teacher upon those taught is limited. It is no uncommon thing 
for a Professor to have classes mirab(U*ing from 60 to 100 or 
even more ; and it is not less uncommon for that Professoi 
to know nothing more of them than what he can find out 
during Ids daily lecture of oue hour's duratioiw And this from 
the necessities of the case can be very little. The bulk of 
his time is occupied in teaching the subject and very little 
is left even for ordinary questioning. If be were to ask one 
question only of every student in tlie class that would more 
than exhaust, the lime at his disposal ; as it is he gives up 
llie matter in despair, asks a few questions of the stupider one^, 
to see if thev have any idea of what he is .talking’ about and is 
content to have a hazy notion of what students are in his class, and 
what are not, and congratulates himself, when, by a lucky chance, 
he manages to attach one of the many names, vaguely floating 
about ill his memory, to the righful owner. 

It is not surprising under these circumstances that a 
Professor's knowledge of his own students, and his influence upon 
them is small. Wh-re intercourse with students outside the ckiss, 
in the plaviug field or elsewhere is possible, that influence uatui ally 
increases and is often strong; but we eauiiot look for its full 
development until we see something after the manner of the 
English Tutorial system established. 

General Notes. 

At the Trustees meeting to be held on the 10th inst. the 
viiief business will be the discussion of the items of the Annual 

Q 
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Budget statement. It will be a matter of general satisfaction 
to all friends of the (Allege to know that its (College fiiiances are 
in a far more satisfactory condition than they were a year ago. 
Tiiis happy result is aue to tlie Memorial Fund and also to the 
rigid economy that has been practised in the interval. 



The meeting at Sitapur and the reception accorded to the 
deputation was of a most encouraging cliaracter and shows that 
there is mucli to be done in Oiide. We hope tliat next cold 
weather may see the initiation of a series of meetings in Oude 
and a general awakening of interest in Moliammadan education. 
As yet only a small proportion of the Moharamadans of this 
country have been brought into contact with tlie College and 
acquainted witii its aims ; and it cannot be otherwise while the 
number of really active and energetic workers is so few. What 
we nee(i is a strong band of earnest and intelligent men witii the 
interests of education at Hearty to go tbrougli the countrv, district 
by district, and awaken a sense of the vital importance to all 
Moliainmadans of the Educational mov’^ement. 



The Census depart ment is a very valuable help in all such 

work. We have a number of census officials at work in 
different districts collecting inf^mation as to the educational 
needs of each place and social condition of the Mohammadaii 
inlrabitants. The information thus collected is of very great 
value in estimating tiie educational needs of the different districts 
and in calculating the funds tiiat tliey may be expected to 
supply. As tills work progresses we shall have in our hands 
statistics of unique value; such information is unobtainable from 
any othei source and it will be of the greatest importance in the 
fuituci oiganization of Moharnmadau education in India. Hut 
as has been said before, the wliole work is far beyond the power 
of tlie few workers we as yet possess. 



One of the difficulties that Census officers meet with in the 
conr-se of their work (and by no means the least baffling’ one), is 
fhe suspicion with which their movements, are regarded by many 
of the more ignorant Mo'naramadans. The unfortunate Census 
officer is set down as a private detective, a Government spy, a 
debt collector- ^^He has come to inquire into that last robbery. 
The Government is going to enforce a fresh income tax’^ Tiiat.^s 
why he wants to know all about us,"' ‘'Don't you tell him anything 
he is going to get you into trouble;" such are the remarks with 
which he is greeted, and he has often the greatest possible diffi- 
culty in allaying suspicion and in some cases does not succeed in 
doing so. 



Cricket. 

We are feeling rather excited at the prospect of the visit of 
an English cricket team to India. As our cricketing readers will 
have seen from the Vioneer Kanjit Singhi is proposing to take 
out a strong team to Australia and proposes to visit India on the 
wav, and we are in great hopes that he will pay Aligarh a visit 
There are two very good reasons why he should come here. The ^ 
team is to make its Indian tour a pleasure trip as well as a cricket- 
ing one and will naturally give up a good part of its time to sight 
seeing, therefore tliey will want to visit places of beauty and his- 
toric interest. For this purpose v^^are very conveniently situated, 
Aligarh is in easy reach of Agra and Delhi two places, which every 
visitor to India is bound to visit. And the team will, of coiirse, 
want to play cricket and if they will only come here we will try 
and give them as good cricket as they are likely to get in the 
neighbourhood. Such a visit would be a tremendous stimulus 
to College cricket and everv cricketer in the place is most 
anxious, that a* match should be arranged if possible. 

Another matter of interest to cricketers is the proposed 
visit of a team of Indian cricketers to England. As tiie Pioneer 
points out in a leader on the subject dated May 20tb, the two 
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chief difficulties are the selection of the team and the financial 
question. The Parsees as tlie oldest combination of native cricket- 
ers in the country will probably furnish the bulk of the team, 
and this is quite fair for it is a Parsee gentleman who is organiz- 
ing the trip and the Parsees, in virtue of their former visit are 
the only Indian cricketers who are at all known in England. 
Hut on the other hand it is to be remembered that the Parsees 
are scarcely what they were : they have twice suffered defeat in the 
College ground and on each occasion there has been something very 
like a collapse in the last innings. This points to a certain want 
of pluck and ability to play an up-hill game, which does not 
augur well for the success of a prolonged tour. Tiie suggestion 
that the Pioneer makes is that the team should be strengthened 
by the inclusion of a number of younger players chosen from the 
different College teams in the country, and, both in the interests 
of the team and in those of Indian cricket generally this sugges- 
tion should certainly be followed. The team will be strengthened 
by this inclusion and at the same time a number of voungplav- 
er will iiave a great opportunity of leai ning iiow i he game should 
really be played from past masters in the art. Of course we 
^ should naturally like to see our own College represented in the 
team as fully as possible, bur it is evident tliat, in the best 
interests of Indian cricket, the selection should be made as widely 
as possible, provided, of course, tliat men good enougl) are to be 
got in different parts of India. 

With regard to the programme, we thoroughly agree with 
the pioneer that it would he a great mistake to arrange too am- 
bitious a one. There caniiot be any doubt in the mind of any 
one who has seen the best English cricket and tlie best Indian 
cricket tliat the latter is on a much lower level, and tiiat, under 
oulinaiy ciicumstances, it would have very little cii a nee of success 
in a contest. By pitting themselves against antagonists too 
hopelessly strong for it the Indian team would run a great risk of 
making itself lidiculous, a most undesirable thing; and again if, 
with an ambitious programme they met, as is not unlikely, with 
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two or three crush ings defeats to begin with, there is a great 
prolmbiiity that the team would become so far disheartened and 
demoralized in consequence, that so far from improving they would 
fall off and play below tlieir proper form. 

'I’he proper course seems to be a number of matcln s with 
teams of tiie second rank and one two first class matches. A 
crowd will not often go to see a walk over, and therefore, since the 
team will have to pay the Rs. 40,000, that the trip is to cost, 
largely from gate money, tiiey must arrange a programme that 
is likely to be popular. 

The visit to England is sure to be popular and the team is ‘ 
certaiii of a good reception and if only it is carefully chosen 
and the progrranme judiciously arranged there seems no reason 
why the trip should not be completely successful in all respects.

A.-O. College Ganleiip,

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Fellowships. 

We have in oiir last two numbers been discussing the 
Collegiate System, having reirard to (h>lleg'es as places of educa- 
tion. The most important functions of a College arc no doubt to 
mould character and to impart loarniiig, but it is pretty generally 
recognised that a College, or at any rate a University, should also 
contribute in some measure to the advancement of learning, 
that is to say tliat in addition to its systems of moral discipline 
and academic instruction it should provide for the encouragement 
of original research and experiment. 

It is not always recognised that there is a very important 
difference between tlie spreading of knowledge, and tlie making 
of knowledge. A very large proportion of the energies of anv 
College or academic institution is devoted to teaching-; but it is 
to be remembered that though tins teaching may mnlriply tlie 
numbers of well informed persons it does not, in itself, add to 
the sum of human knowledge. In other words, teaching operates 
in the distribution of ascertained fact, and not in the discovery of 
knowledge. But it must not be concluded that the advancement 
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of learning is a tiling entirely . utside llie scope of a College or 
University ; for altliongh research and discovery innst depend 
on individual effort, yet tlie aiinosphere of a h-arned insliintion 
is the most fitted to create this spirit of enquiry. 

The work of the discoverer begins where that of the teacher 
leaves off ; hut a skilful and inspiiing teacher may so direct his 
efforts as to awaken in the highest degree this spirit of enquiry. 
So that though he may himself have made no fresh discoveries in 
the field of learning, he may yet be none the less responsible for 
the work of those who have come under his iitfliienee. 

It is in order to carry on the work of the teacher, where he 
himself is obliged to leave it, that tbe system of Fellowsidps lias 
been established in the English Universities. 

It is the custom to award the title of Fellow, accompanied 
with a fixed stipend, to the most distinguished graduates of eacli 
College at the close of their university career. 

The object of this is twofold. First, to enable such students 
as have a decided taste for learning and iiiarkeu ability, to con- 
tinue their studies after they have left the bands of their teaclieis. 
A student, at the end of bis academic career, naturally looks for 
means of subsistence ; bis studies may be supposed to have 
equipped him for the battle of life, and he has henceforward to 

rely on his own efforts. So that however strong may be liis 
passion for learning, he is hound to consider a means of iiveliiiood. 
A Fellowship is intended primarily to free a student from tliis 
anxietv, and to enable him to follow his learned tastes while the 
ha'nit of study is strong upon i.im, and his mind is vigorous and 
well exercised. 

Secondlv, it is designed to attach to the institution the flower 
of its students, and so strengthen at once its power as an educa- 
tive force and increase its reputation in the world of learning. 




Sucli a sysleui soareely stands in need oi an advucale or 
apologist; for it is rnaniteslly the duty of an institution that 
piofesses a disinterested love for jearning to endeavour to dev'clop 
to the fullest the powers of tliose who eoine under its inlluence^ 
so that the store of the world^s learning may, if possible, be in- 
creased. And it is no less its inteivst and advantage to attach 
to itself those who are likely to bring it honour and reputation.

Moslems in London. 

AA^e have received from a London correspondent the following 
account of the Eid. celebrations in that city, and also of the action 
taken by Mohammadans, domiciled in England, in regard to the 
Transvaal question. 

Moslems from different parts of tlie world assembled on 
Thursday, April 20tli, 1899, at tlie London Temporary Mosque, 
Euston Boad, N. AAL, to celebrate the Eid-vi.-Zuitai?, or the 
festival concluding the pilgrimage to ]\Iecea. 

Alliadjie Mohammed Doulie eonduelcd the religious cere- 
monies, consisting of the Salaaf Hoodba and a lengtliy Doa, 
This done, the (j'ongregation exchanged fraternal salutation 
among itself by tlie members enibracing one another, and expiess- 
ing ag tmeral liope of each otlier^s prosperity and welfare. 
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Adjourning to the Alecting Room^ where an Oriental repast 
was provided, Osman Asliton, Esq., presided, and propc sed the 
health Ihe Calipha-tol-Moslimien,^'^ whicli was responded to 
with feelings (*t pleasure and rejoicing hy all. 

Emien Bey, of Smyrna (Asia), next gave tlie health ''The 
Moslem Afonarchs,^^ to wl.icdi Syed Sheriff Ahdiis Salaam (of 
Alorocco), Sved Husain, Hadjie Oasinldien, Hadjie Mohammed 
responded, and was heartily received hv all. 

Finally, the toast, "Tlie Moslem WorhF^ (proposed by 
Alhadjie Doulie'j led to a geiwral consideration of the religious 
position of the Aloslems at large. Tlie Hadjie rejoiced at Mos- 
lems breathing in an atmosphere of peace and tranquility, and he 
exhorted all those who were tlins circumstanced to strengthen 
their position by maintaining the peace, and by bringing abo^lt, 
or helping to bring about a peaceful and happy condition of all 
their fellow co-religionists. The speaker then proceeded to refer 
to a special petition and wish which all Moslems have dearly at 
lieart, concerning th.eir fVllow-brethren in the Transvaal. For 
this is a (|uestion with which the speaker is thoroughly conversant 
and familiar, having’ had himself a long aiui intimate experience 
of and acquaintance with tlie prohlems witii whieh the Uitlanders 
cue now coni routed, all tiie more as the real circumstances of the 
case do not seem to he entirely grasped in their true light; or 
else the mist of the.se liazy misre})res<*ntatioiis w'oiild soon he dis- 
pelled, and a pracli(*al understanding, finally advantag'eons to all, 
speedily come to. 

Let ns state, first of all,^^ tiie speaker W’ent on to sav, "as 
}ynmd facie ground of endless and fruitless confusions, that in 
the so-called Uitiamlers' petition, a no inconsiderahle and 
liighly interesting portion of the real riMandms,— and British 
subjects to boot, and no less genuine and faithful, are not mon- 
tioneo, as we may easily guess ami undcrsland fr.un a certain 
underhand and far from self-dcm ing purpose. 
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The Indian Moslems who came over to the Transvaal, some 
firms at. least, previous to thegold find, have been carrying on tlieir 
business there in a quiet and unobtrusive manner, so as to foment 
the most friendly relations and intercourse witii the Boers and their 
o'overnmeut. But some liritish firms winch ouglit lo prove 
their best co-workers in the fields as equally loyal subjects of Her 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, Ruler of the British Isles and Colonies, 
Empress of India, have grudged these Indian Moslems ecpial 
rights and claims; perhaps out of jealousy and rivalry, as these 
modest and abstemious subjects of Her Majesty, not indulging 
in superfluous luxuries, can afford to db business on more frugal 
and economical lines, wherein both purchasers ami buyers can 
find their mutual profit and interest. But ag’ain is it permissible 
and lawful tiiat rivalry and jealousy— allowable within cerlain 
limits of fair play and honest competition — should go the length 
of ousting competitors by^ unjust and fratricidal malpractices? 
(Shame, Shame). Well, this is exactly what has taken place 
and is still permitted to go on, and the and Puhhe nt large 

have been hoodwinkcdi in tlds deliberate and misleading confus- 
ion and omission. A certain minority has tried to inveigle the 
Boer (government into the obviously preposterous notion that the 
old Boer law about the location of African blacks ((kifiiis, ^lata^ 
beles, Zulus, elc.) could and should be applied to Indians, who 
are not blacks, and are besides, no less lawful And loyal British 
subjects. It is quite manifest that such a Location Act, thus 
unjustly construe<i and misapplied, unduly hampers and handi- 
caps the commercial transactions of the Indian ^Moslems establish- 
ed in the Transvaal, dislocating and crippling their transactions 
and dealings, obliged as they wmnld he to live here, to trade iheie, 
far from the real centre of tlieir business-houses and tiicir civil as 
well as religious buildings, around which it is their full right and 
claim to congregate, as in every free and civilised commuiut} . 
Na\% more, if all Biitish subjects are entitled to the complete 
protectiuu of their rights and piivileges, in that large lamily of 
the British Empirt*, are not the le<s privileged Indian Moslems 



{seitlfd ill ihc i raiibVaal^ lu be as kindly supported and even more 
loudly fostered by their Home Government than tiieir fellow 
brethren, the other British Uitlaiiders. They ask for no more 
than their leg-itiniate and eipiable share of protection, and tiiis 
the Government of Great Britain, which has taken over the 
imperial ^roveinment of India, owes to its most faithful and 
loyal subjects, the Indian Moslems residing- in the Transvaal. 
1 hey wish for no hand in and inteiferenee with the management 
in tlie Iransvaal affairs, but simply claim the right to trade in 
wliatever part of the town they choose, to hold property directly, 
and in their own name, like other British and foreigners, because 
of the enormous extra expenses and risks entailed on the Indian 
Moslems till now, by the necessity of obtauiing licences only 
til rough compulsory, very exacting and sometimes not over 
scru[)ulous European mediators. If these liiiihly objectionable 
and most unfair dealings were piMperly brought into light and 
exposed, instead of purposely confused and misrepresented, he 
(the speaker) is convinced that one of the great obstacles and 
hind ranees whicli bar the way to a better understanding, and 
lorm the nucleus of so many sources of bitter grievances among 
the Uitlanders, and of constant and irritating friction v^ith 
tlie Boer Government could be soon remedied and finally put a 
stop to.^'' 

Hadjie ]\Ic)l>amnied Doulie thinks it useful and urgent to 
reveal tliis true state and statement of things in the interest of 
justice, peace and prosijerity so necessary to the gradual and com- 
plete development of the legitimate niitish commercial interests 
in the Transvaal, in which these Indian Moslems, unahle to speak 
for themselves, are not the least devoted and loyal co-workers, 
and on whose behalf he deems it his bounden duty to raise his 
voice in the name of the London Moslem Congregation, on the 
occasion of this, one of their grandest religious Festivals, trusting 
that the British Government, the British Press and Public, will 
not forsake tlicir Indian subjects and fellow citizens settled in the 
Transvaal ; but ou tlie contrary will see that they are not unjustly 
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cleniod tlie most i udiinentary ami IndispeiisaUe rigiits extended 
to all otlier Hriiisli and foreign eo-resiclents there. 

Mr. Fasieodien, Osman Mohmoed, and Mohammad Omer 
also spoke on tlie subject, and on tlie motion of Mr. Ehraheem 
Sooher, it. was resolved that copies of the proceedings should be 
sent to the British Government and to those whom the subject 
may concern. 

The meetins' then concluded xvith the l atfha. and the play- 
ing of the Hamidia and Oriental Marches. 



The Queen’s Birthday. 

AT THE M. k.-O. COLLEGE, .ALIGARH. 

[Fi 'om the riouetr,] 

Her Majesty^s eightieth biithciay was duly celebrated on 
Wednesday in the M. A.-O. (/ollege, Allgarli. In the niorning* 
a meeting look place in the Stratchoy Hall at which a lar^e 
number o£ Mohammedan and Hindu gentlemen^ in addition to 
the students of the college, were present. 

:Mr. Molony, the Collector of the District, who presided, said 
it was unnecessary for him to attempt to describe the great benefits 
which her Majesty’s rule had conferred on all parts of her domi- 
nions : they were patent and obvious to every one. But, as the 
representative of Her Majesty^s Government in that place he 
rejoiced to witness and to take part in such spontaneous manifes- 
tations of loyalty. 

The Hon^ble Syed Mahmood, after describing the greatness 
of Her Majesly^s dominions, and the benefits of her rule, remind- 
ed liis hearers that only a wet*k after the proclamation of Her 
Majesty as Empress of India in Agra in the year 1877, Loid 
Lytton had come to Aligarh to lay the foundation stone of the 
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liall in which they were then assembled. Some opposition was 
offered in England at that time to the assumption of the title 
Empress on tiie pat tot Her Majesty, but Lord Beaconsfield, who 
was himself an Oriental by birth, and well understood wbat 
would be pleasing- to the Oriental mind, wisely used bis influence 
to bring' about the change. It was contrary to historical fact to 
suppose that the British bad supplanted the Moghul Empire: 
ti»e Moghul Empire under the repeated attacks of the Mahrattras, 
was tottering- to its fall when the British appeared. As far as 
the^Ioliammedans wereconcerned, the British came rather to rescue 
than to destroy, a fact which their own Emperor Shah Alarn had 
set forth. They owed much to the Biitish rule, and he called 
upon them now to join him in his earnest prayer for the con- 
tinuance of the British rule, and the long life of their present 
ruler Her Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress. 

jMr. Llewelyn Tipping, who followed, said that his presence 
there, as tlie representative of the College staff, was due to the 
unfortunate ah.se'oce of Mr. Beck throuirh illness. Such an occa- 
sion as the present, he tlionght, was a peculiarly happy one — enabl- 
ing- them all, ns it did, to meet on common ground; all distinctions 
of race and creed were for the time forgotten, ai.d they were united 
in allegiance to one Tluone, and in loyalty and aft'eelioii to one 
Gracious Lady. To those present who were students of history, 
such an occasion offered an opportunity of connecting the present 
with the past. When they read of vast empires, and great and 
noble sovereigns they should remember that they were privileged 
to form part of an ein])ire greater ilian any recorded in history; 
and to be subjects of a sovereign distinguished beyond all others 
for the wisdom of her rule and the nobleness of her character. Their 
Queen had made her reign a great one in the page of history, not 
only by her wisdom and statesmanship, but also by the elevating- 
in Huence of her pure and noble life. Her Majesty liad always had 
a special care and tliouglit for her Imiian subjects ; in her old age 
sliehad set herself to learn the Urdu tongue, and one of Iier person- 
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al attendants was a Mohammedan from this part of India. She had 
therefore a special claim upon llieir loyalty and affection, and he 
trusted that among’ all the expressions of loyalty and prayers for 
the welfare of tin* Queen that would be heard in all parts of the 
world that day, there would be none more earnest and sincere 
tlian those uttered in Aligarli. 

The Nawab Molisin-nl-^Muik, who spoke in L'rdu, said 
that the blessing’s wliich the reisrn of the Queen had broiioht to 
India were unparalleled in history. In art, in literature, in scien.ee, 
and in commerce wonderful advance had been made, and with it 
liad come order and the impartial administration of justice. No 
such rule bad been known in India before; and all Mohaminedans 
could not but unite in o'^ateful lovaltv to the scvereiiiu from 
wliose band these blessiim’s bad come. 

Several poems celebrating’ Her Maje.‘^ty^s reign Iniving hecn 
read by students of the (h)lleg’c, the meetiuir concluded with three 
cheers for Her Majesty the Queen-Empress. 

In the afternoon at tlie A. sir prayer.s in the College inoscpie, 
special supplications were offert'd for Her ]\Iajesty^s welfnie, and 
passages from the Koran were read, confirming the ^lohainni'*- 
dans in their loyalty to the Government. 

In the evening' a Garden Party was given in the (k)llege cricket 
field hy the Trustee^i, Staff, and friends of the College: moretimii 
500 guests were pre.^ont, including all the European residents of 
tlie station, and the chief Hindu and Mohammedan gentieinen of 
the di.«5trict.

Religious Observances. 

IN THE M. A. O. COLLEGE. 

We have received the following report from Abdul Kahman 
B. A.; the senior Prayer ^Monitor : — 

Attendance at prayers is strictly compulsory according to 
the rules previously in force. 'I'he total attendance in the }cai, 
for working days has been 112,716 and daily average atten- 
(lance il 7*5. 



Tliis sliows iliat tlie slnclenl}? have been rog’ular in tiie 
performance of their relig'ions duties. 

Small boys of tender aoe offer tiieir prayers in tlie Zaboor 
Ward under the constant supervision of Mir Wilayat Husain 
sahib;, the Proctor of the (V>llege, who gives them impositions or 
punishment if they show any negligence in their religious duties. 
The School boys offer prayers four times a day in the Debenture 
Boarding House (now called the Denton Court) and evening 
prayers in the mosque. ^I'hey are given impositions if they 
neglect their religious duties. 

The system of fines in the College Department ( /. <?., two 
annas fine per Namaz, if any student is absent from the mosque) 
warns the College boys to attend the. mosque regularly. 

Maulvi Abdullah, the Dean of the College^ expounds the 
Quran for half an hour before the opening of the College classes. 
Besides he delivers religious sermons after the Jurna prayer and 
occasionally warns the students of tlieir negligence in religious 
observances. 

The occasional visits of Nawab Mohsin ui Mulk to the mosque 
have done much good towards tiie regularity of the students. 

In the month of Ramazan Hafiz ]\Iohamed Bakhsh, Hafiz 
Nurud Din, and tiie Zahoor Ward boys, recited the Quran 
in the Mosque and the Ward resp^^ctively. 

It is to be regretted that the mosque is still lying in its 
unfinished condition a fact that should invite the attention of the 
Musalmans to think it their religious duty to increase the mosque 
fund and thus complete its building. 

The dictates of religion demand its completion before the 
erection of some other mosque in a city where plenty of mosques 
are already existing for religious observances.

Tile wiiole ol: Uie Urdu Newspaper press in India — from ’ilie 
proprietors and edilors duwn to printers and peons — must iiave 
it is believ. d trembled with suspense on the 16tb May last, when 
the House met to pronounce its judgement on the present state 
of Urdu journalism ; to give facilities for defence, the delibera- 
tions were carried on in Urdu. 

Hyder Hasan with his vast experience of Urdu journalism 
and its ways and means came forward with the following strongs 
ly denunciatory proposition that This J louse is of opinion Hid 
Urdu Newspajiei's are doing harm insUa.d of good to the conn- 
tr/jd^ With the solitary exception of Moiiammed Yaqiib who 
also took a very gloomy view of the work done by our journals, 
the rest of the speakers seemed to be rather lenient towards the 
Urdu press. The cudgels in helialf of the native journals were 
taken up by Sajjad Hyder who said he was as dissatisfied witli the 
present state of Urdu journalism as the proposer himself, hut he 
blamed the public rather tiiaii the press for this undesirable state 
of things. The Newspapers were what the ]mblie had made 
them, and it was witii the readers to reform them or make them 
even worse. Raza Ali, A^ajid Husain and Mohammed Hayat 
supported his views, which weie shared, let it be known to the 
native journalists for their editication or comfort, by the majority 
of tlie voters, who decided by 6 votes to 10 in favour of the Urdu 
press. 

Rut the deliate of the last fortnight was iield on Saturday, 
the 27th May. If ever any subject jn’oposed in the club evoked 
the keenest interest from the members, it was the subject discuss- 
ed on the 27th of the last month. Mr. Ali Hasan moved that 
This House disapproves of the action of the Allahahad Uinver- 
f<ity in diseontimii'iig the grant for the University Athletic tonrna- 
ment/’ 

The attendance uas unusually large, and the proceedings 
were characterised by groat excitement and liveliness. The 
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speiik^rs secerned to regard the action of tlie University as a per- 
sonal injury done to themselves. The proposition was supported 
by athletes and non-athletes alike, and those who opposed tlie 
motion, (Ashraf Ali, b.a., Mohammed Yaqub and AIohamme<l 
llayat) came forward, it appeared not so much to defend the 
action of the University as to give the meeting an appearance of 
debate, for according to the rules of the club no proposition can 
be 8uj)ported until at least one speaker has spoken against it. 
The speakers for tlie proposition, besides the moVer, were, Sajjad

Moslems in London, 

At thk 'rjoipouAin^ Mosqur. 

Shout Kkport of tkf Annual M feting. 

The Annual Meeting of tlie Moslems of Ijondon \vascon\ened 
at the London ^remporary Mosque^ 189, Euston Road, N. M 
the 11th December, 1898, to celebrate the Fourth Aiiniversaiy of 
the Prayer Place. 




By a previous explanation and an ijistniction in Islamism, 
Alliadjie Moliarnineil Doulie admitted a gentleman of over 40 
years of age, now Moliammedanised ‘'Mr. Wallie Moliainined'^ 
to Islamism by the eonvert^s repetition of the Kalema in the pre- 
sence of the whole congregation. These ceremonies over, the 
brotherhood joined in the Maghiib pravers, which were led by 
the Hailjie^ and conelnded with the individual fraternal s<tlamnat. 
Ihe Mevagie (or the " Night Journey^^; of the Prophet was also 
observed with poetical Koranic recitations. 

Ihe congregation tliereafter adjourned to their General Meet- 
ing Room (which is a large hall on a lower storey than the Mos- 
que, and well su]>plied with Moslem literature) where, at the 
dinner given, ^Ir. Syed Abdul Karriem ])resided according to the 
European custom. 

In opening tlie meeting the Syed, representing India, said: 
" Brethren, 1 have again the honour to preside at tiiis banquet. 
Consisting of the collective naiionahties of our creed assemblnd in 
London at this, our only 'rernporarv IMosque, whose object, like 
all other ^losques, is for the union of all brethren, and the strict 
execution of our Holy Faith. (Cheers). You all know — tiie world 
knows of our four yeais^ standing in London, the hundreds of 
meeting's we held in connexion with Islam, the festivals we 
celebrated witli due Islamic rites, the manner we implanted the 
Spirit of Islamism in the iieart of Christendom, and above all, 
how we buried our unfortunate deceased brethren born in the 
laitn, lived in Islamism and passed away from earth in a solemn 
and dreary country — this heart of Cliri.stendom. But thanks to 
Allah for having sent in our midst a well-aged gentleman, full of 
Mo.slem patriotism, full of the enthusiasm that characterises true 
and zealous born Moslems — a gentleman to whom Moslem Soutli 
Africa, Jiigypt, India and Turkey are greatly indebted for his 
zeal and ardour in projiagating the Faith among tiie English, 
and for very valuable services rendercvl to the Islamic world in 
tiie past. I rt''*er to tin' name of our beloved Siudkh ami lunuam 
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Al-Hadjie Mobainined Doulie. (('beers.) Wi.ere would we have 
been but for tbe presence of the Iladjie? Nowhere! Could we 
have boasted of a Temporary Mosque? No! Could we, as 
Moslems wbo are fiirbting- for tbe One only and True God, and 
wbo are tbe distributors of tbe Ligbl and 1 rutii, liave raised our 
voice in tliis Cbristian country? Isay again, no! Would we 
have served our Faitb by iiiiermixing- willi Cbrislians daily and 
neglect our religion? (Cries of ‘ Not at all.’) It is our Tern- 
porary Mosque that is binding us togellier— (Cbeers,— and 
tbiougli it is temporary in name, it is, bowever, on a permaimi 
footing, (Cbeers). It enlarges tiie number of our community by 
numerous conversions (Hear, bear,) and to-day’s convert is one 
out of several. (Hear, bear . Our Mosque furtber strengthens 
Moslems tbrougbotit tbe world, Moslems gaining tbereby a good 
reputation among tbe Englisb, wbo, before our time, bare utterly 
disregarded Islam and Islarnism, Allab and our Prophet. Hie 
existence of our Mosque is now close on to five years, but who 
maintains it? Is it maintained by our collective subseiiptimis? 

I am sorry to say it is not ! Sball wc let our Mosque, and lienee 
Islam, fall through in Loiubui by taxing Hadjic Doiibe’s pocket 
for our one and combined Faith ? No, we must not. ) Since 
tbe existence of tbe Mosque, the Moslem M oild has neglee.cd its 
duly by letting tbe Hadjie defiay all expenses wbieb, in Islamic 
countries, are defrayed by' the Jama-at , and by tbe co-opeialioi 
of all Moslems. (Cbeers). It was fortunate for tbe Islamic 
"VTorld that our desired success has been brought about by a 
single-banded man. (Cbeer.s). For tbe last five yeaiswe ba\ 
actually been fighting against a great nation. (( beeis^. lou 
all know tbe wild Christian agitation that lias been going 
against Islarnism. (Hear, bear.) Has our Temiiorary Mosque 
been in tbe rear? (‘No.’) Did not IMr. Gladstone, who wa.s 
coniinually preaebing against Islam, allude to tbe ienipoiaiy 
iMosque, and respected us in bis speeches? (Cbeeis.) Weieiiot 
tbe lladjie’s numerous articles explaining to the London picss 
and public tbe true stale of ibe l.-bimic afiaiis brought diicctb 



to the notice of the Brilisli Premier^ Loicl Salisbury? (Cheers.) 
Tlie Hadjie has suffered for us all. We have recognised the 
works of Hadjie Mohammed Doulie, and the Moslem World 
must compensate the Hadjie for services rendered. (Clieers). 

Mr. Mohammed Jonain (Syra) concurred with the views held 
by the previous speaker, and he would add that during- Ins five 
yeaiV stay in London great alterations have been made in Eng- 
land. When lie (the speaker) first went to London, he had not 
even seen the shadow of Islam there, but on looking at things in 
general now, every week Moslems collect together in harmony 
when the Namaz is said. The speaker further maintained that 
over 100 <i:reat meetings were held at the Mosque for tiie propaga- 
tion of Islamism and the maintenance of tiie Calipha^s prestige. 
Thanks to-day for Hadjie’s great work, and for raising the honour 
of Islam in this country, ((fheers). 

Sheik Abdullaii (l^^gypt, said: f tiie previous .speakers 

are ^jO enthusiastic about toe recent spread of Islamism here, how 
much must I not be — 1 wiio liave been stationed in London foi 
the last 24- years, with full e.Kneriences oi itiiigland, tiie Lngiish 
people, tlieir thoughts and opinions on Islam and Islamism ; 
(Cheers). 1 mix witii all classes of people here; I iiave lieaid 
what lliey iiad said iiefore, and iiear wliat tliey say now. (Ciieeis). 
The English nnnd lias been ciiangcd wiliiin tiie las.< five ^eais. 
(Hear, iiearj. Erom tlieir hearts hatred for Islamism lias been 
removed — '^Cheers) — and in lact 1 can aud that we live now 
midst our friends. (Hear, hear.) But it rc(piires a continuance 
of our good work, because the Britisii public mind is soon chang- 
ed through the influence of the Biitish Press. (Hear, hear). I 
have gone through tlie great Islamic crises on the Armenian, 
Cretan, Grecian, Indian and Soudanese (piestions, but was it not 
for our Temporary Mos([ue, widch was and is always i^ble to laise 
a word for the defence of the Ucligion — (Cheers) — Islamism 
would, 1 am sorrv to sa\’, h.ive had a terrible blow long ago by 
the (diristians. (Cries bf ' ShanuV nud a voice of ‘ Quito true.O 
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Oiir beloved Slieikli Doiilie prevented it, and I know full well 
bow the Hadjie bas worked for our (the Moslems^ honour. 
(Hear, hear.) I have seen him hard at work in explaining to the 
Press the true cases of all matters, and in writing* hundreds of 
length V articles to more than a dozen newspapers, it is imagin- 
able how he neglecte(i his private affairs. The Moslem World 
must look to it. (Cheers.) His sacririces for us were great and 
many, (('heers.) We must look at all matters in the right way, 
and tiie Moslem World must imagine the times we had to pass. 
(Cheers). We must appeal now to our brethren abroad possess- 
ing a grain of that Islamic blood that once reigned the whole 
world, to assist us, not only for the coutiiiuance of onr pro- 
paganda, but also for a permaueiit Place of Prayer.'^ (Loud 
ciieers.) 

Mr. Mohammed Farragh t'jhmis), meiitioued that he had 
been two years iu London, and that he was very delighted with 
the work of ihe Temporary usque. I am, however, said tiie 
speaker, extremely sorry to say that in s})ile of ihe large 
numbers of Moslems scattered over tlie woihi — if J am not mis- 
taken over 350 millions of onr ))retliren — we have no pennanent 
Masjeed in London — (c'ies of CShame !h — all other sects having 
one here of its own. Now, in this time of peace, it is the duty 
of our leader, x\l-Hadjie M(dnimmed Doulie, to appeal for a per- 
manent Place of Prayer. (Cheers.) We Cannot allow— no, the 
Moslem World never allows — tliat one man should suffer h r the 
eonvenieiices of all iu tlie Faith. (Clicor.s). lladjie Doulie lias 
done his duty in maintaining tlie j\Ios(|ne for over four years with 
the enormous taxes levied in Loudon. (Hear, hear.) I pray of 
the Moslem M oild to tliink over the matter, and inv only sincere 
wish is that I shall very soon see the light of Islam ihoroughly 
and permanently plante«l here.^^ (Cheers). 

Mr. Sataar Jalalodien (South Africa) said: It has been 

my honour to have known IJadjie ^Nioliamnud Doulie for over 25 
years. Boiii the Hadjie and myself are from South Africa, and 



I am, tluH’efore, well acquainleJ witli tlm Hadjie^s 
(Cht'ers). If 1 were to reiate to yon tlie Hadjie’s history it 
would take me all the day_, hut, in sliort, I might say tliat the 
Hadiie is the founder of the heautiful Mosque in I^ong Street, 
(vane Town — a Mosque that is known to tlie world as Nourie 
Hamidia/’ (Cheers.) Tliat the Hadjie is the promoter and 
natron of manv educational establishments in that country. 
(Cheers'. That the Hadjie is the Chairman of the great Moslem 
Cane (veincierv — (Cheers) — that the Iladjie was the first and 
foremost of the Cane Moslems in sending pecuniary help to the 
Turkish sufferers during tlie Russo-Turkish war of 1878. 
(Cheers.) The Iladjie was Treasurer and Chairman of very 
many Moslem institutions— (Clieers) — ami the Iladjie is well- 
known thvouohont South Africa for Ids patriotism and benevo- 
lence. and was always ready to assist tiie needy. (Cheers.) I 
pray the Hadjie further success, ami hope that when I come to 
Encland next wc .shall see the Islamic hauner flying over the 
Mosque.” (Cheers.) 

ilr. Ehraheem Sharfudien Siiali (Afghaidstaii) spoke in 
praiseworthy terms of the necessity of a permanent Alosque, and 
added that there was something else which the previous speakers 
had not mentioned, and that was before tlie existence of the 
Temporary Mosque, the Moslem-born children in London were 
persuaded by their school companions to go to Christian churches 
on Sunday morning and Bilde lessons in the same afternoon. 
But thanks to-day for the existence of our Temporary Alosque, 1 
see that sous of Moslem parents collect weekly at the Temporary 
Mosque for Hadjie Mohammed Doulie's instruction in the 
Faith.” ((dteers.) 

Mr. Ahmed Abdunaheem thought a permanent Mosque 
most essential in London, beean ;e he (the speaker) knows there 
is a very powerful society of En^jlish people whose policy has al- 
ways been, and ever will he, ag dust Islam and Islamism. The 
members of that Society always i dsrep resent things because they 
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ale of the lanfilieal portion of the Britiyli rublic. and lhi’Ou«^rl, 
the means of that society tlie wliole British Public is made 
g*enerally very prejudiced ao’ainst Islamism. (Cries of ^ Shame/) 
The amount of oood work the Moscpie will render to Islam must 
now be (piite imaginable. {( Imers.) 

Mr. Mallie ^lohammed (tlie new convert said : '^1 became 
aecpiainted with the liondon Tem])orary Mosque through the 
British Press, and since about four years ago I have always seen 
something about the Temporary ]\Iosque in the papers, and as I 
have already been in Moslem countries, I was rather anxious (o 
hear about their Faith. I have been in communication with the 
Hadjie, who has carefully expounded to me the Tenets of Islam- 
ism, and the result is that 1 found them the most reasonable of 
all religions, ((dicers.) I am thankful to the lladjie for having 
led me to the Truth, and 1 am sure 1 shall always feel very happy 
to remain a Mo>lem. (Cheers.) My wife, through some other 
business, has not been able to attend this meeting, but she, 1 am 
glad to say, will become, too, a member of the Moslem world. 
(Cheers. j i believe, if the Moslem cause is more firmly establish- 
ed in London than at the present time, there would be more 
thinking men, desirous of a tiue lleligion, who would join us — 
(cheers) — for the plurality of ‘ (Jods^ and the Trinity have long 
been mysterious and will remain mysterious for ever.'’^ (Cheers.) 

Mr. Amieii Llasscn (Fgypt; then moved : Ti»at Hadjie 

Mohammed Doulic be authorised to approacii tlie Moslem world 
on behalf of the .^loslera Congregation of Uie London Ternjiorary 
Mosque for assistance in furthering and bettering Islam in 
England.'^' In mi king a long hy speech on the resolution he con- 
cluded : I have known the Hadjie and five members of his 

family busy writing to the British Press many a time until after 
midnight.^^ 

The resolution was carried with unanimous applause. 

Mollali Abdu raheem (Arabia) read a paper The Effects of 
Islamism,” wliich was followfd by ilv. Abdunali man’s jiapec, 
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Architecture^ and Aloslem Arcintects/^ Both speakers were 
loudly applauded. 

Mr. Abdu and Mr. Mohammed Omar dwelt on the past 
year s events^ upon which several spoke. 

A vote of thanks being* passed for the Hadjie for org‘anizing‘ 
ti.e Islamic movement in London, Hadjie Mohammed Doulie 
suitably replied and thus ended the meeting*.

College News. 

Annual Rkport of thio Duty. 

The past year of which I am now going to lay the Report 
before you will be considered a year of steady progress in the 
annals of the Society. The total receipts this year is greater 
than that of any one of the last few years, though less than that 
of 1895, the most successful year the Duty has hitherto seen. 
Since the last annual meeting the following sums liave been 
collected for the Scholarship Fund lls.79I-6-9 as against 
Rs.561-9-3 during the last year and Rs.350 the year before last, 
for the Free Hoarding House Rs.80-2-0 as compared with 
Rs.156-2-3 last year and Rsl61-13-3 the previous year; for 
the Mosque Fund 80-2-9 as compared with 192-1-4 during 
last year and Rs.7-0-() tiie \ear before the last. From the Fruit 
venders Ks.198-13-3, interest on investment Rs. 282-14-9. 

Thus the total receipts during the present year including 
the interest on our investments amount lo 1439-0-0, the greatest 
record being 1470-0-3. 

In the General Fund whose main object is to assist poor 
intelligent Mohammedan Students by scholarships, the receipt of 
the present year is greater than that of anv previous year. 

In the above fund, T acknowledge with very greet pleasure 
the receipt of Rs.213 from Mr. Arnold the Secretary of Anju- 
men Ilami Mad rasa tul Ulum, Lahore, as the profit of the tea 
shops opened tluu-e on the occasion of the visit of the Deputation 
and the Educational Conbucncc in December last. 
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Nawab Sidar Mohd. Hayat Klian also presented Rs.lOO on 
the occasion of his obtaining* the title of Nawab and thus gave the 
practical example of the right use of charity. Our thanks are 
due to Nawab Mohsiul Mulk Bahadur for his very kindly promis- 
ing Rs.JiOO on the occasion of Bismillah of liis grandson and the 
Duty would have been richer by tliat amount it the sum had also 
been paid. 

In the Mosque Fund we collected only Rs.86-’2-9 nearly half 
of what we collected last year. The Duty has been collecting 
money for the last few years to complete the buildings of the 
Mosque^ but it has iiardly succeeded in collecting even one thous- 
and. How could the MoiiammedanSj a religious nation, a nation 
guided in all theoratical and ju’aetical pursuits, by nothing hut 
religious motives, allow the House of God to remain incomplete, 
is difficult to imagine. 

There has been great falling off in the receipts of the tree 
Boarding House Fund whose object is to giv’^e scholarships to the 
students reading in the School classes. The money collected by 
the School Students is generally deposited in the said fund. 

It is a matter of very great shame to all the students reading 
in the school classes, that the sum collected this year is even less 
than half of that collected during the famine year. Wi»at clearer 
sign of the lack of energy among the school students does one 
require, than to find that only 6 students out of 150 took pains 
to collect money for the Duty, d'he school lias lately been flooded 
with school students from different corners of India and there is 
no reason why the school students should remain behind tneir 
contemporaries reading in tlie College classes in this patriotic 
work.

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The efforts are now bein" made, i^ent, lemon, to raise the 
College to tbe status of a University, it is the business of the 
Duty to keep pace with the rising demand. The promoters of 
the said Fund never thought of reserving some portion of the 
Capital for the benefit of poor students, though they have been 
thinkingof creating fellowships. I do not mean to blame them. 
Far from being blamable T think that they are right. The 
business of the University is to provide Education and a healthy 
atmosphere and the task of maintaining the individuals is left to 
others. The Duty may very appropriately fill up the gap, but it 
is necessary that energetic steps be taken to raise its Capital

By this Capital, the Duty has secured permanent Scholar- 
ships of Rs. 375 a year out of which 120 are reserved for the 
students of the School Classes as the proceeds of the investment 
of the Free Boarding House. By the time, the Memorial Fnnd 
association may collect ten lakhs iu order to give hope to the 
praciical realisation of their idea, the Duty must be able to raise 
its scholarships to lls.l 5,000 /y?., for very lakh we must collect a 
thousand ami a lialf for scbolarsbips. To ensure success in the ach- 
ievement of this object the Duty has resolved to send its deputa- 
tion to the various vidages of Aligarh and Bulundshahar Districts 
during tlie vacation. Haji Mohammed Musa Khan, one of the 
servants of the Duty lias very kindly promised not only to receive 
the Deputation willi the liberal hospitality characteri.stic to his 
sect, but to aeeompany t'ne Dt-putation in all his neighbouring 
villages. 
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It will be a matter ol‘ very ^reat sadness, if this idea doevS 
not assume practical form for want of four public-spirited students 
ready to sacrifice a week and half from the continuous vacations 
of 15 weeks to form the Duty Deputation. 

In the end I add a few words about the Shop, the 4?th branch 
of the Duty, which is altogether independent of the General 
Fund. No money collected for charitable purposes was ever 
invested in the Shop. It was started with no capital and during 
the last eight years it has acquired a capital of more than Rs.2,000. 
It owes its continued success as Mr. Arnold said in his report and 
which I repeat after a little experience, to the zealous and patient 
energy of Master Mir Willayat Hussan, who has been the foster- 
ing spirit of this branch of the Duty^s work for so many 
years and has spared time from scanty leisure left him by his 
numerous other duties to superintendent the management of it. 
Mir Willayut Hussan is ably assisted by Riaz ITddin who super- 
vises the despatch of value payable articles. 

The Duty has also undertaken to supply Text books which 
will be given exactly at the same prices for which they could be 
obtained elsewhere. I hope that none of you will be so unpa- 
triotic as to procure books from the thty which you could as 
easily have obtained from the Duty Shop. 

I take the present opportunity to thank Hon. Haji Ismail 
Khan for his very great kindness iu presenting permanently to 
the College his Magic Lantern which will be shown to you to 
night. He has thus relieved the servants of the Duty from the 
unnecessary trouble they were put every year to procure one for 
this occasion.

I.— The College and its prospects. 

Mj report last year was written shortly after the death of 
our Founder, Sir Syed Ahmed Khan Bahadur, at a time of 
great anxiety aiid uncertainty. There had been for years a 
widespread be lef that this event would give a shock to the 
Institution which might prove fatal to its existence. I am 
lappy to say not only that all cause for anxiety is now at an 
end, but that the College is in a stronger position than it ever

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If it be asked how the proposed University would increase 
the number of Mahomodan students, I would reply, partly by 
direct, but more by indirect means, and would appeal in proof to 
the example of the M. A. 0. College. In the N.-W. P. and 
Oudb alone of all the Indian Provinces is the proportion of 
Mabomedan students in Colleges in excess of the proportion of 
Mahomedans in the population, and this excess is doubtless due 
to the establishment of the M. A, 0. College. A Clollege or a 
University can increase the number of students directly by 
founding scholarships for those who could not otherwise pay for 
their education, but the eftect thus produced is insioni Scant 
compared with that effected by the reSex operation of a great 
institution on public opinion. For the real cause of Maho- 
medan backwardness in education is not material but mental. 
For some years we have Ijecn taking an educational census of 
Mahomedans and we Snd that in almost every town there are a 
number of Mabomedan boys growing up in ignorance whose 
fathers could afford to educate them, and do not, mostly on account 
of negligence and in some cases from religions bigotry. Thus for 
example 1 have before me now a census just taken of Budaun 
containing the names and addresses of well-to-do Mnsalman 
parents who do not educate their sons. Of such boys there are 
89, 11 of whom are not educated because of their fathers* 
^ligious prejudices, and the remainder through negligence. 
We shall communicate with all the parents. This we find to be 
the case almost everywhere. Now nothing has hitherto done so 
much to rouse the Mahomedans from their lethargy as tlie 
mvemeiit inaugurated by Sir Syed Ahmad. In the extension 
of that movement to every Province and town in India, and in 
the foundation of a great and noble seat of learning that should 
appeal to the imagination and pride of the Mahomedans lies the 
best hope of curing their educational deficiencies. 

(2)- The second object we desire even more than the first. 
AVewish to improve the quality of Indian and in particular 
Mabomedan edncation. The experience of Europe is conclusive 
m proving the superiority of the education imparted in a large 
residential University over that given in an isolated and com- 
paratively small College. The cause is doubtless that many 
minds engaged in varied studies and constantly in contact, act 
and re-act on one another, stimulate thought, encourage OTie 
another to intellectual effort, and give birth to feelings of love for 
learning and culture. And this is more especially true of 
the best intellects, who in a small College are not numerous 
enough to form a society. The great institution can thus through 
its very size give a better education than the small one. 
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But in India the College is additionally handicapped, for it is 
tied hand and foot by an external examining board which 
dictates its courses of study. 




I have always believed, and with every fresh year of ex- 
nerience this belief is strengthened, that as a College we could 
have given a much better intellectual education if we had heen 

free and not forced to run in the M 

Indian University. It is almost universally admitted that the 

great defect of Indian education is that the young 

fhink • their memories are loaded with tacts iiseim 

for examinations, but their intellects are not (lisciphned.

auJ moreover the elements of the Senate are too be eiog 
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and shifting to make any common policy possible. Some Fel- 
lows want stiff pass examinations, some easy ones ; some want 
a smattering of many subjects, some specialisation on a few ; 
the faculties^of arts, law and science tight one another. Half 
the people on the Senate have no knowledge of or concern with 
education at all and never think seriously about it. The debates 
are too short to put before them the many aspects of the ques- 
tions discussed; the voters give their opinions off hand, and are 
caucjlit by the shallowest arguments, e.g.^ because 3 is greater 
than 2, therefore a course of study in three subjects must be more 
difficult than one in two — or they give faithful expression to the 
current popular fallacies, e.g.^ that education has no concern 
with discipline of the mind, but consists solely of imparting 
useful knowledge. Tims the policy of aii Indian Senate has no 
consistency ; what is done after infinite labour in one year may 
be undone in another ; labour is wasted and thrown awav ; and 
earnest men at last seek a more profitable field for their time 
and w^ork. 

A residential University of the historic fyp®, other 

hand, could maintain a true ideal of education, could mould the 
heart and character of its students, could excite devotion • and 
esprit de corps,^ and would not be prevented by the distance of 
its component parts and the heterogeneity of its elements from 
evolving and expressing a definite and deliberate policy. I have 
been a student both of the London University and of Cambridge, 
and I imagine that no one who knows the two institutions can 
doubt the immeasurable superiority of the latter University over 
the former, which is a University in name only, and is on all 
hands admitted to have been a failure. 

(3). I come now to the third ngrnment for the foundation 
of a Mahomedan University, namely that it may, like the Uni- 
versities of Christendom, preserve for Islam elements of past 
civilization and culture. It is through her Universities that 
Europe has assimilated Roman law and classical literature^ 
and to them she chiefly owes the recent unparalleled advance of 
natural science. They have not only been the homes of modern 
thought and of intellectual discovery, hut have revised 
preserved the magnificent culture of Greece and Rome, which 
for centuries had lain buried. And so I conceive that^ our 
contemplated University should combine with its primary aim of 
conveying to the people of India and more particularly 
the Mahoinedans, the wealth of Western science and literature, 
the additional object of preserving the peculiar ^ cultui^ of 
Islam. Ever since the early crusaders encountered in the Holy 
Land a society more refined and cultivated than their own, 



the East,” which in nine cases out of ten, means the civiliza- 
tion of Islam, has exerted on the imagination of Europe an 
irrisistible fascination. Our poets and our painters drew 
from the East innumerable tliemes, Islam in India has 
brought to perfection one of the highest forms of architecture' 
Delhi, A.gra, Bijapur, and Ahmadabad bear witness to the 
inventive genius and exquisite sense of beauty of the ancestors 
of the present Indian Mahomedans. With such monuments 
before him, will any one venture to say that there are no 
elements worth preserving in the civilization of Islam? I 
admit with sorrow that the present state of that civilization is 
one of miserable decay. 

In place of the learned doctors of law and religion of 
Baghdad and Cairo, the philosophers who preserved Aristotle 
for Europe, and whose speculations were studied in the medijeval 
Universities of Europe, we have the ignorant and bigoted Mnllnh 
of to-day ; Persia is no longer the home of poetry, nor Arabia 
of science ; that social life which had in it so many elements of 
charm is almost perished. Yet even in its decay I have found 
much that is precious in the still lingering traditions of Indian 
Islam. There are still men, like onr late Sir Syed, whose manners 
have an extraordinary charm of dignity and courtesy. There are 
poets, such as Hali, and here and there scholars who nurtured in 
the literature of Arabia and Persia would rank as men of culture 
in^ any society. And if we look around us we find that 
HiTiduism itself has borrowed many elements of refinement from 
the Musalman conquest. The Ashkan of the Hindu noble, no less 
than the domes and arches of the Hindu temple, bear witness to the 
prevalence of Mahomedan civilization. I am far from wishing 
to hide what I regard as the appalling evils of oriental society, 
or my faith in the superiority of the 19 th century civilization 
of Europe above that of any society existing any where previously 
in the world. But wdiile admitting these evils to the full— 
the want in India of public spirit, of truthfulness, of enterprise 
and energy — the miserably low condition of education, more 
especially among women — the propensity to intrigne, to personal 
rancours, to oppression and dishonesty — the religious intolerance 
that arises from bigotry and superstition — while condemning 
everything that is bad in Indian life and seeking to assimilate 
every element of good evolved by human progress, we should not 
neglect or destroy the good along with the bad. We can 
aiiord to recognise tliat the ancient civilizations of India, 
both Hindu and Mahomedan, contained in them beauties or 
rennemente whicdi may be absent in an entirely modern one 
America or Australia, and which a University 
SiLould rightly preserve for future generations. In a Dutch 
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University, Professor Arnold informs me, there is a Pro- 
fessor of liTahoinedan civilization. A masterly work on the 
history of Islamic culture has been written in Germany. Is 
then the subject to be considered as unworthy of study by the 
Mahomedans themselves? Europe contams far abler scholars 
of the Arabic and Persian authors than the _ countries of Islam, 
aud better editions are published of their works. This is a 
disgrace to the Mahoniedans, a pathetic proof of their decadence, 
and it should be one of the objects of the proposed University 
to be on its Oriental side the best school in the walk of original 
research in Islamic literature and history. I will say one word 
about religion. English education has encountered its bitterest 
opponents among the ignorant priesthood, yet these are the men 
•who if they had but the will, could help it most, for they could 
open the purse strings of the superstitious men of wealth. 
There does not seem to me much chance moreover of this 
hostility ceasing until the type of Mullah undergoes a change. 
For be has a sound economic reason for opposing pogress, in- 
as-much as the educated man is disinclined to contribute to his 
income. Yet I take it as an axiom that the peoples must and 
will have ministers of religion. Therefore we should look to 
providing an educated typo of Maulvis, who will command the 
sympathy of the enlightened classes, and to whose mteiest 
it will therefore be to assist the cause of education. Moreover 
it would be difficult to exaggerate the benefit that would aiise 
to the people from having men of culture and refinement liviii 
with them as genuine pastors of their flocks. It 
generations before such an ideal is realised, but that is no 
reason why it should not bo kept in viow. 

Thus I conceive that on its Oriental side our contemplated 
University should set belore itself the aim of gradua ly creating a 
considerable staff of Profc.ssors, liccturers, and Fellows, trained 
in Western methods of criticism and research, who should study 
and teach Arabic and Persian literature, Mahomedan law, 
history, ani art ; and in general the Mahomedan cmlisation 
of the past and present. Hor is it unreasonable I think that 
such a University should study and attempt to perfect the 
Urdu language which is the 

medans. ^The fact that the especial study of Mahomedan 
culture cannot be made a leading feature of any Jj«>^jsity 
in which the great majority of the students are not Mahomedaus, 
is in itself a powerful reason tor its establishmen . 

W-e know of course that it is impossible to create an 
Mahomedan University off hand, even if the funds 
which they are not. The process must be one of growth and 
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of extension of the existing College both in the numbers of its 
staff and of its students. Fortunately the College Las been 
founded on the right lines for such development. For it is a 
residential College, with its students living in large qiiadraiif^les 
like the Oxford and Cambridge Colleges, and with the houses 
of its Professors situated in the College grounds. And during 
its quarter of a century of steady growth it has developed 
traditions and a very strong esprit de corps and sentiment 
binding together present and past students. Thus in attempting 
to found a University we are not like people who have every- 
thing before them. A good part of the work has been already 
done, and our prospects of completing it are not less hopeful 
than were those of Sir Syed Ahmed twenty five years ago, when 
he dreamed of creating an institution such as now exists. The 
one thing necessary is that we should preserve that singleness of 
purpose and that determination to persevere in spite of difficul- 
ties and disappointments which were striking features in tbe 
character of that great man.

the number of boarders, because they belong to the class for 
whom the College is founded, and they alone derive full benefit 
from its education. This number has shown singular variations. 
From the year 1888 when it was 114, it steadily rose till it 
reached a maximum of 333 in 1896. It then fell to 2o6m 
1897 and to 229 in 1898. In the July after Sir Syeds death 
I reckoned that it had still further fallen by 40. But in _ Nov- 
ember it bad regained the level of the previous year, and it now 
rose more rapidly than it had hillen, reaching 313 by June 
15th, 1899. 



The mam cause of the sudden fall I believe to have been 
the ahnos#' complete failure of our Entrance Class in 1896, 
This was however accompanied by other causes, and it is 
impossible to say how much was due to them also. The 
first was the famine, and tlie second that the total mimber ot 
students in the Colleges of the Trovince fell off while the 
actual Humher of Colleges has been steadily increasing ; so that 
most Colleges shewed a considerable diminution of numbers. 
The reduction in the number of students in the Province 1 
believe Jo have been mainly due to exceptional severity m the 
University examinations and to some extent perhaps to the 
raising of fees. Thus the diminution of onr number was due 
in part at least to causes outside our control. 
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The effect of the University results on our numbers I 
believe to be as follows : bad results bring down our numbers, 

but good results are powerless to increase them imicb. Uur 
students CQme from long distances and their parents incur 
much heavier expenses than if they educated them nearer home. 
They are sent to us for reasons similar to those which prompt 

English parents to spend large sums on a public school educa- 

tion. Passing examinations is a necessity, but there could 
no greater error than for us to suppose that parents think on y 
of the examinations and are indifferent to the physical an 
mentaP training and the many agreeable sides of the College 
life which are the chief attractions to its students. ^ 
perhaps make my meaning clearer by an analogy. IP'® 
starved our students they would leave us, but we should not n 
our College by feasting them with delicacies. 
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1 believe the three causes I have mentioned to have been 
chiefly instrumental in effecting this fall in our numbeis, 
though there were other events tending to unsettle the 
confidence, such as the discovery of the embezzlement in locO, 
which may have produced an indirect effect. It is in any case 
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impossible to measure quantitatively the effect of each cause and 
assign to each its true weight. As regards the recent rapid 
rise of numbers, I believe this is practically due to one 
cause only, viz.^ the efforts made to collect money for the 
Memorial Fund, whereby a knowledge of the aims and the 
nature of the education imparted by the College have been 
vastly extended. 
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I wish to draw a practical conclusion from these'^sudden 
variations in the numbers of our boarders. They liave a great 
effect on our income, of which students’ fees form a large item. 
A fluctuation of 100 boarders might equal the salary of an 
English Professor. The number of day-scholars matters less, 
for the day-scholars of the College Department are almost a 
constant quantity, and although the number in the school varies 
greatly as the boys oscillate yearly between the Zila school and 
ours according to tlie results of the Entrance Examination, they 
scarcely pay for their education, as large classes have to be 
subdivided and require extra teachers. 
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The reduction in the number of our boarders in 1897 and 1898 
did not diminish onr income much because at that very time 
we re-organised our Boarding House Accounls, with the result 
that thousands of rupees were saved througli the diminution of 
bad debts and through the crediting of the various fees to their 
proper heads, so that, e.g., the Food Fund did not sw'allowup mo- 
ney that should have gone to the College chest. But in future a fluc- 
tuation in numbers must involve a corresponding fluctuation in 
income. On the other hand most branches of the expenditure are 
constant; we cannot rapidly dirftinish our staff if our income 
diminishes. Hence there is only one sound system of finance 
namely to make allowance for a possible diminution of numbers' 
which may at any time Occur owing to causes beyond our 
control, by keeping our permanent charges well within our 
estimated income. Sir Syed’s policy was different. As he once said 
he had only to stamp his foot to raise money and he therefore 
spent -everything he got, and if there was a deficiency he 
met it by a subscription among his friends, or by a contribution 
troin his own mode.st income But Sir S}’ed is no. more, and 
Wfl must now proceed on the ordinary principles of sound’ busi- 
ness. The backbone of tlie stability of the College is the cer- 
tainty of its staff that their salaries will be paid,, and if we were 
to rashly increase the numbers of its staff and find ourselves 
(as we nearly were last year) unable to m.eet our. obligations we 
should deal a mortal blow at the stability of the Colleo-e. I wish 
therefore to explain to the Trustees that while I desire notliin» 
so much as an increase in the numbers and efficiency of the staf^ 
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so far as my opinion has weight I shall ^xeytit on the side of

(a). University Examinations.

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It was a fortunate thing that this year, when general appre- 
hension was felt as to the state of the College, the results of 
the examinations have been very good. In the B. A. only 3 
studeiits.of the University obtained a first class and of these 2 were 
students of the C'ollege. On this matter a very unfounded notiou 
prevails that our students do badly in University examinations, 
a propos of which I will quote the remarks made about our Col- 
lege in the Quinquennial Report on Education presented to both 
Houses of Parliament. The writer, whose information is appa- 
rently obtained from the reports of the various Directors of 
Public Instruction, says : — 




‘‘ Unfortunately little is said about the Mahoinedan Ang!o- 
“ Oriental College at Aligarh. While conspicuous in all athletic 
sports, the institution seems to have done badly at the Univer- 
sity Examinations, and the boys in the Collegiate Department 
“to have done worse. In 1896-97 the number of students was 
“ 114, showing an increase of 18, compared with 5 yearsago,biiL 
“a decrease of 84 on tlie. previous year. The total expenditure 
was Rs. 33,573, of which 32 percent, was borne by the Public 
“ Funds and 25 percent, by fees.” 
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Now not only is little said, but every fact quoted is incorrect. 

If the statistics of the last two years were taken, it would be 
seen that the College Department had stood well above the 
average of the University in the examinations, more particularly 
in the B. A., in which it has at times, as in the present 
year, stood at or about the top of the list. I may refer those 
curious in the matter, to the volumes of the Allahabad Uni- 
versity Minutes. But there is a very general impi*essiou tlmt 
the College does badly in examinations, which I trace to the 
erroneous assumption that good cricketers and athletes can cut 
but a poor figure in the Schools. Our numbers in 1896-97 
were not 114, but 372 and the expenditure was about double 
that stated. This error was partly due to ignoring the School 
Department ; but it also illustrates the fact that Indian statis- 
tics, which;are mostly compiled by unintelligent clerks, must 
be received with a certain degree of caution. I often wonder, 
by the way, whether the vast bulk of figures that luinber up the 
Government Report on Education have any use at all commen- 
surate with the time and labour of compiling them. The object of 
some of them is not clear, of others it is. Among the latter is the 
calculation of the cost of higher education per head in the several 
institutions, and in the Province at large. Some years ago when 
the numbers of students rapidly increased and the rate per head 
fell, the Secretary to Government at that time pointed to the 
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result with satisfaction, whence I infer that a small cost per head 
is the result aimed at, as indicating economy in the arts of pro- 
duction, just as big boot factories now-a-days have reduced 
the cost of boots and shoes. The must ecoiiomical^institutioti 
in the Province, judging by the figures of last year, is a College 
at Mussoorie, which spent Rs. 30 in educating two students, 
so that the Professional Staff did not cost more than Rs. 2 As. 8 
a month. The Kayesth Patshala too educated much cheaper 
than the Muir College ; but, of course — and this is the simple 
fact which vitiates the whole figures and renders them value- 
less — the education given at the Muir College is infinitely 
superior to that of the Kayesth Patshala. To educate an M. A. 
student may cost more than to educate 50 Intermediate stu- 
dents. Moreover, who would dream of testing the value of 
Oxford and ( ambriclge education by the cost per head of pro- 
ducing graduates ? Everything depends on the quality of the 
education given and that eludes statistics. As far as any policy 
whatever can be deduced from such figures, it would bo wiser 
to aim at increasing the cost per head, that is to say at improv- 
ing the quality rather than increasing the number of our gra- 
duates. Similar criticisms might be applied to the figures show- 
ing how far higher education is self-supporting from fees, as 
to which the only inference which the experience of every civil- 
ized country would justify us in drawing is that if it is self- 
supporting it is not high. 1 venture to make these remarks 
because 1 believe it is generally recognized that all the higher 
officials of Government are overworked through having to supply 
masses of returns of questionable utility. 
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To return to the University results, the most satisfactory fea- 
ture of the year is the recovery of the school. On this Mr. Moss, 
the Headmaster, after quoting the figures says: — 
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A glance at these comparative results will show how great 
an improvement has taken place all round in the efficiency ot the 
Teaching, as judged by the very safe standard of results in the 
public examinations. Mir Wilayat Husain and his staff of assistants 
deserve great credit for their work. Owing to the date of the 
Allahabad Entrance examination having been changed from April 
to January, the period of preparation was considerably shortened 
and so Mir Wilayat and Master Neaz Mohammed Khan very 
nobly gave up most of their summer holidays in order that the 
Entrance Class might be kept on during the greater part of the 
vocation. 



“ When I took over the Headmastership in January last, 
I heard much of the decline of the school, and I made minute 
enquiries into the cause of this. In my opinion, the impression

that the school had fallen off was correct, but I found it was not clue 
to want of zeal or ability on the part of the masters. On the cont- 
rary, 1 have a high opinion of the teachers. They are imicli better 
qualihed than the majority of assistants in other High schools iu 
these Provinces, and they do their work honestly aud conscien- 
tiously.” 

The Teaching Staff. 

In July 1898, Mr. Denton, the Headmaster of the School who 
had come from England in the previous October, died from typhoid 
fever. ThoiK^h he had been with us but a short time, his death 
came upon those who knew him wii^h all the force of an intense 
personal loss, and on the College as an irreparable blow. He was 
a man who united to a singular charm of manner a vigor and 
executive ability which made itself felt within a fortnight of his 
arrival in the organisation of the School. The School made 
marvellous proi^ress in the short time during which he was at 
its head. The Board of management has, I am glad to say, 
named the Debenture Quadrangle, the Denton Court ” in his 
memory. 

The various members of the staff have desplayed during the 
past troublous year an energy and devotion to which the present 
prosperous state of the College is in no small measure due. To 
Mr. Morison must be given the lion’s share of the successful 
results of B. A., inasmuch as half of the whole work of the 
class was done by him. Mr.Tipping took charge of the Magazine, 
the Athletics and the Library; he rendered great assistance to the 
Union Club and superintended the Dining Hall, and when! 
was ill on leave he officiated as principal. In all these matters he 
showed the greatest energy and good sense, and proved himself of 
verygreat service to the College. Mr. Moss has, since his appoint- 
ment in January, thrown himself with great energy into the work 
of the school. I should like to draw the grateful attention of 
the Trustees to the way in which Professor Chakeravaeti has 
thrown liiinself heart and soul into the College work, and not only 
that of his own department, but everything in which he could 
give a helping hand. As to Mir Wilayat Hosain, who officiated 
for six months as Headmaster of the school department, the 
College has in him not only a most enthusiastic 
and hard working officer, but a man who has shown 
himself capable of discharging onerous and responsible 
duties with great efficiency and judgment. Maiilvi Abbas 
Hosain is one of the oldest and most conscientious of the 
College Professors, and Professor Zia Uddin has been one of the 
most active and successful workers for the Memorial lund.

One boy who came to us in weak health, died from some obscure 
disease of the nature of epilepsy. The Civil Surgeon and Col- 
lege Doctor did every thing that could be done to cure him. 
This and one other are the only deaths that have occurred 
among the students during the past 15 years. 

d, — Discipline* 

Discipline has been well-preserved throughout the year, 
Mir Wilayat Hosain, the College Proctor, has done his work ex- 
cellently, both as General Superintendent of Discipline and as 
Bouse Master of the Zahur Hosain Ward. The latter institution 
for young hoys has been very successful, and we should, I 
think, contemplate making other boarding houses in future for 
school students on a similar plan. An idea has been before 
now mooted that a special boarding house should be built for 
the young sons of wealthy parents, with an English Lady resi- 
dent as Matron. I am inclined to think that if we had the 
money for the building, the institution would pay and would bo 
very popular. 

Many of the school boys who are not in the Zahur Hosaiu 
Ward have been put into the Denton Court, where they are 
looked after by two resident masters. 

e, — Accounts. 

The accounts of the Boarding House have been'tlioroughly 
well kept throughout the year, thanks largely to the energy and 
skill of the Bursar. What is chiefly needed uow is the more 
prompt realisation of fees. I append a copy of the Boarding House

The Syndicate of the Allahabad University 
decided suddenly last Marcn to stop the grant of Rs. 1,000 given 
by the University towards the Tournament, and have thus dealt 
a heavy blow at physical education in the N,-W. P. and Oudh. 
As the expenditure by the University was one-fiftieth of that 
on examinations, we have thus an accurate measure of the 
relative importance attached to examinations and manly sports 
respectively, by the majority of the Syndicate. 

Z). — The Riding School, 

I have had an excellent report on the Riding School from 
Nazir-Uddin Hasan, the energetic Captain of the School. During 
the year 35 students joined the School. Two nFW horses were 
purchased this year. 

E,— Drill. 

The various School and College classes have been drilled by 
vSarfaraz Khan, Captain of the drill, and his various Lieutenants; 
and duinbell exercises have been started and carried on by 
Abdul Majid Khan. 

F. — The SiddaJis Union Club. 

The Secretary, Sajjad Hyder, has sent me a flourishing 
account of the candidates of this society, which is founded on tho 
model of the Oxford and Cambridge Unions. The number of 
members last year was 80. 

G, — The Denton Debating Society. 

This is a debating Society confined to School students. The 
President, Mr. Moss, has put fresh life into it. 

E—Tlie Lajnat-ul-Adab. 

This is an Arabic debating society. The Society has severely 
felt the loss of Maulvi Shibli and Maulvi Bahadur Ali. 

J , — Akhwanus Safa. 

This Essay reading club has suflered greatly from the de- 
parture of Prof. Arnold. 

J, — The Duty. 

The Duty has collected a ^ood deal jif money during the 
past year, but 1 have not got a report showing the exact amount. 
The Duty is an invaluable instrument for training the students 
in practical work for tho good of the College. 
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VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

a. — The College Constitution, 

During the past year some changes have been made in thei 
College constitution, these changes being sanctioned by more 
than the necessary two-thirds majority in the last Annual 
Meeting of the Trustees. Every one who was present at that 
meeting must have been impressed with the very able and admir- 
able manner in which Nawab Mahomed Hyat Khan, o.s.i., per- 
formed the duties of Chairman. The general tendency of reforms 
has been to concentrate executive power in the Board of ' 
Management and subordinate Committees, a necessary measure 
as the large number of the Trustees and the fact of their being 
scattered all over the country, renders them, like the Senate 
of an Indian University, incapable of dealing with matters of 
detail. There is one matter to which I should like to draw 
attention, namely ; the importance of adding some of the old 
students to the body of TrUwStees. As it is, about 10 out of the 
70 Trustees have been trained in the College. The experience 
of the last year has convinced me of the very great utility of 
this element. The most important qualifications in a Trustee are 
genuine devotion to the College and knowledge of its methods 
and traditions. We find that the majority of earnest 
workers for tl^ Memorial Fund are old students, while it is 
excessively dimcult for any one who has not been brought up 
within our walls (or who has not gone from India to England 
or Cambridge), to understand fully our methods. I admit the 
desirability of adding from time to time a few big names to give 
social prestige to the body. But if we want the College consti- 
tution to rest on a firm basis, its graduates should be numerous 
among the Trustees, just as at Oxford and Cambridge, the senates 
are composed of M. A’s. Our old students have behaved extreme- 
ly well during the crisis through which the College has lately 
passed, and I am quite sure that it would not be to-day in its 
present prosperous condition, were it not for their influence 
and eflForts. Tliey^ have shown, in marked contrast to some 
other persons, a sense of public spirit and a freedom from 
personal motives, which is the best test of the value of the 
education given hj the College, and which, speaking for myself, 
is the one convincing proof that the College offers a field of 
labour worthy of serious devotion, 

— The College Magazine. 

writes : — During the last year the College 
Magazine has made considerable advance. It is now published 
fortnightly ; its print and general appearance are much improved 
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m\(] its circulation has increased by about 200 copies, the present 
number issued being 650. The improvement is chiefly due to the 
Magazine having been put under a paid Manager who can devote 
the greater part of his time to the work. Khavaja Mahmud 
Hassan, B.A., did good work and his duties are now being 
carried on in a very systematic and business like way by his 
successor Abdul Hadir Khan, b.a. It is gratifying to see that 
the number of subscribers in the College has risen to more 
than 100. The success of the Magazine must depend chiefly on 
the interest taken in it by past and present students, and 
therefore it is most desirable that as many students as possible 
should become siibscribers. The Urdu part is not in as satis- 
factory a condition as it might be, owing to the difficulty of 
finding an editor willing and able to look after it. 

0 . — The Buildings, 

With the exception of the completion of part of the College 
wall, which the College owes to the energy of Khan Bahadur 
Maulvi Zainul Abdin, no fresh building has been undertaken. 
Considerable repairs has however been made in the boarding 
house, part of which had been allowed to drop into decay, 

d, — The Estate, 

The lands and gardens of the College have been let out to 
contractors, whereby what was formerly a source of loss, has 
been converted into gain. The credit for these arrangements is 
due to Mir Wilayat Hosain. 

e . — The Institute, 




The garden of the institute has been kept up at a small 
loss. The Aligarh Institute Gazette, which was run at a consider- 
able loss, and which owed such vitality as it possessed, to the 
occasional articles of Sir Syed Ahmed, has been amalgamated 
with the College Magazine. The building of the Institute 
which is a valuable piece of property, has so far been devoted 
to no remunerative use.

Ihe 
English Library is at present totally inadequate to the wants ot 
the College. We hope to see it enlarged more rapidly. Hamid

g . — General Lectures. 



Some general lectures on Astronomy have been given by 
Professor 5iia Uddin. He s,lso held an examination at the close 
and awarded prizes. 

h. — The Educational Conference. „ 

The Educational Conference was held last year in Lahore 
with oreat success. Nawab Mohsin-ul-Mulk at Aligarh and 
Khair Bahadur Barkat Ali Khan at Lahore, were the chief 
oro-anisers of the Conference. Both these gentlemen displayed 
the oreatest energy and to their efforts the unprecedented 
success of the conference is mainly due. * 

VII.— THE GOVERNMENT. ] 

The great sympathy and assistance which we have during 
the last year received from the Government, have, I am con- 
vinced done much to strengthen those sentiments of gratitude 
and loyalty which it was one of Sir Syed’s main objects to 
foster in his countrymen. We owe Our thanks first to His Ex- 
cellency Lord Elgin, then Viceroy of India, who found tiine to 
spare from the great anxieties and troubles, through which he 
steered the Indian Government with such triumphant success, 
to bestow a fatherly interest on our institution and on our 
efforts to improve it. I quote the letter which he was so good 
as to send us : —

Dear Mr. LaTouche, 

I understand that you are about to visit Aligarh for the 
purpose of meeting the authorities of the Mahoinedan Aug o 
Oriental College, and the Committee of the Syed Ahmad Memo- 
rial Fund, and I shall be greatly obliged if you will take tns 
opportunity of expressing the interest which I feel in the pros- 
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perity of the College, and in the efforts which are being made- 
to remove the temporary difficulties which have recently arisen. 

In founding the Aligarh College, Sir Syed Ahmad set before 
the Mahomedan community a high ideal of the objects at which 
education should aim. He endeavoured to provide not merely 
for instruction, but also for the formation of character, for 
the encouragement of manly pursuits, for the promotion of a 
feeling of self-respect among the students, and for fostering 
among them an active sense of their duty as loyal subjects of 
the Queen Empress. In the attainment of these objects a great- 
measure of success has been secured, and I consider that it would 
be a misfortune of no small magnitude for tho Mahomedan 
Community not only in the North Provinces but throughout 
India, if the usefulness of the College were diminished, or the 
scope of its activity curtailed by the pressure of financial or 
administrative difficulties. 

I have heard wdth pleasure that the Trustees of the Collego 
and many of its old pupils are exerting themselves in order to 
obtain funds for clearing off the existing debts, and for provid- 
ing the means of placing the College upon a more stable basis. 
I feust that these efforts will be successful, and that Mahomed- 
ans, in the first place and also those who, though not Mahoined- 
ans, feel tho importance of furthering tho education of Mosclem 
youths upon the lines which I have described will not be back- 
ward in supporting tins movement, and in thus paying a tribute 
of honour to the memory of the distinguished founder of the 
College. 

I shall always consider myself fortunate in that I found an 
opportunity of visiting the College last year wheii I had the 
privilege of making the acquaintance of Sir Syed Ahmad him- 
self and of seeing the institution he loves so well, under the 
inspiring influence of his presence. The remembrance of that 
day strengthens my desire to enrol myself among the friends of 
the College, and I should like to give practical expression to 
my sympathy by contributing the sum of Rs. 2,000 to the fund 
which is now being raised. Perhaps you will kindly commu- 
nicate this wish of mine to the Committee.

No less sympathy was shown ns by the Hoivble J. D. La 
Touche, at that time Lieutenant Governor. The College never 
found a better friend than Mr. La Touche who not only assisted 
us from his private purse, but spared neither time nor labour in 
helping us to surmount our internal difficulties. And finally I 
must acknowledge the vigorous support we have received from 
His Honor Sir Anthony MacDonnell, Lieutenant Governor of 
the N.-W. P., who not only increased the College grant from 
the Government by Rs. 200 a month, but gave us the benefit of 
his advice as Patron in a most eloquent and powerful speech, 
and has very largely helped to place the institution on a firm and 
permanent footing. 

The innumerable kindnesses we have received from indivi- 
dual officials and other Englishmen are the strongest proof of 
the esteem in which the character and a,ims of the late 8ir Syed 
Ahmed were held and of approval of the education and trainioff 
imparted by the College. Sir Syed desired to create cordial 
feelings between Englishmen and Mahomedans and to strengthen 
the Government. He achieved by example and precept great 
.results in both these directions, and the friendly and loyal 
attitude of the educated Mahomedans is mainly dne to liis 
influence. Nothing was more remarkable in his richly endowed 
nature than the intensity and fixity of his emotions, and his 
feeling of loyalty had the strength of a passionate conviction. 
I support the Government,” he said to me, for the sake of my 
nation. If the British Government were removed there would 
he nothing but war, war, war. Though (and his face lit up 
with excitement) personally I should enjoy war ; old man as I 
“ am, I would get on a horse and lead an army. But it would 
be ruin for the country — no civilization, no progress, universal 
misery. Hence I wish the British Government to he both 
strong and permanent.” He detested personal abuse of 
j^nglish officials and seditious agitation. 

The Mutiny had shown him what this might lead to. And 
he wished to train up a body of men whose appreciation of the 
motives of Government and whose personal sympathy with 
EnglLshmen would be such as to make a repetition of this event 
impossible, as far at least as the Mahomedan community was 
concerned. Our students have, I am happy to believe, imbibed 
the opinions of their leader; and it should ever be the constant 
earnest endeavour of all who are connected with the College 
that it should implant and foster in the minds of its students 
feelings of active loyalty and healthy political sentiments.

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The Registrar’s Report. 

The general accounts of the College have been thoroughly 
re-organised and established on the principle of double entry. 

It has taken a great deal of my time ; and the Bursar, who 
carried it into effect, has not only shown a quick apprehension, 
but has worked many hours a day extra in order to keep pace 
with the work. 

It is now laid down in our Rules that the accounts must be 
kept on the system of double entry. It may bo possible in a 
Government Office, worked mainly on the cash system, to have 
satisfactory accounts without resorting to this, the only perfect and 
scientific system ; but in our College, in which credit items 
figure largely, it would be impossible otherwise to know the 
state of the various funds and to place any reliance on the 
accuracy of the financial statements. 

I submit the Revenue Account of 1898-99 and the Balance 
Sheet of April 1st, 1899. I was prevented by illness from 
proposing separate accounts of Trust and Special Funds 
according to the plan of the Oxford College Accounts, which 
have served me to a great extent as a model. 

The particular form of the Revenue Account I have copied 
from the Sheffield Borough Accounts, a description of which I 
found in a volume of The Accoxvntant as the most perfect 
municipal accounts in England, The form is of great beauty 
as it shows at a glance the real income and expenditure, the 
cash receipts and payments, the debts outstanding and the 
sums due to the College at the beginning and end of the year. 
Formerly only cash payments and receipts were shown in the 
College Budget. How very erroneous an idea such a statement 
may convey, may be shown by the figures of last year. For 
while we spent nearly Rs. 3,000 more than we received, ihJk 
tiTie expenditure of the year was over Rs. 5,000 less than tlm 
true income. This it will be seen by the statement, was due to 
three causes — (1st) The payments of debts. 

(2nd) The non-realisation of the income derived 
from the Fatiiila State; and Salar Jung 
Endowment. The la^er since been paiffi 

(3rd) The College did not drain away all the '4 
cash balance of the Boarding House. • 

At the time of Sir Syed’s death, the College, .owed debls to 
dozens of persons — to members of the Staff for unpaid salaries ; 
to brick makers, tilemakers and builders ; to gardeners and 
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interest, ine list seeiiieu '-ic* 

(litors sat round the College buildings saying they were starving, 



or wr6te an<rry letters. In addition to this, although Professor 
Arnold had left, the expenditure was Rs. 300 or Rs. 400 a 
month more than the income. Again Hyderabad did not p.ay its 
money for 4 months, and Salar Jung and Patiala did not pay at 
all. Consequently it was extremely difficult to carry on the work 
of the College at all without suspending payments altogether. 

1 think it is matter for great congratulation that we have 
got out of these difficulties, but I wish to impress upon the Trus- 
tees the importance of not getting into them again, and the ne- 
cessity therefore of keeping our expenditure well within our in- 
come. ^ 

I wish to draw the attention of the Trustees to two simple 
principles on which the financial honour and credit of the Col- 
lege depend : 

1. The College should incur no pecuniary obligations which 
it has not the certainty of being able to meet. 

The proposition sounds self-evident. Tet nothing would be 
easier than to take a sanguine view of our income, to enga^ 
men on the Staff, and then find some source of income fall off. 
In Sir Syed’s day this took place frequently, but his own pock- 
et was always the last reserve of the College, and his personal 
influence could induce others to follow his example. Yet dur- 
in<T the last years of his life Sir Syed was habitually absorbed 
in° nxiety about- the College finances. Now we have no such 
reserve to fall back on, and I have had enough experience ol 
financial anxiety since Sir Syed’s death to have learnt a lesson 
of prudence.

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Ihe Death of Mr. Beck. 

It is witii iieavy Itearts that we record the terribly sad news 
ol' the deatii o£ our beloved Principal Mr. Theodore Beck. 

iSlw Beck left us in May last for Simla, his health shattered 
by the labours and anxieties in perhaps the most critical year in the 
historv of tiie C'ollege; but no one suspected how completely his 
strength had been undermined by the incessant strain he had to 
hear since the lamented death of Sir Syed. It was hoped by 
everyone that the diange to the hills would result in a partial, if 
not. a complete restoration to health, and the first reports were 
altogether favourable. Mr. Beck slowly regained strength and 
seemed on a fair way to recovery, when a suoden and fatal change 
took place in August, his condition became more and more critical 
and, in spite of all that medical skill could do, his strength slowly 
ebbed and he passed away on the night of Saturday September 
2nd.

The death of Mr. Beck is a cruel blow ; cruel at once in its 
suddenness and in its force. What it means to his friends, to 
the College, to the Muhammadans of India it is impossible yet to 
estimate or realize ; for, at present, the feeling uppermost in the 
hearts of all that knew him is one of intense personal grief ; a 
grief that almost refuses to believe in its own bitterness. For it 
seems impossible that the beloved Principal, the dear friend to 
whom we one and all looked for guidance and inspiration, from 
whom we never sought in vain for help and sympathy, has really 
gone from us for ever. To everyone who came in contact 
with him, his singleness of purpose and utter unselfishness were at 
once apparent. The same lofty aims and romantic ideals that 
led him to break away from the conventionalities of his Cam- 
bridge surroundings and launch out upon the work of the re- 
generation of a fallen people, have remained witii him throuirii- 
out his career. Few men have ever preserved their youthful 
ideals and enthusiasms so con»}detely, in ti»e face of so many 
difficulties and disappointments. Up to the very last, when weak 
and broken in health his ideas were still buoyantly liopefiil, 
and his presence a veritable inspiration. And united wiih this 
fire and enthusiasm there was a thoughtfulness and consideration 
for others, more particular!}’' for those who worked under liim, 
that almost amounted to tenderness; a thoughtfulness which 
shewed itself in a hundred different ways, and won from his 
subordinates the most loyal and trustful service. There was no 
one who had served Mr. Beck for any length of time who did not 
feel that his interests were altogether secure in his hands and 
that whatever work he did was sure of the most willing and even 
thankful acknowledgment, from his Principal. II is enthusiasm 
communicated itself to all who worked with him, for with such 
an example of devotion before him, who could he iiidiffeient? 

Itis niot our purpose hereto attempt any estimate of the 
life work of Theodore Beck, or of his services to the cause of 
education aiid to the Muhammadans in India. Tliey can only be 
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compared witli tlmse oE Sir Syed with whom he worked for so 
lono^ in tlie closesi and most cordial association. Wliat Sir Syed 
initiated Mr. Beck carried on, audit maybe truly saidthat but for 
liim manv of Sir Syed^s ideas would never have been translated 
into action. He broiyo^ht to the Syed^s assistance, alon^ with all 
the fervour and zeal of his ardent nature, a practical acquaintance 
with Western Educational methods and ideas, that proved invalu- 
able in brill o-ino- into a tanj^ible shape Sir Syed^s dreams for the re- 
g'eneration of liis people. Education the Syed looked to as the 
instrument for the accomplishment of his purpose and the M.*A.O. 
Collep*e is the most visible result of his aims. I'he College was 
the offspring of Sir Syed, the child of his old age, and with its 
growth and development the name of Theodore Beck must al- 
ways be most closely connected. If Sir Syed brought the College 
into being, it is Theodore Beck who guided its early steps and who, 
at a most critical period in its history preserved its existence. The 

death of Sir Syed was a most tremendous blow to the College 
and even some of its best and most faithful friends were in doubt 
whether it would survive the shock. But Mr. Beck'^s faith never 
wavered. The death of his old friend and leader was to him the 
signal for redoubled exertions. He took up the burden that then 
devolved upon him with unflinching courage and by a yearns un- 
remitting and arduous labour in the face of the most harassing 
difficulties, he succeeded in placing the College in a stronger and 
more stable position than it had ever occupied before. But it was 
at a terrible cost. In indifferent health at the time of Sir Syed^s 
death, not a moment^s respite wa<? granted him to recuperate, and 
the strain proved more than his impaired force could sustain, lo 
the work he loved he had already given sixteen years of unflagg- 
ing zeal and energy and now, alas, for it he has given Ids life. 

The verv deepest sympathy is felt on all hands fdi^Mrs. Beck 
in the terrible blow that lias fallen upon her. Slie haS^ at all limes 
identified herself closely with Mr. Beckys work and everyone 
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who lias been associated with Mr. Heck in his lilVs work will hasten 
to offer her liisdeep, and respectful sympathy. At such a time, 
human consolation can do little to assuage the bitterness of an 
irreparable loss, but it cannot but be grateful to her to know 
something of the universal honour and respect in which ^Ir. Beck 
was held. Meanwhile the most sincere prayers are beino* offered 
on all hands for her and for her infant child. 

The Funeral of Mr. Beck took place at Simla on ^[omlay, Sep- 
tember 4 th and was verylar^ly attended by the Eng-lish residents 
of Simla and by a ^reat number of Mubammedau residents and 
visitors. Lord and Lady Curzon were aniom^ the mourners. The 
pill bearers were the Hou^ble Mr. Ralei^'h (Legal member of the 
Viceroy's Council) Mr. A. H L. Fraser, Major (jrant, 'Officiatiiu,^ 
Inspector General of Musketry) and Capt Annesley, representini: 
the Lieut. Governor of the Punjab. 

The London Times on the Death of Mr. B^cL. 

In its obituary notice of the late Mr. Tiitolore Reck of the 
Muiiammadan College, Aiigarb the just to hand gives the 

following by a friend of the late principal: — ‘‘Yet another of 
those Englishmen wiio are building up the Empire in distant 
countries has fallen at bis post. Men who were at Catubriclge in 
the early eighties will remember Theodore Beck, sciiolar of 
Trinity and President of tl\e Union, as one of the most conspicu- 
ous figures in the Uinniversity life of the lime; bis finely chi- 
selled features and the ardour of his bovisii ideals were sufficient 
to arrest attention, but what particular! v charmed bis friends and 
made them feel ti»at lie was reserved for an unusual career was a 
certain romantic enthusiasm which seemed to belong rather to the 
age of Lamartine and the Great JCxhibition than to tnese lattei 
years. He disappeared from the horizon of bis English fiiends, 
as do all men who go out to Imlia, when be accepted the post of 
Principal in the recently founded college in Aligarh ; but, now 
that we hav^ to record, his death, I sl.o dd like to let them know 
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how amply he fulfilled the promise of his early days. When 
Beck landed in India in 18S3 Sir Syed Ahmed was g'iving* prac- 
tical shape to tiiat great rationlistic movement which was to re- 
generate the Mussulmans of India. Beck found himself thrown 
into tlie midst of a community the bulk of which was sullenly 
hostile to the Enirlish and all their ways, Sir Syed i\hmed saw 
that his people did not need to acquire the sciences of Europe 
alone, but also to readjust their ideas by an English • standard ; 
for such a change it was neces^arv not only that they should 
learn the matter of English text-books but shouhl also learn to 
love and admire individual Englishmen and follow them in the 
ordering of their lives. 

‘ Here Sir Syed^s movement was confronted by a very serious 
danger. It had proved possible to get a few intelligent Moslems 
to inquire about this new lii>:ht from the West, to profess tiieir 
willingness to acquire it if it should prove good, but how would 
the klnglisii behave? Would tluw sympat'hise with the desire of 
the iMussalmans to retain their own creed, streng'thened and puri- 
fied ? Would they, so notoriou^lv cold and unsympathetic, en- 
courage and foster th.e first beginnings of confidence and affec- 
tion ? Above all, would they hear with the slights and ingrati- 
tude which they mu-t inevitably receive from tlie more prejudiced 
portion of the community ? Tlie success of the movement depend- 
ed upon the answer to this question. It is gratifying to us as 
Englishmen to think that an Englishmen was found, whose 
generous sympathy exceeded all that Sir Syed Ahmad could have 
hoped for and that it was from an Englishman that he received 
his staunchest support and most devoted co-operation. If Sir 
Syed was the founder, Tlieodore Beck was no less certainly tlie 
builder of tlie College in Algarh and of the large hopes witii 
which it is synonymous. It was lie who gave practical form to 
-the generous aspirations in Sir Syed'^s mind, and who built up 
the internal organisation of the (college so that it has become the 
type of a new s> stem of collegiate education in India; it was he 
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who first saw the potential greatness of the movement and who 
gave expression to the vague desires of the Miissalraans of India. 
The Mnssalmans of India have the reputation of being a suspi- 
cious people, and when Beck first came among tliem they were 
in a particularly defiant mood ; tlieir first belief was that Beck 
was a spy sent by the British Government, but little by little they 
were led to put their trust in him by his transparetit candour and 
entire unselfislmess. 



^‘This is not the place to estimate the value of his educa- 
tional work, the immense importance of which no one in India 
will deny. I write to put on record my admiration of the noble 
disinterestedness of his aims and ray soirow tliat he has not 
been able to cany on liis work into the fulness of years. Only 
bis colleagues who were closely associated with him can properly 
appreciate the moral force wiiich was his true greatness. His 
invincible pluck triumphed over obstacles, mistakes, and discour- 
agements Although he was surrounded by men who are 
generally governed by envy and suspicion in judging their neigb- 
bours, he never lost faith in mankind, nor in the particular sec- 
tion of it with which he was concerned. Ilis life lias just been 
cut short by overwork in the most unhealthy sea.soii of the year 
and by anxiety for the welfare of his college, but he did not die 
before the value of bis labours liad been recognised by re- 
sponsible statesmen in India. JOnglisbmen at home can never 
realise bow much of the work of ionsolidating the Empire is 
done by men about whom no despatches or newspaper paragraphs 
are written ; done by men life d’eodore Beck who go among the 
people and win their confidence by sincerity and almost saintlike 
disinterestedness, men who charm into loyalty and lead them into 
tlie paths of civilisation. Euu'lishmen at home have heard hut 
little about Theodore Beck, but Ids name will long be remem- 
bered among the Mussalmans of India to whom lie devoted Ids 
life/^

The pioneer of the 6th of September writes as follows : — 

The news of the death of Mr. Theodore Beck will be every 
where received with a feeling of deep and widespread regret, and 



progress with something like consternation. After Sir Syed 
Ahmed, there was no one who had done as mucii for that cause, as 
the Principal of the Aligarh College, who has followed his vener- 
able chief and friend with such melancholy celerity. It was in 
the early years of the last decade that Mr. Beck came out irom 
Cambridge to take up the direction educationally of ti»e Anglo- 
Muhammadan College, which had started into existence in a very 
humble way about eight years before with a class of some twenty 
boys. Its founder, however, aimed from the first at high things; 
and as their architectural designs were in advance of their circum- 
stances so they determined not to wait until the state of theii 
classes justified the appointment of an jLnglish University man 
as Principal, but to obtain one at once. Mr. Syed Mahmood, who, 
if we remember right, was at the time in Bnglaiui, was commis- 
sioned to chose the new Head, and his selection fell on Mr. Beck. 
Never was there a more happy appointment. Mr. Beck had 
taken a good, though not a brilliant degree; but there have been 
many Senior Wranglers and Senior Classics who would nevei 
have been half wlmt lie was to be in his new siluaiion from a 
combination of qualities much rarer in life than a precocious 
facility for getting up books. The Aligarh College, as we have 
said, was but a small affair when he took it up ; but it was not 
long before he had it equipped with an excellent staff of European 
Professors, most of them as enthusiastic and disinterested as tlieii 
Principal : and he leaves it unquestionably the first educational 
Institution in these Provinces, whose influence has been felt by 



by those who are specially interested in the cause of Muhammadan 




all the other Colle<^es, Government and Private. It is not by the 
attendance rolls and University passes that Mr. ]3eck^s work is to 
be judged, thongii the results one might point to here would be 
ample ‘testimony to his success as an educationist ; hut rather 
by the moral standard. It is not too much to say that he im- 
ported a moral force into education in this part of India which 
was altogether absent before. For the lifeless and mechanical 
working of the Government system — so many rupees poured in 
at one end and so many p:vsses tun\ed out at the other — he sub- 
stituted live aims and higher standards. He could not of course 
have done this had he not had the support and sympathy of Sir 
Syed x\hmed. On ti»e other liand Sir Syed Ahmed would not 
have given his sympathy so freely to a man of a different charac- 
ter, hut lie was one who could fully appreciate the rare and un- 
selfish enthusiasm of Mr. 13eck^s nature; and the friendship and 
collaboration between them was as intimate as any tliat has ever 
united two men in a good cause. The death of the aged Syed 
eighteen months ago, was a severe sliock to Mr. Beck personally, 
and it was made heavier by the uiicei t liiity which the event threw 
over tlie future of tlie College. For himself ilr. Beck, we may 
be sure, cared little. He was not one or those who count the 
losses and gains of life in rupees, or his enthasiasm would have 
not remained with him so long : hut he was greatly apprehensive, 
and had reason to be, for the fate of his work. Eventually, thanks 
to the prompt support of the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor, 
Mr. La Touche, followed by the action of Sir A ntony MacDonnell 
on his return, the difficii; lies were tided over, and Mr. Beck had 
the immense satisfaction of seeing his beloved Institution placed 
on a securer basis than ever, so that in passing away he may have 
felt that his work was done. The influence of the ideals and 
standards iie set up at Aligarh has been felt all over tlie Province. 
Students in every college- are better and happier for them : and 
his example lias told upon tlie relations of European Professors 
and their pupils in every class room. No other Englishman in 
our time, in this part of India at any rate, has done anything like 
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the same work for education : and we may fairly say that all that 
he has done has been for good. 

The Times of India. 

The cause of higher education amongst the Indian Muham- 
madans lias sustained a serious blow in the death of Mr. Theodore 
Beck. I'hat cause has nowhere b^en more steadily advanced 
than in the Muhammadan Anglo-Oriental College at Aligarh, 
ai\-i it tiie College owes its present position to one, other than the 
valiant old Sir Syed Ahmed the debt is due to iMr, Beck. The 
venerable founder of the College and the distinguished scholar 
who presided over its work for the past decade and a half, have 
both passed away, and Aligarh i»as grave reason for lamenting 
this double bereavement. In each ease a very striking person- 
ality has been removed from tiie forefront of the not too 
numerous body of men, who have worked during the present 
generation for the inlelleetual and moral advancement of the 
Indian Mussaln.ans. Mr. Beck brought to work the best influen- 
ces that an Engli.sh gentleman and scholar can apply to the mould- 
ing of the character and intelligence of Oriemal youth. A man 
of fine sensibilty and nigh culture, his most congenial environ- 
ment no doubt would have been found in an English University. 
But high id'^ils are^iot thrown away, they are transplanted from 
a Western to an Eastern society, and certainly the ideal that Mr. 
Beck set before the students of Aligarh powerfully iiifluenced 
them for good. Possibly it proved in some ins lances to be a 
little beyond the reac’n of some of the young men who came 
under bis influenee. He liked to tell, in bis quiet humorous way, 
of a young Belucbi chief who, being suddenly called from College 
by dynastic accidents came to say good-bye to him. The princi- 
pal, as in duty bound, gave bis young pupil a valedictory 
allocution, in the course of which be urged him to apply, when 
he took possession of his chiefship the lessons in life and conduct 
which he had learnt at Aligarh. Thank you, sir, I will form 
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a Cricket Club"^ was tlie response. Tut Alio-nrli has inspired its 
alumni witli hig-her aims tlian the development of athletic 
sense, or it would have not been Mr. Beckys College. Mainly a 
residential College, the Principal and his English assistants— 
amongst whom more than one man of scholastic and liteiarv 
distinction was to be found — were in constant touch with the 
students, helping and encouraging them in their work, sharing 
in their games, and exhibiting to them in daily life tiui best 
aspects of scholarly and gentlemanly living. In such an Institu- 
tion the young Muhammadans of Upper India learnt a good deal 
more than the way to pass an examination and a mucii more 
exacting community than theirs would have been satisfied 
with the moral as well as intellectual results of the Aligarh 
training. Nor was it by economising plain speaking that Mr. 
Beck secured and retained the sincere liking for him which 
prevailed amongst the society that lie served so well. A 
singularly gentle and unaggressive man, with a finely discrimi- 
native turn of mind, no one was more outspoken than lie when 
tiie manifest shortcomings of the Indian Muliammadans called 
for censure. In the latest — and alas — bis last report he spoke 
strongly against the reactionary and obstructive attitude of the 
ignorant priest-bood in whom Englisli education amongst the 
Muhammadans bad found its bitterest opponents ; and he plainly 
declared that there did not seem miicli cbanfte of this liostilily 
ceasing until the type of Mnllali underwent a change, ''for lie 
lias a sound economic reason for opposing progress, inasmuch as 
the educated man is disinclined to contribute toliis incomc.^^ The 
candour with wliicb he criticised the sliort-coniings of the Indian 
Mus.salmans did not weaken the force of liis partizansliip — if such 
an attitude can be imputed to a man of sucli a singularly well- 
balanced mind — when lie wrote and spoke of the Muhaminadans 
as a political factor in Indian society, lie saw the essential 
good qualities of the races, and lie was keenly desirous that they 
should be recognized and developed and made the fullest use of. 
ills ideal Muhammadan was Sir Sved Ahmed, who, as pointed 




out in a rep")ri wriltt-n only a few weeks before liis deatli, 
'^desire 1 to create cordial feelings between Englislimcn and 
Muhammadans and to strengtiien the Government/^ If Mr. Beck 
was in his polemical writings the partizan of men who had that 
purpose in view, his partizanship was in need of no apology. The 
College flourished under wise and urbane control. He has left 
it witli over five luindred boarders on the roll, and with prospects 
tiiat would have been of i iie brighest had they not been dimmed 
by hre death. Sir Syed Aiime/s death had seriously embarrassed 
the College and threatened it- with difficulties, but the warm 
and generous response that was made to the appeal for a Sir Syed 
Ahmed Memorial Fund has rescued it from debt. But the College 
is working with an incomplete staff, and its permanent income 
needs to be enlarged. Tiie mantle of Sir Syed Ahmed has fallen 
upon Nawab Moltsin-ul-M ulk, whose friends throughout India will 
trust to iiis enthusiasm an 1 eloquence to make his leadership in 
this great work as successful as was that of Sir ^yed himself. 
The Nawab has for some weeks past be(*n in Bombay endeavour- 
ing to enlist the sympathy and help of his co-religionists in the 
promotion of Muhammadan education generally, and the work 
of tiie Aligarh College in particular. What the practical effect 
of his stirring appeal to his co-religionists a month ago has been 
we do not know, but if Mr. I5adroodin Kur^s series of letters* 
on tlie deplorable state of Muhammadan education in Western 
India can be taken as an expression of prevalent opinion, the 
awakening has come at last. Mr. Beck in his last report plainly 
stated that the real cause of Muiiammadan backwardness is not 
material but mental, and he illustrated this by his recent expreience 
at Badaon, where it was found that a large proportioii of the 
well-to-do Muhammadans persistently kept their boys from 
school. Tiiis indicates that the necessary corrective is to come, 
not in the shape of Government doles, but in the spontaneous 
activity of .Muiiammadans their.selves. 

Meetings of Condolence. 

Numerous meetings have been held in all parts of India 
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in order to give expression to tlie deep and widespread sorrow that 
has been caused by the news of the death of Mr. Theodore Ikvk. 

We give below a short account of such ineetin»-s as liave 
come to notice. 



Aligakh, 

Tlie trustees, staff, students, and friends of the College 
asseml)led in the Strachey Hall to express their deep sorrow at 
the sad and untirnel}'’ death of their Principal, M r. Theodore Heck. 
The HoaT>le Mr. Syed Mahinood, President of tlie Trustees, 
presided, and in a most affecting speech proposed the following 
resolutions, which were passed unanimously : — (1) That a vote 
of condolence be sent by telegram to Mrs. Beck at Simla, and 
tliat a similar message be telegraphed to ]\[rs. Joseph Heck, 
mother of Mr. l^eclc, in London, (.’i) That in recognition of 
the great services reiuler«*d hy Mr. Heck to the ("ollege in parti- 
cular, and to Muhammadans in general, a suitable memorial be 
founded in the College. 

A public meeting was held on the evening of the 18th Sep- 
tember in the Straeliey Hall of the (’ollege to take practical steps in 
connection with the proposed Beck Memorial. jMr. J. S. Ste- 
venson, C. S., who presided, opened the meeting. Nawab 
Molisin-ul-Mulk dwelt at length upon the abilities and services 
of Mr. Beck, and proposed the formation of a Central Com- 
mittee, Kazi Azizuddin Ahmed seconded. Moziimmilullali 
Khan, Bais of Bhikampur, spoke, and promised Bs. 1,000. 
Aflab Ahmed Khan, barrister-at-law, as an old pnpil of Mr. 
Beckys, bore testimony to tbe imperishable impression the late 
Mr. Beck had left upon the students of the College of the 
greatness and real nobility of the lilnglish character, and said 
that the lasting memorial to iMr. Beck was the minds of his 
pupils, in which a sincere respect for, and a true admiration and 
love of, the English people are implanted. The time for appre-

ciating Mr. Beckys services will be wlien lus pupils will go out 
into the world and shape the poliey of the nation and the 
country, and though Mr. Heck be dead, his influence will live 
and mould the present and future students of the College as 
much as his personal influence has moulded those of the past. 

On September 4th, a meeting of the members of the Siddons^ 
Union Club of the College was held to express sorrow at the 
untimely death of the President of the Club, j\Ir. Beck. The 
Vice-President, Mr. Ali Hasan, was in the chair. Mr. Aftab 
Ahmed Khan, Trustee of the (.’ollege, Mr. Sajjad Ryder, 
Secretary of the Club, and Mr. Mahomraed Hay at a member, 
spoke in feeling terms. A resolution proposed by the Chairman 
to send a telegram of condolence to Mrs. Beck was unanimously 
adopted. 

Meetings were also held of tlie Duty Society, the Cricket 
and Football Clubs to express tiie deep grief felt by tlie Presi- 
dents of the College at the loss of their beloved Principal. 



Barkilly. 

A MKETING of the Muhammadan students of Bareilly (’ollege 
was held on Friday, September 9th to express their regret and 
sense of loss sustained in tlie death of Mr. Theodore Beck. 
Telegrams of condolence were despatched to Mrs. Beck and to 
the Secretary of the Aligarh C’ollege. 



1^\RTABGARH. 

A meeting of the Muhammadan residents was held on Sunday, 
the 10th September, in the premises and under the presidency of 
Sheikh Kafayatullah rais, to express the deep sense of grief and 
loss which the Muhammadans of this place feel at the death of the 
late Mr. Theodore Beck. The meeting was convened at the 
instance of Syed Wazir Hasan, Higii Court Vakil, who, in a 
short speech, dwelt upon the good qualities of the deceased, aud 
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expressed the deep sense of loss which his d ^ath has occasioned to 
the Miiliammadan community in general and to the M.A.-O. 
College in particular. A resolution of condulciice was then 
adopted . 



Allahabad. 

A MEETING of the Muhammadan Union was held on the 5th 
September in the Muir College to express iv'gret at the sad and 
untimely death of Mr. Theodore Beck. Moulvi Syed Karaniat 
Hussein, Barnster-at-hiw, was in the chair. The audience was 
an unusally large one, consisting mostly of the local gentry and 
both the Hindu and Muhamuiadan students of the College. Syed 
Liakat Ali B..\., the Secretary, made a short speech in wiiieh lie 
described some of the important services which Mr. Beck liad 
done to the Muhammadan community, and unselfish efforts to 
advance Miiliammadan education. His speech was followed by 
those of Mr. Abid Ali, B.A., Mr. Azhar Ali, B.A., and Mr. Ali 
Mohamed. It was resolved that a vote of condolence be sent by 
telegram to the Secretary of the M.A.-O. College, who should 
also be requested to eonvej’ it to Mrs. Beck. The proceedings 
came to a close witii a short .speech from the President, wiio was 
so much moved that iie could say little. 

Shahjahanpuk. 

A meeting of ^‘Akhwan Ussafa^^ Shahjahanpur, was held 
on the 10th September, 1899, to express their sorrow and regret 
at the sad and untimely death of Mr. Beck, late Principal of 
M. A.-O. (mllege. All tiie principal Muliammadans of the city 
and the old and nev students of M.A.-O. College now at Shah- 
jahanpur were pre.seiit. The following resolutions were unani- 
mously passed : — (1) That this meeting expresses its deep sense 
of SOI low at tiie sad deatii of Mr. Beck and deem the accident 
a national loss. (£) That a telegram of condolence he sent to 
Mis.

At a meeting of past and present pupils of the Aligarh 
Collesre and of the chief Muhammadan residents of Moradabad, 
held on the lOtli instant, the fodowing resolution was unani- 
mously adopted : — “That this meeting expresses its deep sense of 
regret, ami sincere sympathy with Mrs. Beck on Mr. Beckys 
premature death. Tliis is a loss not only to Mrs Beck, but also 
to the welfare and prosperity of the Muhammadan c<^>mmunity in 
general, and to the M.A.-O. College in particular/^ 

A public meeting reprsenting educated Muslims was held 
under the auspices of the Youtig Mei/s Muhammadan Association 
at tile Paujah Observer Office, and a resobition was passed deeply 
regretting the death as a national loss and a blow to the cause of 
Muitammadan education.

The Hon^ble Khalifa Syed Muhammad llussjiin havinirex- 
plained the object for which the meeting had been convened, M.: 
Abdul Ghafur, read a short and appropriate speech in which he 
laid special stress on the fact that the loss was not only that to the 
Aligarh College, its students, and Trustees but to the whole com- 
munity. Munshi Imdad Hussain JMar then recited an elegy 
which he had composed specially for the occasion. 

Syed Nabi-Ullah, Barrister-at-Law, proposed the principal 
resolution expressing grief felt by the Mussulmans and llieir sym- 
pathy for the bereaved ladies. 'I'he resolution was seconded hy 
Mian Muhammad Shah, Barrister-at-Law, who in an impressive 
speech pointed out that the Aligarh College was undoubtedly the 
centre of Muhammadan education in this country and the sad 
death of its Principal, following as it did soon afier the death of 
its great and venerable founder, was a calamity the gravity of 
which could not be adequately measured.

Hakim Muhammad Ajmal Khan Sahib prop< sed that a 
telegram be sent to Mrs. Beck recognizing Mr. Beckys invaluable 
services to tiie Muhammadan College and expressing deep regret 
at bis untimely death and showing sympathy with Mis. Beck 
in Iier sad bereavement. The proposal was seconded byQiamul- 
lab Khan and passed unanimously.

Mr. Beck’s Last Appeal to the Mohammadans tf India. 

We print below an appeal froiii Mr. Heck to ibe Moliam- 
rnadans ot‘ India. It is invested with a very deep and pathetic 
interest by the Fact that it was one oF tlie the last tilings he 
wrote. Its abrupt commencement is sad evidence that his strength 
failed before he had time to complete this latest stirring manifesto 
on behalf of tiie work so dear to his heart : — 

Now leaving aside the Nawab of Kampur, who authorized 
the Lieutenant Governor to slate mat his subscription would be 
paid up after certain proposed alterations had been made in rlie 
College Rules, alterations wiiich have since been carried out, the 
two facts to wiiich I would draw attention are, first, that less 
than half tiie sums promised liave been paid; and second, tlie 
smallness of the total sum receive.!. I find that as a general rule 
a sum of money is not realised until a special eiTort has been 
made. This takes up a great deal of time and labour, so that 




we are forced into the dilemma, either of doing nothing and 
allowing tlie wltole business to subside, and our grand prospects 
of a great College rising ultimately into a Muhammedan Uni- 
versitr to vanish into smoke as the dieam of a decadent 
nation, or of giving time and labour to the disagieeable task of 
realising subscriptions, which might otherwise have been devoted 
to the internal management of the College, tarn not piepaied to 
accept the former alternative. Then as regards the second 
■point. In over a year’s work a sum of lb. 67, 000 only has been 

paid, of whieli more than ib. 10,000 has been paid by English. 

men, leaving a total of little over half a lakb contributed by 
the .Mubammedans in boiiour of their greatest man and for the 
cause of their national advancement. Tins moreover has been 
done with an enormous amount of talk and a good deal of self 
congratulation. I have said before, and I repeat it, and should 
like it to burn into the soul of every patriotic Musalmaii and fire 
him to effort, tliat. in a few weeks the English public paid down 
It' Lakhs foi a Muliam uedan College in the Soudan. And this 
two was but a drop in tlie ocean of English charity. 1 am not 
saving tiiis witli the object of praising my nation, but in the 
hope of inducing the Muhammedans to follow their example. 
I ask them to give for their own civilisation and prospeiity a 
sum equivalent to wiiat tlie English public gave spontaneously 
for the civilisation and prosperity of the iSlusalinans of tlie 
Soudan. 



If Muiiammedans want to know where yon siand ni educa. 
tioii, compared, not to the advanced nations of Europe, but to 
the other comiminities in India, the follouing fignios taken 
the Quinquennial Report of Education in India will inform them. 
In 1896-97 only 6 6 of the students in Indian ( ollege.s weie 
Muhammedans. The figure 5 years previously was 5 9 ; ami at 
first sight this sliows progress but this progress it tniiis out was 
mainly due to the general spread of Education in the 1 nil jab 
wliere'tlie proportion of Muhammedans is higher. Look at the 

full<)wim»- statist iori.

It will be observed that in Madras, Bengal, and the North 
West Provinces, the percentage has actually fallen. 

The figures as to the schools show a similar tale. The conclu- 
sion is that in spite of all our efforts the Muhammedans are not 
to any appreciable extent recovering their lost ground in the 
matter of English education. These are the facts. Now is there 
any doubt that it is urgently necessary that the Muhammedans 
should support an educational movement, if they have any aspi- 
rations to be a progressive nation ? Then what are they to do ? 
The thing is perfectly simple: show self denial and energy. 
Let them call to mind the character of the men of the early days 
of Islam. The prophet I have been told never enjoyed for a 
whole week two meals a day ; Hyat Ali as a mere boy was one

ot his most valutnl suppoi’ters ; the Khalifa Omar endured tlic 
hardships of t'ne commonest soldier. Now every man however 
luimble may do something : bnfc let us have action rather than 
talk. At the last Educational Conference enthusiasm grew so 
iiig-h that some speakers wished 5 Lakhs to be settled as the 
amount to be raised in the Punjab for tlie Memorial Fund 
Fin illy a Lakh and a half was decided on. The amount actually 
received has been fe.’20,970-l 2-0 most of this was paid before 
the meeting of the Conference. I appeal to tl»e Punjabis to 
make good their promise and show themselves men of their 
word. With these and other much more discouraging facts 
before me I should have been strongly tempted to say. “ The 
thing is impossible : the Muliamniedans cannot be raised ; 
their ease is hopeless : were it not that our old students have 

given proof^during the past year of enlightened public spirit 
and a capacity for action, 1 appeal to them and to the rising 
generation. Let nobody think that be is too poor or too insig- 
nilicatit to be able to do good work for his people. Let your 
work be continuous, like that of Tofail Ahrned, who keeps up 
the (/ollege Directory ; and not mere gusts of irii})ulse now and 
then, fitful starts that sputter like a firework and then vanish. 
I offer here on behalf of the College the gratitude we feel to 
many old students — to Habihullah of Meer\it, to Sakhawat 
Husain and Muhammed Ali of Bulandshahr, to Subadar Ghulam 
Jalani of Hong- Kong, to Kluisbi Mnliammed, to Siraj Ahmed, 
Sbaukat Ali, Muhammed Abdullah, Sheikh Abdullah, to our 
student trustees Aftab Ahmed Khan, Sultan Ahmed Khan, 
Zain-uddin, Badrul Hasan, and many others too numerous to 
mention, but each of whom has given })roof that he has in his 
heart a real love of the (/oliege. It is this spirit that some of 
our old students have shown, as well as others who are not 
our students — such men as Niaz Ali of Jhelurn, Amir Ali of 
Gili(it, Diwan Muhammed Husain and Mahdi Hasan Beg of the 
("entral Provinces — I mention but a few of them — this spirit, 
I say, shows that there are still sparks of life in the great nieit 



hoily ol:‘ The IiuHan Mulianimedans. The future will 8lio\v 
whetlier this nasoenl force of enlightened public spirit will be 
able to make headway against the indolence apathy and ignorance 
that enwrap the Indian Muhammedans as in a shroud, and will 
render the nation influential and honoured through its wealth 
and culture as h was in the days when Islam took up and lield 
aloft the torch of learning and civilisation/^ 



The Old Boy’s Annual Reunion. 

The animal reunion of the old boys of the M.A.-O. 
Collegetookpla.ee on October 12th. Though, as was to be 
expected, tbe acceptances in no way corresponded with the imin- 
ber of invitations issued still the very fair number of 40 old 
boys assembled on the 12th instant. The difficulties of bring- 
ing together from distant ])laces a number of men mostly in 
the public service is very considerable and therefore, we think 
that the number may be considered satisfactory, being five more 
than the number present last year. 

We give below a brief account of the proceedings of a most 
interesting meeting. 

On October tiie 11th a meeting of the Sub-Committee of 
the Old Bovs was held to consider the resolutions to be brought 
forward in the meeting of the Old Boys that was to be held 
next day. 

Tile meeting of the 12th October was very largely attended, 
the present Students evincing great keenness in watching the 
proceedings of the Old Boys meeting. Mr. Shaukat Ali. a 
prominent Ex-Student of tiie (College, was voted to the chair. 

The first resolution that the Old Boys passed was the 
following : — • 

That this meeting of the Old Boys assembled in the meeting 
express their deep sorrow at the untimely death of Mr. Theodore 
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Beck, tlie principal of the M A.*0. College, and regard it as a 
calamity for the Musalman Community. 

Tlie resolution was moved by M. Baiiadnr Ali, M.A.,L.L.B.^ 
and unanimously carried. 



Shaik Abdnllalj, B. A., L L. B , proposed tiiat steps 
should be taken to perpetuate tlm memory of the late Mr. Beck, 
and that every member of the Old Boys Association, that is every 
Ex-Student of the ('ollege, should try his best for tlie memorial.^' 
This motion was seconded by Syed Raza Ali Sahib and nnaniin- 
ously adopted. 

Various suggestions were made as to the form tliat tiie 
memorial should take, but it was decided tliat tliis should be left 
to the discretion of the Central Committee of the Beck Memorial 
Fund but that the Ex-Students should not on that account relax 
their efforts to contribute and collect morney for the Fund.

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Tlie following’ ofciier resolutions were passed that: — 
Resolution III. 'Fiie Resolutions passed on the 18th July, 1898 
should be reconsidered by tins meeting. 

In pursuance of the above, the following resolutions were 
passed. 

(1) It is incumbent on every Ex-Student to pay one 
Inonti^^s income, or some amount convenient to him, to the Sir 
Syed Memorial Fund either at once or by instalments. 

(:Jj The Old Boys of the M.A.-O. College wish that 
whenever an Ex-Student of the College visits a station, he 
should call on the Old AUygharians resident in that town, without 
any consideration of the Social position or Seniority of himself 
or (d the gentlemen visited. 

Resolution. — IV This association considers it advisable that 
local committees of Old Boys be formed in every place vvherever 
it be possible, and that such local committees shouid keep them- 
selves in communication with the central association of tlie Old 
Ibiys at Aligarh. 

Resolution V . — Wherever such local committees be formed 
and the Old Boys at sucli places he unable on account of some 
unavoidable reason of the greatness of distance, to attend the 
Old Boys dinner at Aligarh, they should hold a dinner on the 
date fixed in tlieir respective places. 

Res dution /7 -Tiiis association expresses its sense of gratitude 
and satisfaction to Nawab Mohsm-iil Mulk for his indefatigable 
efforts on behalf of tlie M.A.-O College, and its confidence in the 
present management, under which the College, its finances, and 
tlie nnmher of students has greatly improved. It further express- 
e.s its regret at the attitude taken by Mirza Abid AH Beg Sahib 
Qazalbasb in pnblisliing groundless and false charges against 
the rnanagoment of the College. 
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This resolution was brought forward by Cli. Kliuslii 
Mohammed Khan who introduced it with a short hut vigorous 
speech. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The first meeting of the Old Boys then came to a close, 
and Nawab Mohsin-ul Mulk delivered his lecture on ‘Tslam, its 
fundamental principles, and blessings conferred by it.'^ The 
lecture was a very learned exposition of the tenets of Islam and 
the audience were very greatly impressed by his eloquent ex- 
hortations to follow the teaching o£ Isbirn and to carry on the 
great and noble work inaugurated by the late Sir Syed. 

*rhe Second meeting of the Old Boys was held at i^-30 in 
which many importanf resolutions were passed. 

Resolulion VII , — Every Old Boy shall pay one rupee for 
the expenses of the Old Boys Association whether l;e attends the 
dinner at Aligarh or not. 

UetiolMlion VIII , — The Old Boys Association tlunks it neces- 
sary that every ex-studeiit of tiie College should try his best for 
the improvement of the College Magazine by Subscribing and 
contributing to it. 

Besohetion IX , — The old Students of the College should 
try to further the cause of the Sir Syed Memorial Fund in addi- 
tion to their personal contributions to it, and local Committees 
should be formed wherever it be possible to do so. 

It was further resolved that the Ctuitral Standing Committee 
of Sir Syed Memorial Fund he requested to help the Old Boys by 
sending collectors where necessary. 

Mr. Tipping, the acting principal, read an unfinished article 
by tbe late lamented Mr. Beck. The article was almost the last 
tliiiifj written by Mr. Beck and was addresssd to the Old Boys, 
and contained an appeal to them to continue the work. 



R eKohriiou X — That on the occasion oF the anniversnrv of 
the death of Sir Syed subscriptions should be raised for t/he Me- 
morial Fund, and tiie Old Boys should make special efforts for it. 

Resolution XI . — The next meetinfir of the Old Boys Associa- 
tion will be held during- the Dasserah holidays of the next year. 

The annual dinner took place in the evening at 8 o^clock and 
was attended by upwards of 300 past and present students and 
guests. The arrangements which were in the hand of Zianllah 
Khan, the superintendent of the (k)llege Dining Hall were admi- 
rably carried out, and every one professed the greatest satisfaction 
at the capital dinner tliat was provided. 

After dinner Mr. Mohammed Asghar on behalf of the 
present students proposed the healtli of the Old Boys and in 
felicitous terms expressed their pleasure in seeing their predecessors 
once more amongst them. 

Mr. Shaukat Ali responded in a capital speecii. He said 
there were doubtless maiiy there who chafed sometimes at the 
discipline and restraints of College life but they who had gone 
out into the world knew liow mucli they would now give for the 
society and companionship tliey had enjoyed in their College 
days, and how they all looked back with longing to their bright 
and happy undergraduate days. 

Hyder Hassan then read an Urdu poem. 

Mr. Tipping who followed welcomed the Old Boys on 
be’nalf of the College staff. He alluded to the terrible loss the 
Colleire had sustained in the luss of their beloved principal and 
spoke of the confidence which he always placed in his old students. 
Mr, Beck had high ideals of education, and it was because he 
had these ideals and because he felt that tiie College was leaving 
the impress of its individuality upon every student who came 
under its influence that he was able to appeal witn confidence to 
them, tlie Old Boys of tiie College to carry on to a successful 
issue the work that was going on in Aligarh. 
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Mr. Zartiaii Meluii Kiiaii followed and in well chosen words 
expressed the pleasure they all felt in welcoming’ once more to 
their College their brothers of past days. 

Nur Ullah Shah and Wahid Ho?ain then read poem^ and 
were followed by tlie ever popular College '' LongfelJow '' ,Mr. 
Kushi Mohammad, who read an admirable poem which we 
print in our Urdu columns. 

Nawab Mohsin-ul-Mulk brought a most iiappy and successful 
evening to a close in a touching and eloquent speech. 

College News. 

The Old J3oys Reunion meeting has been the mam event 
of the past fortnight. In another place we give an account of 
the proceedings which were characterized by happy spirit of 
fellowship and unanimity. The pervading feeling was one of 
deep regret at the terribly sad loss of our beloved Principal 
Mr. Beck, but at the same time there was on all Jjands nwnifest 
and earnest desire to carry on the work to which he devoted the 
unflagging energy and enthusiasm of sixteen years, and a spirit 
of hopefulness as to the future such as Mr. Beck himself would 
have wished for. 

It was touching to hear one after another of the old students 
testify in words full of the deepest feeling to the respect 
and honour in which he held his late Principal and to his 
gratitude for all that Mr Beck liad been to him and done for 
him. One could not but feel that Mr. Beck was to the ma- 
jority of his pupils aot merely a master and professor but a trusted 
guide and a dear friend. 

The collectors of the Duty have been very busy during the 
last vacation and have brought in upwards of Rs. 1,200 t this is 
a very gratifying result of the meeting that was lield last June 
before the breaking up of tlie College, both on account of the 
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very substantial addition to the funds of this useful society and 
because of the witness it bears to the keen interest that many 
students take in tiie welfare of their Collei^e and their willing’- 
iiess to work for it in our next inimber we intend to give a 
f-ull list of the sums collected. 

Before these lines appear we hope that Mr. xMorison will have 
returned from England. The English staff of the College has 
for some time past been represented by Mr. Tipping alone and 
the arrival of Mr. Morison and another Professer will be a very 
welcome reinforcement. 

The College Library has just received the very welcome 
addition of some 300 volumes. Among the new books are a 
number of very valuable works on the History of India, many 
of them of unique interest. Mr. Beck during the last few years 
devoted especial attention to Indian History and Economics and 
one of the last benefits lie conferred upon tiie College \vas the 
purchase of this very valuable collection of books in ^Simla. 



N,'W. P. Government Report and the death of Mr. Beck. 

In the Government Report on Public Instruction in the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh whicii we have just received, 
occur the following remarks from the Government on tlie death 
of Mr. Beck. 

The Director had received no report from tiie Muhammedan 
Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, previous to the preparation of 
tiie Provincial report, in which therefore he was unable to deal 
with this important institution. The non-submission of the 
College report, and incompleteness of the returns, are doubtless 
accounted for by the illness of the Principal, which, the Lieute- 
nant-Governor and Chief C'ommissioner learns, as tliis sentence is 
being written, ended in Mr. BeckV death. A greater loss to the 
cause of Muhammadan education in tiiese Provinces could not 
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have happened, coining so s.ioii after the death of the founder of 
the College, Sir Salyid Alined, and before the College bad quite 
surmounted the ditlicuhies thereby entailed. The deatli of Mr. 
Beck is a specially reirrettable event. It will require exceptional 
prudence, unanimity, and resolution on the part of tbe Muliam- 
madaii leaders to prevent the consequences of the double loss from 
being disastrous to the College, 



The Theodore Beck Memorial Fund. 

At a meeting held in the College on Oct. 9th Mr. Llewellyn 
Tipping was elected Honorary Secretary and Treasurer of the 
above Fund. It was resolved to publish an appeal in the 
various English and Vernacular papers on behalf of the Fund, this 
has since been done and subscriptions are beginning to come iu. 

I'lie form which tbe memorial is to take has as yet been left 
undfcided. It will naluraily depend chiefly upon ti»e sum event- 
ually realized, but every care will be taken by tlie Central 
Committee to make it such a memorial as Mr. Beck himself 
wouid have wished for.

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We observe with pleasure that under the auspices of the 
Muslim Patriotic League the above-named Club has been estab- 
lished at 4 Regent^s Park Terrace, N. W. The need for an 
institution of that kind for Muslims is too self-evident to require 
any lengthy remarks in supoort of its establishment. The Club 
already provides for its members a Library, a Reading Room,

a Pro-Mosque, and a Lecture Hall. 

The following are some of the objects of the Club:*^ 

] , To supply a local habitation for the social and religious 
requirements of the Followers of the Proplieb, from all parts of 




the world, resident in Great Britain. 
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2. To nrovide (a) a Library containing the principal books on 
Islam written by Muslim or non-Mussulman authors, with other 
works interesting to Muslim students or visitors sojourning in 
the metropolis, as well as to Britisii scholars and statesmen seek- 
ing light on Islamic literature, politics, and law ; [h) a Reading 
Room, containing tiie principal newspapers and periodicals pub- 
lished in Islamic couti tries, as well as European or American 
reviews in which articles appear iiaviug special reference to Islam 
or its followers. 

3 To endeavour to promote social amity and good nnder- 
standing between Englishmen and Orientals, by inviting distin- 
guished Oriental visitors to the social entertainments of the Club, 
and introducing them to British scholars and statesmen interest- 
ed in the welfare of the Oriental world, and vice verm. 

4. To, from time to time, invite distinguished persons to 
deliver lectures on the burning questions of the day, particularly 
affecting the Muslim world, for the benefit of the members of 
the Club and their guests. 

5. To bring to the notice of the Muslim public remarkable 
books published in Europe on any Islamic question, by reviewing 
the same in the Muslim press, and introduce distinguished Mus- 
lim authors to the literary public in England and America by 
reviewing their masterpieces in the press of two countries 

6. To enlist the moral as well ns the material svmpathy of 
the thinking portion of the British Public towards tlie establish- 
ment of a Muslim University in India, and promote the interests 
of the Muslim Educational Conference, by enlightening public 
opinion in this country on the educational wants of the Mussul- 
man subjects of the Queen -Empress. 

7. To offer all possible assistance to Muslims on their arrival 
in this country, and supply every information regarding the 
educational and other institutions of this country to Muslin's 
abroad. It shall endeavour to supervise the studies and look

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after the coniforls of Muslim students, should their parents desire 
its ('ouncil to do so.

In our last number we give on account of the proceedings 
of Annual Olrl Boys Reunion, and this, therefore, seems a 
fitting* occasioiT to inquire into the meaning and purpose of such 
lie-unions and to attempt to set forth the possibilities that such 
an Association suggests.

It ii/* perhaps scarcely necessary to say that the formation 
of the Association had some object beyond the pleasant gather- 
ings and cheerful convivialities that form so attractive a part 
of the annual re-union meetings. It is no doubt an excellent 
thing that old friends and classfellows should meet one another and 
have a pleasant t^ime together ; but this is quite the least of the 
purposes for whicii the Re-unions are organized, and if it were their 
only purpose, we sliould scarcely think them worth organizing. 

It can never be too often repeated that the purpose of a 
College is not tiie mere passing of examinations but the training 
of tiie mind and formation of character, and that this can only be 
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accomplishedby tlie cultivation of close personal relati.m of 
student with teacher, and of student with student. Hut the 
present must always be tl»e heir of tlie past ; and this is never 
more strikingly true than in the case of such a ( olleiie as >ve 
have spoken of. It lives not merely by what it is in itself but 
still more by what has been handed down to it by bygone 
generations of students. Its staff of teachers and its curriculum 
of studies are most important readily appreciable parts of its 
equipment but quite as important are its esprit de corps and that 
indefinable but inestimably powerful influence which we sum 
up in the word ^toneh In this are gathered up the traditions 
of the past and it is this tiiat determines the moral standard of 
the present ; it is the tone of the place wi’.ich guides and governs 
in matters of life and conduct that are scarcely touched by 
the ordinary laws and regulations of a College. 'Happy is the 
nation that has no history ' is the falsest of epigrams and it is 
doubly false when applied to a place of education. Nowhere 
is the influence of the unwritten law <»f tradition more .strong 
and full of life than in a society of young men as ^yet without 
experience of the world. Youth is tiic period of hero woiship 
and rightly or wrongly to the undergrad imte of to-day the men 
of a generation past are heroic. Their feats are the ones they 
themselves would emulate and their honours are such as they 
would covet. It is therefore in every way to be desired that 
the connexion between tlie two should be maintained and the 
fellowsiiip strengthened by re-unions such as we are now speaking 
of. To the past generation is afforded an opportunity of le- 
viewing their own life in that of their successors and of foiming 
\ a juster and more unbiassed judgement of its purpose ; to the 
present generation is given the stimulus, and encouragement of 
same association wit'n those who have been broughr up under the 
conditions as themselves and at the same time a wider view of 
Uie scope and aim of the education which they as yet only pai 
tially comprehend. Tiie past sees itself more clearly while the 
the present realizes more fully the duties it owes to the past. 




And xvl,il,-n le-nnion of this kind is fruitful in ^^ood to pastor 
piosciit siudents it is also of tlie highest advantage to the College 
itself, hor, after all, a (h)llege is an association and not a place 
and its life is hound up in that of its ineinbers whether of to-day 
(■r of yesterday. If its luembers are deeply interested in its 

welfare it will grow and flourish, if their interest in it is weak 

and flrcting it will reflect that apathy in itsgrowtii and develop- 
ment. In the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge the greater 
part of 1 he teaching staffs and governing bodies of different, 
(colleges and of the University itself are supplied from past stu- 
dents ; and this is undoubtedly one of the chief sources of their 
power and influence To a man trained in the traditions and 
imbued with the love of his College the future welfare of their 
College may safely and confidently committed. To whose care can 
the honour of the family be better entrusted than to a son of 
t he bouse ? 

It i.s therefore tor these and many otiier reasotis, which we 
cannot now enter upoti, that we would urge the Old Hoys of our 
( ollege, to whom its welfare is a matter of moment, to make it 
their serious bits' ne.ss that the Old Hoys Association shall be 
a strong atid increasingly influential society.

Mr. Beck and M. A. 0. Cricket Club. 

Mr. Beck’s deatli lias been a very heavy blow to the various 
institutions of the College; to none of these has his loss been 
heavier than to the Cricket Club. In liim the Club has lost one 
of its best supporters, and we might almost say the foundei 



oi^anisei of ihe ( lub. In this connection, I think, it will not 
be out of place to point out briefly the intimate relation and in- 
dissoluble connection of Mr. Beck with the Club and the re- 
markable improvement and progress it made under him. 

It is about 16 years since he came out to India as Principal 
of tile M. A. O. College. Bring naturally gifted with powerful 
imaginaiion sound judgement and keen insight into evervihiiiir 
he at once perceived that the elevation and regeneration of the 
Mahoraedan nation lay not so much in imparting- to tlie Maho- 
medan youths mere secular education but also giviiiir them such 
sound moral and piiysical training as would best mould their 
character and adopt them to the various duties of life. With 
this object in view he at once showed liis profound interest in 
the improvement of the Cricket Club. Before Mr. Beck's time 
there existed a Cricket Club in the College but it was bv no 
means superior to those of otlier Colleges in India. But in the 

very first year of his arrival the Cricket Club showed signs of a 
new life. 

Before Mr. Beck's time the English gentlemen of the station 
hardly if ever came to play witii the College boys but now 
matches between tiie College and the Station became a matter of 
course. The chief feature of these matches was the luncheon or 
match days with which the station gentlemen used to entertain 
the College hoys. Now the chief object erf Mr. Beck hi encourag- 
ing Cricket was to enable the Mahomedan youths to come in contact 
with the English on familiar terms and equal grounds, Tiie popu- 
larity and the high esteem in which Prince Ranjitsinji is held by 
the public in England conclusively shows the value which the 
English as a nation attacii to the game of cricket and no one knew 
so well as Mr. Reck that one of the best means of bringing the 
ruler and the ruled together was the cricket ground and the re- 
sult shows tiiat he was quiet right. The popularity of the 
College students with English officials is in no small measure 
due to our success in the Cricket Field, Sir Syed and Mr. 
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Heck were perfecjtly at one in tlie view and all those who have 
viohtly studied the present wants of the Mahomedaus of India 
w/L in my humble opinion take the same view, Both Sir Syed 
and Mr. Beek had to face a >> reat deal of opposition on th is 
account owin»- to the erroneous assumption of their opponents 
that good cricketers can cut but a poor figure in examinations. 
It was said tbe interests of the Examination Hall were sacrificed 
to those of tbe Cricket Field But tbe success of onr cricketers 
in tbe various walks of life proves beyond tbe shadow of a donht 
bow hopelessly mistaken these ignorant and short sighted 

critics were. 

Besides this, the advantages to the College from the mam- 
tenauce of cricket are manifold. I have neither time nor space 
at my disposal to dwell upon them but this much will be admit- 
ted on all bands t.iiat most Euglisbmen know tbe institution 
chiefly on account of its Cricket Club and many of the best 
friends of the College are tl.ose with whom we have played tl.e 
game. In short the Cricket Club in it.s relation to tl.e College 
holds almost the same place as the Rducalioiial ('onferencej hotii 
explain and propagate the aims and objects of the instUution 
though in ditterent ways and perhaps the metiiod of the Cricket 
Club is the surest. Considering therefore the innumerable benefits 
the College derives from theChdcket Club and the substantial bene- 
fits that accrue from it to its students I have every reason to 
hopeti.at ti.e policy of Sir Syed and Mr. Beck in this respect will 
be faitiifully adhered to.

Foot-ball.

To 
do so we wisli to appoint Lieutenants in each and every class 
to continue their dumb-bell exercising regularly I hope to 
give a fuller account of tho development of the bodies of all the 
students that are put to dumb-bell exercises in the next issue.

ETAiEATT. 
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The Prospects of the Mohammadans of India. 

On another pag*e we report a interesting* discussion tiiat took 
place in tiic College Debating Society upon the condition and 
prospecls of the Moluimmadans. Though the question was 
raised in it widest and most general aspect, it naturally narrowed 
itself into a consideration of the condition and prospects of the 
Mohammadans of India. 

The proposer of motion in an excellent speech dwelt upon 
the too painfully numerous evidences of decay that the present 
condition of the Mohammadans of India furnishes ; he dwelt 
upon their lack of enterprise, their apathy, their want of unselfish 
patriotism and their backwardness in education. All these 
charges, also, arc only too strongly supported by facts ; but it is 
not our purpose to enlarge upon them at the present moment. 
He then went on to adduce examples from the history of the 
world of the decline and fall of nations and peoples and to aigite 
that, as nations had decayed and fallen in the past, never to lise 
again, so was it now with the ^lohammadans and the sooner 
-they faced and accepted the situation the better it would be for 

them. 
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liut in spite of liis excellent arg*iiments, tlie speaker failed 
to convince his audience ; and we think rig-htl v so. For to bej»-in 
with historical analog-ies are dangerous and imperfect things. 
History, in spite of what has been said to the contrary, never 
repeats itself and no two series of events are precisely parallel in 
their causes or in their results. Inductive reasoning is always 
attended with danger from the simple fact that we are seldom 
able to multiply instance.s sufficiently to be able to set down our 
conclusions as exact and infallible ; and this is specially the case 
in historical matters, where the instances must, of necessity, be 
comparatively few and the circumstances never identical. 

Again it is ti>e habit of a slavish mind to be entirely bound 
and fettered by custom and example. It is the slothful man, 
we read, who says ^there is a lion without, I shall be slain in 
the streets ; and to-day we find men as ready as of old to find 
excuses for their own sloth and folly. But to the strong and 
resolute man the records of history are not rules to which he is 
bound to conform his life and conduct, they are rather beacons 
and sign posts which warn him of the dangers he has to shun and 
point out the path he is to pursue. Custom and convention 
may bind the weakling but the strong man brushes them aside 
when they come into conflict with the settled purpose of his life. 

In Sir Syed we have a striking example of the power of a 
strong man inspired by deep conviction and purpose. He like 
the majority of his fellow countrymen, was only too well aware 
of the degeneracjy of the Mohammadans and of their inferiority 
in moral fibre to the founders and apostles of their faith. But 
to look back upon lost glories of Islam and to lament its present 
low estate was not enough for him. His people he knew had 
fallen low, but no arguments whether founded upon their history 
in the past or upon their condition in the present, could convince 
him that their case was hopeless, or induce him to sit with 
folded hands in slothful submission to fate. He realized, as the 
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llon^ie Mr. Ralei^li pointed out in the debate the other evening', 
tiiat exceptional advantages were afforded to tlie Mohammadans 
of India under tlie beneficent rule of the British Govern- 
ment of recovering something of their past greatness and of 
proving that they were worthy of tlieir illustrious predecessors. 
Justice, religious effort, toleration and a fair-field for individual 
effort were given them, and he steadfastly refused to believe 
that they were so deeply sunk in prejudice and bigotry as lo 
make no effort to use their opportunities. His whole life was 
spent in strenuous efforts to induce bis people to bring them- 
selves into the line of modern progress and to bestir themselves 
before they were left hopelessly behind in the race. 

The work which Sir Syed did in co-operation with men of 
his own race and with Englishmen, foremost among whom was 
the late lamented Mr. Theodore Beck lias been a great one. 
Time alone will shew bow great. Sir Syed lias gone from us, 
Mr. Beckys death lias followed with lamentable speed ; but their 
work still lives, and will continue to live. And it is because we 
are convinced that there are many among us imbued with the 
principles of Sir Syed and fired witii his zeal that we utterly 
refuse to believe in the ruin of the Mohammadans of India or to 
consider their case hopeless. 



College News, 

The chief events of the past fort-night have been the depar- 
ture of Mrs. Beck for England and the visit of the Hon^ble 
Thomas Raleigh, legal member of the Yiceroy^s Council. 

The departure of Mrs. Beck has intensified the terrible 
feeling of loss and berenveineiit occasioned by the death of our 
beloved Principal. Mrs. Beck has always taken the keenest and 
kindlest interest in the work of the College and the welfare of 
its students and her departure from Aligarh seems to make the 
severance of Mr. Beck from the ( ollege he loved more complete 
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and liTeN^oeable. On evoi’y liaiid there have been manifestations 
o£ the deepest and most respectful sympathy with Mrs. Beck 
in her immeasurable sadness ; and the way in which Mrs. Beck 
has received these expressions of feeliiiir iuis te.stified to the deep 
interest slie still continues to take in the work for which Mr, 
Beck gave his life. 

We print below an address which was presented to Mrs. 
Beck bv the students of the Colleire on the occasion of hertakinor 

*/ o 

her final leave of them. The addn-ss was read by Mir Wilayat 
Hosain the 2nd Master of the School and one of the oldest 
pupils of Mr. Beck. It runs as follows : — 



To Mrs. Theodore Beck. 

Madam, 

We, the pupils of our beloved Principal, the late Mr. Theo- 
dore Beck — vour good and noble husband — , most respectfully 
approach you with feelings too deep and intense to be expressed 
in any words at our command. Our relations witli onr Principal 
were of a particularly intimate nature — in fact he was more 
thar. a father to us. His fatiierly affection and reirard for us, 
his incessant solicitude for our welfare in all departments of our 
life, his constant endeavours in our interest and that of our 
community — these and many other gracious and noble deeds of 
his we shall always remember with feelings of deepest and 
sincerest gratitude. But it is not for us to ieW i/oic what Mr. 
Beck was to us : what he did for ns in the past and what more 
he promised to do in the future. 

We fully realize the fact that'tiie deatli of your beloved 
husband is to you much more than your own; and that this life 
is now as nothing to you. But will it not be some consolation 
to you to feel tliat iiundredsand tiiousands of Moliarnmedan hearts 
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are in full sympathy with yours; and tliat we, your husband^s 
now unfortunate pupils, are fellow-mourners with you. 'Ihe fact 
that an ICuglisiimau, coming* from a distant land, devoted his 
noble life to the raising of a fallen people is an event which will 
remain impressed on the page of time and the hearts of tlie Indian 
Musulmdns for ever. We know that we are poor, weak, and 
children of a fallen nation; but, believe us, dear madam, we still 
possess humble liearts, full of love, admiration and lasting esteem 
for the tri-cat llluirlishman w'uo was our truest friend. 

It is impossible for us ever to repay liini, or any one on his 
behalf, for the services he rendered to us and our community. 
But tliere is one thing which we, his devoted pupils, will always 
try to do, we will keep always in mind the lessons he strove to 
teach us, and do our utmost to accomplish the objects he had at 
heart. The ideas which he has implanted in our minds, and the 
impress which he has given to our characters, we shall endeav- 
our to the best of our ability to maintain. The (^dlege for which 
he eventually sacrificed his life, and the Empire which he loved so 
much, it will be our sacred duty to serve. And it is our firm 
conviction that though j\Ir. Beck be dead, yet his great work 
will live — it shall live in our ideas, our cliaracters and our deeds. 

You are now going to leave us and the place where you, 
along with your noble husband, did so much to help a poor com- 
munity. Your loving regard for our welfare, your constant care 
for the comfort of your husband^s pupils, and your tender and 
affectionate nusing of the sick boarders— these and many other 
acts of Christian virtue will always be memorable in the history 
of our College. We are aware that you were dearest and nearest 
to our beloved Principal, and whatever was dear to him is dear to 
us. It is therefore with tearful hearts that we have’now come to 
bid you farewell ; and as in Mr. Beck'^s death we have lost a 
father, in your departure* from amongst us we are lovinir a mother.

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We most sincerely and earnestly goffer you our fervent 
prayers, for you and your ehikrs" safe voyage and iiappy life, 
and i:i the end respectfully beg you never to forget your hus- 
baiuks pupils. 

On the morning of Wednesday November 15th, Mrs. beck 
and her infant child accompanied by the Hon^ble Thomas Raleigh 
left Aligarh for England. A large number of the students of 
the College were at the station to take their last leave of her. 



The Hon^ble Thomas Raleigh, legal member of the Viceroy^s 
Coimcil, has been spending a week in Aligarh as the guest of 
Mrs. Beck. Mr. Raleigh, wlio is deeply interested in Education- 
al questions, has taken the opportunity to i inspect the various 
institutions that are engaged in carrying on the work of the 
College and ’has manifested the keenest interest in what is going 
on here. Mr. Raleigh was entertained at afternoon parties 
given by Nawab-Mohsin-ul-Mnlk, by the graduates of the College, 
by the students and also at a dinner in the Strachey Hall. 

On Monday, Novemher 15th Mr. Raleigh was present at a 
debate at the Siddons Union and to the gratification of the 
members present, took part in the debate of which we give 
fuller details on another page.

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Madam Blavatsky, and Mrs. Annie ]5esitm who juofVss to 
know more about the fate of the nations and individuals, Ilian ue 
poor mortals can ever dream of. And yet we can boast of poss- 
essing- a member, who has been outbidding the Alahatinas in 
oracular declarations. Mr. Alohamed Asghar is our Alahatma 
and he says that the “ Alohammedans shall never rise aoain " 
There was a trep.iendous g'atliering of eager members, all of 
whom were eager, to i»ear his arguments. And tlie mover, ic can- 
not be denied, made a very good stand, and supported bis proposi- 
tion with strong arguments. But the members, refused, as wag 
natural, to believe that the hand of fate will not relent in their 
favour, and tliat destiny had singled them out (all of the mem- 
bers present, beingMohammedaiis) for perpetual degradation, or 
worse still for eventual extinction. So there was a general 
outcry against the motion and Alohamed Hyat voiced the feel- 
ing of the whole audience when he said that he was sure the 
Alohammedans will make progress. And the svippm t he gained 
in speahers was not meagre, Abdul Hameed, Sahibzada Afiab 
Aluned Khan, B. A. Barrister-at-law. Moluuned Abliar, Ashraf 
All, B. A. Latafat Hosain, all protesting vigorotislv against the 
proposition. In spite of all this, however, there wem ihne 
gentlemen, KhoWayab Ghulam-us-Saylain, B. A. L. L. B. J„r- 
pector of Schools, Gulharga, Hydirabad Deccan, and an ex-stu- 
dent of the College, Alohamed Yakub and Saidn.hiin, win. 
regarded the outlook for the Alohammedans as glooinv as the 
proposer represented it to be. On a division, it „as found that 
notwithstanding the predictions of the mover to the contrary 
the members were sanguine in the hope that il.eir nation will 
one day rise in the scale of civilization, fur they rejected the 
motion, by 59 votes to 14.. 

But this decision of the House did not daunt the Hon’hle 

mover; on the 18th of this month, he again introduced his pro- 
position for the reconsideration of the members who, he hoped, 
tnlght modify their opinion. But this time he fared 
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even worse. In speakers he had only one supporter, and six 
opposers, as to voters, 11 voted for him, while not less then 90 
went against him. This debate will ever he remembered in the 
history of the cdub as it enjoyed a unique distinction, the 
Hon^ble Mr. Raleigh, legal member of His Excellency the 
Governor-GeneraFs Executive taking part in it. The whole 
house was elated to find that he was against the motion. 

Mr. Raleigh said that before he spoke of the matter before- 
the house, ho would, with the permission of the President like to 
express his saiisfaction at being present at the debate and the* 
pleasure with which he had listened to the speakers who ha4 
preceded him. He knew there were some people who disapproved 
of such debating societies on the ground that they taught young 
men to talk a lot of nonsense about subjects of which they knew 
nothim^-. He was afraid there was a good deal of nonsense talked 
in debating societies, at any rate such had been his experience 
at Oxford and at Cambridge, iiut he had found that whenever 
nonsense had been laikea liiere had always been some one present 
who pointed out the fact, and he hoped that in this Society too 
whenever a member got up and talked nonsense there would 
always be some one who would firmly out courteously point out 
to him what nonsense he was talking, ^o long as this most 
wholesome corrective was in operation, he was convinced that 
such a society would continue to be not a harmful thing but an 
agent for good. 

in regard to the subject before the house, he would like also 
to say a few words. People in speaking of Mohammadan States 
and natives were sometimes apt to forget that the greatest 
Mohammadan State in the world was not Turkey, nor Persia, but 
England, and that tiie welfare of tiie Mohammadans of India 
was inseparably bound up with that of the British Empire. The 
British Empire had not yet begun to go down hill and he there-: 
fore saw no reason why the Alohaminadans should despaii* Within 
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the limits of the British Kmpire, (MohammaUans iniolit well iiiul 
their fullest development and enjoy a religious toleration which 
they themselves practised while Eur->pe was still persecuting. 
If the British Empire was a Christian Empire, it was al>o a 
Mohammadan Empire and there was every reason why each 
should co-operate for the others good. Their (college owed its 
success its very existence to the confidence that existed between 
a Mohammadan and a Christian, to the friendship that existed 
between Sir Syed Ahmed Khan and Mr. Beck, and this is only 
one of many instances. Differences will and must nl\\ays exist 
but there was no reason why Mohammadans and (finistians 
should not live in friendship side by side and co- operate for one 
anothers good. 

Mr, Morisoii who followed said that, wiiile in England dm- 
ing the present year, he had had an interesting talk with Lord 
Cromer about the prospects of the Mohammadans. Lord (‘romer 
as they all knew, had administered the affairs of Egypt with 
conspicuous success during the past Id years; he was, moreover 
a great admirer of Sir Syed Ahmed. In his opinion no section 
of Mohammadans shewed such promise as those of India. And 
he would have them remember that Aligarh was the centre of 
enlightenment and progress of the Mohammadans of India; it had 
an influence that was increasing and spreading rapidly and it 
was influence tended always towards the amelioration and advance- 
of the Mohammadans of India. Council honoured the meeting 
by his presence, and by giving his opinion on the subject. 
Sajjad Hyder, Mohammed Hyat, Asiiraf Ali, and Mohammed 
Athar also spoke. 

The meeting closed with three cheers for the HoiiTle and 
distinguished visitor. 

On the 1 8 th November, the old order changed, yielding 
place to the new, Ali Hasan, the Vice-President and Sajjad 
Hyder, Secretary gave over charge to Mohammad Hyat and 
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Alxiul (iadir Klian^ B. A. who wt*re elected Vice-President and 
Secretary respectively ; we con- rat nlate them and their cabinet'’" 
and wish them success.

Tlie Moliamina^an Educational Coufercnee is tl>e expression 
of the ideas of the most modern section of tlie Mohammadan 
pnhlic; it represents tlie views and aspirations of the reformers 
in the Islamic world, and is at the same time the only pnhlic 
organisation by which their views can be disseminated. Tlirough- 
out India there are indeed individual reformers who leaven opinion 
wherever they happen to have any personal iulluence, but with 
the exception of the Conference no attempt has yet been made to 
organise these opinions' and direct the efforts of the reformers to 
one common end.. In this cbnsiste the great importance of. the 
Educational Conference; to make^ any lasting impression upon 
the inert mass of public opinion organisation, is necessary and in 
the Iona run that party will prevail which is the best organised, 
the v^y, that is, wbicli unites to realise certain well defined ends 
and which devotes money andenergy to the propagation of its views. 
In one respect the Educational Conference is most happily con- 
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stiiuted; by its very name the Conference directs attention to the 
great and most urgent need of the Mussalman community to-day 
tliat is Education. '1 his is the burden of what Sir Syed was con- 
tinually preaciiing to his people ; for the present keep your atten- 
tion fixed upon education ; spread the desire for education among 
all classes of Mussalinans and secondly provide yourselves with 
the best means of education possible. But the Conierence is not 
tied down to one locality and does not advocate purely local 
interests, nor can it deny the intimate connection between educa- 
tion and many questions of social reform ; it is this latter aspect 
which makes it so important as the means of expressing the 
conviction of the advanced public upon a variety of important 
topics; but seeing that politics are definitely excluded from the 
programme of the Conference it is clear ti»at the public questions 
which we desire to isolate and hold up for consideration are 
those which the Mussalinans can settle and decide for themselves 
and by themselves. The objects of the Conference are therefore 
large and yet clearly defined. But just because the Conference 
is an important body it is necessary that tbe public sliould recog' 
nise clearly wliat it can do and what is beyond its power. 

The first and greatest work of the Conference is discussion ; 
that is upon questions witliin tiie scope of the Conference upon 
whicii public opinion is either divided or unformed ; in other 
words the Conference is primarily a consultative body and as such 
its dutv is to bring to tbe notice of the public questions of social 
reform, to educate tbe public by discussion thereon and finally 
to direct the energies of the Mussalinans into a particular chan- 
nel. As long therefore as the Conference occupies its time witii 
the discussion of practical questions it has not \vasted its time 
even if, as some people say, tiiere has been nothing but mere talk. 
This talk in so far as it results in the well defined settlement of 
disputed questions and in calling attention to what needs to be 
done is the very way in which the comnuinity can be taught to 
direct their united energies in the most fruitful way ; this is the 
means by which public ojpinion can be united and organised. But 
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there is a kind of work wliich is often expected from tlie Con- 
ference wliich it is not at all well suited to perform, and that is 
the execution of any practical work. Practical work requires not 
only to he initiated but to be permanently controlled and directed, 
it requires a definite head and definite subordinates to carry out de- 
tails and tliese the Conference is entirely without.; it is a collec- 
tion of busy men who meet once a year, sometimes in one 
Province and sometimes in another and who have far too much 
to do in ordinary life to carry out any executive programme. 
Unless therefore the Conference is prepared to raise money on a 
far larger scale than has yet been contemplated it must rest 
content with the very important work of forming and eliciting 
the public opinion of the Mussalmans of India. At the present 
■juncture this is the work which is most urgently needed, and the 
Conference will liave discharged the functions for which it was 
called into existence when it has created a keen and united public 
opinion running through the Mussalmans of India, and has 
trained them to ihiuk and feel as a corporate whole. The lest 
of a successful Conference should be whether (1) it has discussed 
important practical objects and (2) wlietlier that discussion has 
resulted in well defined opinions which the members can carry 
back to their homes as the policy of the reform party in Islam. 



College News. 

Tiie College Christmas vacation is from 20th December to 
January 8th inclusive. 

Great interest has been taken in the Shield (.ricket and 
Football matches which have been in progress during the past 
month. There seems to he a distinct improvement in the Football 
of tlie School and College, which is to he attributed chiefly to the 
zeal and energy which Captain Abdul Majid has thrown into his 
work. We hope for better luck in the coming University 
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We are glad to see that the University Tournament is again 
to take place in spite of the ill advised withdrawal of tlie Univer- 
sity grant. The Tournament is to be held at Cawnpore on 
February 12th and following days. The programme remains 
the same except for the fact that a half mile race is added. 
Great credit is due to the Rev. A. (hosthwaite for the energy 
with which he has endeavouied to prevent the Tournament from 
falling through. We hope that the 'rournarnent will be even 
more successful than in previous yeais. 



We publish elsewhere the report of a most successful meet- 
ing that was held at Aligarh^ under tlie presidency of Sir 
Arthur Strachey, to promote the Theodore Beck Memorial Fund. 
Sir Arthur came at great personal inconvenience to preside over 
the meeting in honour of his old College friend, and every one 
present appreciated his kindness in coming and also the a})pn)- 
priate and touching manner in which he spoke of our beloved 
Principal. There is only one voice in the College in reirard to 
this matter and we trust that the Memorial Fund will before 
long exceed the most sanguine expectations of iis promoters. 

Two schemes have been discussed (1) the foundation in ihe 
College of a Chair of History (2; the foundation of a Fellowship 
in the name of Mr. Heck. Botli of these are eminently useful 
and practical schemes and sucli, we think, as would have met 
with Mr. Beckys hearty approval. But each is a large scheme 
and hardly likely to be realized immediately ; meanwhile it would 
not be unseemly to erect some more visible form of Memorial 
within the precincts of the College, a memorial that would meet 
the eye of student and visitor alike and act as a permanent and 
tangible memento of our beloved Principal. 



For the better supervision of the students in the Boarding 
House, a system of sub-Prociors has lately been initiated. Tlie 
sub-proctors will work under the Proctor Mir Wilayat Hosain, 
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and under tlie g-eneral direction of Mr. Tippinor; they 
will be re.^ponsible for the dif^eiplioe of the Boarding House and 
see to the enforcement of its rules. The sub-Proctors whohave been 
appointed are Prof. Ziaiuidin, M.A. Ali Mohammad Khan, B A. 
Niazharainad Khan, B.A., and Ziaullah Khan, B.A. The 
increase of numbers in the different Boardino* Houses has been 
rendering the work of supervision more and more arduous but it 
seems likely that the new system, now set on foot, will be suffici- 
ent to ensure a sufficiently, complete and careful supervision of 
all students living in the ('ollege. 



The Athletic Club announces that Mrs. Morison has very 
kindly offered a Challeng’e Cup to be held annually by the winner 
of the quarter mile race in the College Sports. This cup should 
do a good deal to add keennos.s to tiie competition. We have 
lost a number of o\ir best athleties during’ the past \ear and very 
considerable efforts will need to be made if we wish to lepeat 
our former successes. The Cricket eleven is about as strong as 
last year, the football eleven has improved considerably so that 
we ougiit to be able to hold our own in tiiese competitions. 
Lawn Tennis is never taken very seriously in the College, there 
therefore does not seem inucii prospect of our doing any better 
than in past years. 

Among the subjecis to be brought forward for discussion 
in the Moliammadan Educational Conference to be held in Calcutta 

from Dect mber, 27th are Eemale Education, Technical Education, 
and Religious Education in the proposed .Moliammadan University 
and Education in tiie jMohammadan Schools of Bengal. One of 
the first motions will naturally be a expression of regret at tbe 
death of Mr. Beck, who bad so long been closely connected with 
tbe Conference and to wliore effort it s success in tbe past has been 
largely due. In bolding its meeting in Calcutta, the Conferense 
is breakin- new ground and one of the resolutions, to be brought 
forward in tbe meeting will be for tiic consideration of ways and 



means of aronsine interest in Mohamraadan edncation in Beng;al 
and makings more widely known tlie aims and purpose of the 
Alig-arh Collesre. Tlie exceedingly kind manner in whieli fbe 
Aligarh deputation has been received in Calcutta and the ready 
sympathy with which tlie Sir Syed Memorial Fund and Uiiiver- 
sity scheme have been met, are most encouraging and high hopes 
are held <>f the success of the forthcoming Conference.

A very successful meeting, lu connection with the above bund, 
was held on Saturday morning, November 25th. in the Strachey 
Hall of the College, at which, in addition to the members of the

Sir 
Arthur Strachey, Chief Justice of the North-West Provinces, 
anonneed the objects of the meeting in the following words;— 
“This meeting has been convened to give public expression to 
the great sorrow felt in this College and throughout the Musal- 
man community at the death of Mr. Theodore Beck and to 
appeal to the public for subscriptions in order to erect a 
memorial to his memory.” 

Sir Arthur Strachey then said: — “The last occasion when 
J met in public the friends and supporters of this College was in

your late Principal, my friend Mr. Tlieodore Beelc. To-day we 
are met together for a similar purpose in connection with Mr. 

Beck himself, to express our grief at his death, and to set on 

foot some memorial of his life and work. I have just been 

reading again the speech which Mr Beck made at the Allahabad 

meeting, and it struck me as having a singular appropriateness 

in many respects to our present purpose. That is, I think, very 

natural. Both Sir Syed Ahmed and Mr. Beck were men of | 

original ideas and characteristics; each had a strongly marked 

individuality of his own but they also had many noteworthy 

qualities in common. Each was a man ef remarkable singleness 

of purpose, and of the most unselfish enthusiasm ; each was 

imbued with the strongest spirit of devotion to the welfare of 

the Mahommedan community ; each was convinced that the only 

way of salvation for the Mahomedans was the development of a 

special kind of education ; and each was absorbed by the 

endeavour to make the Mahommedan Anglo-Oriental College the 

most efficient possible means for supplying- and developing the 

kind of education needed. And the two men both stood in a very 

special and peculiar relation to the Mahommedans and to the || 

College. Sir Syed Ahmed was the founder of the College, and 

what he did no other man could liave done. .Mr. BeclCs 

extraordinary gift of sympathetic enthusiasm enabled him to 

identify himself with Sir Syed Ahmed^s ideals and conceptions 

of what the situation required, beyond everything I have ever 

known in the ability of one man to co-operate with and to 

forward the aims and objects of another. So perfect was this 

co-operation that one of the sad features of Mr. Beckys death is ' 

that it makes the deatli of Sir Syed even a greater misfortune, 

if possible, than it was before : it means the loss of an 

unequalled exponent of Sir Syed's views and aspirations. And it 

was Mr. Beck who made those aspirations practically realisable. 

He supplemented them with the practical knowledge of the best

modern educational methods which he had learnt in Lnglish 
College and University life, but which Sir Syed had had no 
opportunity of acquiring. You cannot think of Sir Syed Aiimed's 
work without thinking of Mr. Heck, and you cannot think of 
Mr. Beckys work without thinking of Sir Syed Ahmed. And 
therefore I hope and believe that for all time Theodore Beck 
will stand side by with Sir Syed Ahmed in the grateful 
recollection of the Mahommedans for the great impulse which 
they jointly gave to the cause of national regeneration. (Cheers.) 

^^To return to Mr. Beck’s speech at Allahabad; it wa.s, like 
all his speeches, eloquent, incisive, full of stirring appeals and 
valuable criticisms. Most of it consisted of home truths told to 
the Mahommedans in the most outspoken manner; for Mr. Beck 
never condescended to flatter his iiearers; he was too anxious for 
their good for that. But all his home truths and all his 
reproaches to the Mahommedans for their want of energy and 
public spirit were directed to a definite practical end. The moral 
of all he said was : — ^ You profess to love and honour a great 
man : you can only really do this by extending and strengthening 
his work." Now this inaicates, I think, tiie first principle which 
sliould guide us in deciding what form of Memorial we should 
select for Mr. Beck. Like Sir Syed Ahmed, he cared little for 
any purelv personal honour ; he devoted to the education of 
Mahommedan^s abilities which would have gained him personal 
distinction anywhere and in any walk of life. He would have 
cared little to be commemorated by a picture or a statue, though 
some day I hope that memorials of that kind will not be 
wanting in this College. The only memorial that he would have 
cared for would be one of permanent practical value to the 
College itself. That then is the first condition we must bear in 
mind. But having taken care to secure this condition, we are 
then at liberty to give effect to our personal feelings of sorrow 
and affection. We must in some way connect this practically 
useful purpose with Mr. Beckys own personality. That is, 
I think, a strong recommendation of one suggestion which, 






I understa!\d, has been made as to the form which the proposed i 

memorial should take. It is proposed to endow in his name a |j 

Chair, a Professorship of History in the Colle^^e. This would, 4 

I believe, have strong-ly appealed to him. He personally always 
took a strong interest in history, of which he was an enthusiastic 
student. But besides this, he attached a very special importance 
to the i*ational study of history in connection with the need of 
Indian students. His great aim was to make his students loyal 
citizens of the Empire. (Cheers.) He believed that great political |i 

and social harm had been done in India by the ignorant and 1 

untrue views of history which are current, and he believed tliat f; 

true and sound views of history would do more than anything 
tdse to dispel much of the misunderstandings and prejudices p 

which he lamented. And now I have only a few more words to * 

say. It has been lo me a most difficult task to make a speech 

about Theodore Beck. He was one of my oldest and dearest ; 

friends. You all knew him well and long ; but I knew him |:, 

longer than any of you. twenty years ago he and I were 
undergraduates at (yambridge toi^elher. By all his friends and j|.;| 

contemporaries he was recognised as one of the most remarkable . v 

men of his generation ; we had the utmost confidence that he r: 

would in after life attain distinction ; but the distinction we ^ 

expected for him was not merely of the ordinary kind, of ^ 

personal or professional advancement, i think that the success [ 

which we anticipated was of the very kind which he ultimately j| 

achieved — success in some career which would give scope to his 
wonderful gift of social sympathy and enthusiasm. That career 
he found in this College It was among you that his life’s work 
was done, and 1 appeal to you with confidence to say whether ^ 

the high hopes that we entertained of him in youth have not | 

been more than abundantly fulfilled. (Cheers). In conclusion 
I have only to exhort you to show your feelings of gratitude and 

sorrow by subscribing liberally to his memorial ; not only to 

promise to give but to give practically what you promise : to 

give your bya) and united support to my friend, the Secretary |

and the Priiici})al^ in tiieir work for tlie Colleg’e ; to disconrao’e 
all petty intrigues and dissensions wliich thwart tl»e great oi)ject 
of the place ; and above all to cherish the memory of Tlieodore 
Beck as one of the best and truest and wisest friend that the 
Mahommedan cause has ever had or can ever hope to have/^ 
(Loud cheers.) 

Nawab Mobsin-nl-Mnlk, wlio followed on behalf of the 
Trustees of the College, said tinit after the deat’n of Sir 
Syed it was to Mr. Beck that the Mahommedans looked ; for no 
man except Sir Syed had worked with such zeal and unselfish 
devotion for fheir cause. There iiad moreover never been such 
universal grief at the death of anyone, Sir Syed alone excepted, 
and he was of opinion tliat ti>e Maiiommedans of India wonld be 
guilty of the basest ingratitude if the}^ failed to raise a worthy 
memorial to the man to whom they owed so much. 

Saliibzada Aftab Ahmed Khan followed on belialf of the 
students past and present, and spoke feolim:ly of tlie close 
friendship that existed between Mr. lieck and liis pupils and of 
his uuMi’ing solicitude for their welfare. 

Mr. Tlieodore Morison, Piincipal of the .VI A.-O. 
CJollege said: — 

Sill Arthur Sthachey, Ladies and Gentlemen — I 
have come forward to speak on behalf of my colleagues ou the 
College staff. We who had to work with Mr. l^eck and who were 
thrown daily into contact with him have had unique opportunites 
of estimating him justly, and it is no small tribute to him to say 
that his warmest admirers are to be found amongst those who 
worked with him and under him. We know as nobody else can 
know bow wboll V be dev( ted himself to the service of the ('(‘liege, 
how pre'occupied he was with its welfare, and liow ins whole 
mood changed with the vicissitudes of our little politics. When 
he fir^t came out to India now sixteen years ago he wns a young 
man of twenty-four, and at that age. without any experience of 
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India, he was suddenly called upon to originate the whole 
Complex adniinistratioii of the (h)llege, and to find for it a 
distinctive tone and a set of traditions We know to-day how 
well he accomplished the task. With that rare enthusiasm which 
was his most abiding characteristic, he plunged into the work 
before him, and made the hopes and wishes of Sir Syed his own. 
The difficulties and discouragements with which he was 
confronted at the beginning would have daunted an ordinary 
man ; he might t»>o easily have been satisfied witii the measure of 
success that seemed attainable and in liis reach, and resigned liis 
loftier ambitions in despair. But Mr Beck was never satisfied 
with moderate success, and he never permitted his colleagues to 
be. I remember that even Sir Syed himself used at one time to 
say that the College had grown large enough, and that he did 
not wish the numbers to grow bevond 200. Mr. Beck, on the 
contrary, use 1 r,o say tiiat he would never be content until the 
number of students within these walls had reached 1,000. Many 
of you will remember the feeling of dismay that fell upen us all 
wlien Sir Syed died ; you will remember that many feared even 
for tiie continued existence of the College. Then it was that Mr. 
Beckys pluck and buoyant spirit was first brought prominently 
before the Mahommedan public. Instead of any timid anxieties 
for tiie future, he boldly launched upon the public a larger 
scheme, a more ambitious ideal tbau Sir Syed Inmself had 
undertaken. — the proposal for a Mahommedan University. If I 
were compelled to select that characteristic of my friend^s 
which had been of the most supreme value to the College, I 
should unhesitatingly sa/ his ardent enthusiasm. It was an 
enthusiasm which was essentially romantic and generous, and it 
was kindled when' he first came to Aligarh at the thought of 
restoring prosperity to a people who had once tiironged the 
palaces and commanded the armies of the great Moghul, but 
who were now slipping into impotence and poverty. His 
enthusiasm wa.s of the kind that was especially called out by

great public aims, ami uotbing so disappoiiiled biir as the rarity 
of this public spirit among the Musalmaus of India. 1 do m.t 
remember anything which made him so angry or so filled him 
with disgust as instauce.s of self-seeking in men who ]irofessed to 
espouse a public cause. And he was proportionately delighted 
when he met among Musalmaus a man of like spirit to himself. 
It was a real and lasting trratificai ion to him to find that many 
men of the younger generation, many (>ld students of this 
College, had caught something of his conception of public duty, 
and were willing to devote themselves to public objects without 
hope of reward or recognition. I do not think that any one thing 
would have given him more satisfaction than to know that his 
conception of public duty had taken root in the College and 
become one of its permanent traditions. 

“ To us at this moment it may seem a trivial thing to erect 
a memorial to Mr Beck in tins College in which eveiy 
department is so deeply] impressed with his pcrf-onalit v . and 
from which we can hardly yet bring ourselves to think that i'C 
has been remove ! for ever. But in certain ways the memory of a 
College is very short : in a few years ’ time we shall see no 
students left who can remember Mr. Beck, and to the generation 
which will fill these rooms in four years, he will be nothing I'ut 
a name and a tradition which will grow dimmer and vaguer as 
years go on. It would be a disirrace to us who knew him if we 
allowed his very name to slip out of memoiy thus in the College 
which he did so much to build. The form which this memorial 
ought to take cannot be definitely settled until we know what 
answer the Mahommedau public will make to our appeal. But 1 
can tell you without hesitation what Mr. Beck himself would 
have most desired. He would have desired something which would 
benefit the College and which was in harmony with his aims of 
raising it to the status of a University. Mhat most of all I 
should like to see wottld be the endowment of a Chair to bear 
his name, and I should prefer that it should be a Chair of 
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History in wiiioh he was always inleiested and the study of 
which he desired to make a distinctive ci)aracteristic of tiiis 
institution. Failing that T know that there was one proposal 
which was very near his heart and which he long hoped to see 
realised in this College; that proposal is the endowment of a 
Fellowship for a student who had studied first in this College 
and who would be enabled by means of this Fellowship to continue 
his studies in Kurope ; after having so qualified himself he would 
return to resi<le in this College as a member of the staff. This 
is a comparativelv modest proposal and would require an endow- 
ment fund of Ks. 50,000, or possibly its. 75,000. But though I 
do not think that this would be an adequat * recognition on the 
part of the Mahornmedan community of Mr. Beckys great services 
to them, it would I know, realise an object upon which he had 
set his heart. It would enable a student from his College to 
complement his studies here with the highest training which can 
be given in Europe, and open to him on his return to India a 
career of scholnrsliip an 1 studious research. I do not feel any 
hesitation in asking the Mahornmedan community forsuhscriptions 
for his object, because I think that Mr. Beck’s services to that 
community were of a umd that they should not lightly forget. 
After Sir Syed, who in the last ten years has done most to 
organise “H:.he scattered and disconnected efforts of the Musalmans 
of India, to interpret their aspirations to Government, and to 
infuse in them a spirit of self-help, self-ivspecb and self-reliance. 
You know that after Sir Syed Ahmed the name that must be 
next mentioned is not that of a Mnsalman, but of Mi. 
Theodore Beck upon whose devotion neither by birth or 
religion had tne Musalmans of India any claim. 

At the close of the meeting subscriptions amounting to 
upwards of Ks8,000. were promised, bringing the total sum 
subscribed up to the present to about Its.lC.OOO. 
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Theodore Beck Memorfal Fund.
